T^E trayelier should provide himself with suffi- 
cient French money to defray his expenses from 
Calais to the metropolis of France. Ten or 
twelve pounds sterling will allow enough for any 
trifliog delay occasioned by business, pleasure, 
or accident. 

French gold and silver coin may be purchased 
at Mr. Solomon's, New Street, Covent Garden i 
Mr. Smart's, 55, Prince's Street, Leicester 
Square ; or from Mr. Thomas, 102, Comhill ; 
on whem the tourist may confidently rely for 
punctuality and integrity. Should he possess 
ipy English money, which, on his arrival at 
Paris, he may wish to exchange for the currenoT 
|f tbat city, Mr. Rollin, in the Palais Royal, 
till accommodate him on the most liberal terms. 
There are two or three other houses in the 
Palais Royal who do business in the same man-* 
ier. He will do well to take tio' more Bank df 
Kngland notes with him than are requisite for

his journey to Dover ; for although large notes, 
in particular, are negotiable on the opposite 
coast, he will often find considerable trouble and 
inconvenience in the transaction. 

His pecuniary wants, during his stay in France, 
will be most pleasantly and advantageously pro- 
vided for, by a letter of credit on some banker 
at Paris. This he will easily procure if he keeps 
cash with Messrs. Hammersley, or Morland, or 
Ransom, in Pall Mall, Coutts in the Strand, 
Harries, St. James's Street, or any other house 
that does business with the Paris bankers. But 
as this affair is attended with some trouble, and 
no advantage to the London bankers, a stranger 
can scarcely expect, and will not receive this ac- 
commodation, liberal as many of these gentlemen 
are, and ready to oblige, unless he is well re- 
commended by some friend who has a cash ac- 
count at the house. With this recommendation, 
the matter will be readily accomplished. The 
traveller will deposit with the London bank^ 
the sum which he designs to expend, and will 
receive an order on a Paris banker for the same 
sum sterling, payable at sight. As a measure 
of precaution, he will be required to give his 
signature in his usual mode of writing. This is 
transmitted to Paris ; and, when he" presents the 
order there, he will be again requested to write 
his name. The two signatures will be compared, 
and the money immediately paid to him, with- 
out apy deduction for brokerage.

Although the use of them, on the former foot> 
ing, cannot be recommended, nor can they be of 
such extended utiUty as the QOtef ; nevertheless 
the house will, when required, and satisfied of 
the security, give them on such places as have a 
direct exchange upon London. They are sub* 
ject to a single commission and postage at the 
place of payment, and to another to the house, 
when they are reimbursed at home: but Ae 
money will be paid at the just course, without 
the exaction of any accumulated charges what- 
soever. 



RECOYERING MONEY FROM ABROAD. 

To render their extensive correc^ndence as 

useful as possible, the house will take bills c^f 
drawers or endorsers of undoubted credit, upon 
most, of the places mentioned in their list^ in 
order to recover money, which cannot be done in 
the common course of business.

BAGGAGE. 

The traveller must next think of his baffgagc. 
Few things are so connected .with easy and cotn* 
fortable travelling as light and portable baggage. 
Our reader then may be assured that every kind 
of wearing apparel can be procured cheaper at 
Paris than at London, and at the shortest notice. 
But, should the Englishmaii feel desirous of ap- 
pearing in the precise costume of his native 
country, he must not depend on the Parisian 
tailor. No entreaties will prevail on him to 
make a single habiliment which does not at once 
proclaim itself of French manufacture. 

Should the traveller have more luggage than 
he wishes to take under hu^ own charge, it may 
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be conveyed ta aoy past of Uie Continent on reer 
sonable terms, on application to the Packet 
Offices, at No. 35X and 361, Strand. 



FASBPORTS. 

Before our tourist proceeds on his route, it 
is absoJntely neceisai^ for him to procure a pass- 
port To obtain this, he must apply at the office 
of the French ambassador,, No. 10, New Caven- 
dish-street, Portland-place, between the hours 
of twelve and four. He will signify his wish, 
fM^id lef^ve his name. If he have fixed on the 
route which he means to pursue in his journey, 
H may somewhat facilitate the attainment of his 
obj^t if he n^ention this : but, except under cir- 
cij|mst$^ces of much suspicion, this is of little 
cons^uence. |f he call at; the office on the fol- 
lowing day, he will obtain the passport without 
expense, signed by the ambassador. 

It is perfectly unnecessary to apply for a pass- 
port at the Foreign Office, as was formerly the 
case : as the passport of the French ambassador 
^ill be quite sufficient. 

flhoukl Uic traveller wish to go through Bel- 
giutti driyiolland, he may nrocnre a passport l^ 
iiddressiiig a letter p his Exceltency, Baron 
Fagel, at the office. No. 14, Buckingham-street, 
Stipend, signed by a respectable housdieeper to 
%ki«ii lie mey be known; ^ passpori mil then 
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be granted on the fbllowkig day, free of ei- 
pease. 

This passport will be demanded at evay for- 
tified town, and examined by the bfficer on duty. 
If the traveller wish to stop for some days on 
his journey, the master of the hotel will put 
before him a ruled paper, with the following 
heads, which he must fill up, and sign his 
name; viz,, name, place of abode, profession, 
where going, age, Sze* This paper is sent to the 
office of police. 

ROUTES. 

Our tourist being now completely equipped 
for his journey, I will proceed to describe the 
difierent routes, and the most convenient, plea- 
sant, and economical methods of travelling.

This is the nearest route from 
London to Paris by twenty miles* It is fifty 
miles less by sea than from Brighton to Dieppe, 
and thirty miles less by land than through Dover. 
The fare from London to Rye is 1/. 5s. and from 
Eye to Boulogne 1/. U. Inquire at the George 
Inn, Rye. 
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^ A ▼eisel sails from Hastings to Boulogne everj 
Monday morning, at seven o'clock, aM returns 
on Thursday morning. Cabin, 15s. Deck, 10s. 6cf. 
The passage is generally accomplished in fire 
hoars. The coach from London to Hastings is 
15s. inside, and 10s. ontside. 

HAVRE. 

A packet sails from Southampton every Fri- 
day, and returns every Monday. The packet 
affords excellent accommodation for passengers 
and goods. The master to be seen at Messrs. 
Weeks and Co. Southampton. From Havre, 
coaches daily set off for Paris, and perform the 
journey in eighteen hours. 



Any further information respecting Packets 
may be procured at the Packet-offices, No. 357, 
Strand, and 361, Strand. At these offices in- 
surances are safely effected, goods and baggage 
warehoused for all piurts, both foreign and 
eoastways, until the time of shipping, legulariy 
entered and cleared at the Custom-house, and 
safely conveyed from any part of the town, on 
sprine caravans or lighters, to the respective 
vessels.

Travellers^ who wish to jprooeed tp Siwif^er-

Bpur-street, Charing CroM, or atlbeWhi^Boar, 
Piccadilly. The journey is performed in sixtem 
days, Allowing two at Farii« and sleeping, erery 
night at some town. The proprietors furnish 
lodging and provision. The carriage is roomy 
and convenient — the passen^rs are lindited to 
six. One cwt. of luggage is allowed to each, 
and the charge is only 25/. English. 



TRAVELLING IN FRANCE. 

There are three modes of travelling in France ; 
in private carriages (voitures), a hired carriage* 
(dtaise de poiie\ the public diMgeacey an^ the 
new coaches m the Snglisli plan. 

They who have faimlksy and possess good 
stroi^ tranretiingt^arriagesy will find it tn&dlely 
more copilbrtal^, and considerate oheafiev, to 
take than to Calais or Die;^, tfian txy hive a 
chaise dr poata at eidMr itf these places. The 
freight from Dover to Calais, or Brighton tt 
Dieppe, is ftir from exorbitant. 

On landing the carriage at either of tiiese 
towna^ the travdHer will be pequired to deposit 
an knpofit of 35 pev cent, on the esttsHHed 
vidue ; \»it this wiU be pmictually n^jtid'-oq 
hiftJKtm^. Orifheskmid qpiitfVance bya^ 
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oib^r route, the, receipt, 'i?i)iich wUl be giv«a 
him at the customrhduse of Calais or Dieppe^ 
will enable him to elaim the original sum with- 
out difficulty at the last sti^n of the revenue 
officers. 

It is on many accounts advisable for the tra- 
veller to leave his owa hoirses at home, and to 
proceed through France with post-horses. 

As all Eoglish carriages have, poles, it will 
be advisable, if the company does not exceed 
4uree in nuii]4>er, to have their poles replaced 
by shafts, by which means onertlurd of tne ex- 
pense of posting is saved ; for instead of four 
horses ana two postilions, they wil) only pay for 
three horses and one postilion* If more th«& 
three persons travel in the same cabriolet, or 
fafi»itefe, the posl^master charges the traveller 
49 or i$ $otts K)r each of the m^ hors^^ in^ 
. stead itf chafing for Ae fourth horse, which ia 
never employed. 

All the arrangements for posting are simple, 
and usually attended to with the most scrupu- 
lous exactness. (See the Table). The whole of 
it is completely in the hands of Government. 
There is no competition on the road, and they 
who arrive first, are uniformly first accommo- 
dated. 

A book is published by authority, containing 
every route through France, alphabetically ar- 
ranged; the precise distance of every place ; and 
the sum to be paid to the post-master aiid the 
postiHon^ The principal difficulty which the 
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traveller would otherwise encounter is the de- 
mand of a whole, or half, or a quarter of a 
post, in addition to the re^lar distance, on en- 
tering or leaving some towns. These are all 
mentioned in the book just referred to, which is 
entitled, Etat de Pastes OSn^rauxi A transla- 
tion of it may be had of the Publisher of this 
Work ; and, with such a guide, the tourist can- 
not be subject to the least imposition. 

The distances are calculated by French posts, 
which are nearly five miles and a half each ; but 
within a few posts of Paris, or any large towns, 
these are reduced to five miles. 

The regular charge by authority is one franc 
apd 50 cents per post for each horse, and 15 sous 
to the postilion ; but as the expedition of the tra- 
veller, and miich of his convenience, depend on 
keeping the driver in good humour, it is usual 
to give him a trifle more; generally 15 sons 
extra.

A child of six years old, and less, shall net 
be considefred as a passenger ; ^mo children of 
less than six years shall be considered equal to 
one passenger. 

Every carriajre msf be charged with one port- 
manteau, wheuer it be entire or in two parts, 
and one mail. 

Sknall carriages, with four wheels, known by 
the name of Spanish chariots, are considered as 
■Tiihrioiet^ when they contain but two pers o p s, 
Chariots which contain more than two parsons* 
'enter into the xlass of Umonieres when they have 
a shaft, and into that of berime when they Imte 
a pole. 

"Die regulations concerning the third ^nd 
fourth horses shall continue to be observed, but 
neither can be demanded, except actually yoked 
to Ihe carriage. 

If to this is added the following summary of 
the laws of posting, and the annexed table of 
the traveller's expenses at each post, he will 
be possessed of every requisite information. 



LAWS RELATIVE TO POSTING. 

None but post-masters commissioned by go- 
vernment are permitted to furnish horses. 

The post-master shall constantly reside at 6r 
near the post-house. 

N<> post-master can hire a postilion without a 
csctificate of good behaviour. 
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The post-master is answerable for any acci- 
dent which may occnr from the carelessness of 
the poscilion, or restiveness of the horses. 

Travellers are accommodated in the exact 
order in whicii thfey or their avant-couriers mfiy 
• arrive. 

Every traveller hiring a saddle-horse must be 
aecompamed by a postilion, to serve him at a 
guide. One postilion may conduct three travel* 
lers ; but, if there is a fourth, two postilions 
most be hired. 

The charge is one franc and fifty centimes per 
post for every horse, smd seventy-five centimes 
for each postilion. 

No carriage shall be compelled to take more 
'dian 140 lbs. of luggage. 

Sach post shall be run in the space of an hour. 

No traveller shall force or maltreat the horses, 
vnder the penalty of making full restitution for 
tiie injury which he may do. 

All turnpikes, and dues on the road, shall be 
paid by the traveller. 

For further information respecting Travelling 
Post, see page 1. 

CABRIOLET. 
If the traveler is acc(Mni)anied by his family, 
or wishes to pursue his journey perfectly at 
his^ase, or with his own particular party, and 
has left hia carriage on the other side of the 
water, lie will hire a cabriolet, or larfer camage- 
d 3 
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The cabriolet is an uncouth hot very con- 
venient vehicle, running on two wlpeels. it is 
surrounded on the inside with a ^eat number of 
pockets, and on each side is a cpmfottabk pil- 
low. It will conveniently accommodate two 
persons. It opens in front and has a small wta* 
dow on each side, but it will be necessary for 
Uie traveller carefully to examine if it be wei^ 
ther«^tt^t before he hires it 

If tb^ traveller proceed to Paris, the cabri<det 
is sent to the Remise, where it stands fifteen 
days at bis oommand, and he m^y within that 
time Tetum in it, without additional expense. 

These vehicles may be hired at almost ai^ 
price, according to their appearance and conve- 
nience ; but the usual charge for a i^mfortaUe 
cabriolet, from Calab to Paris, is about four 
gukieas. The traveller must not give peecieely 
what is asked him. The English postndiaise is 
unknown in France. 

' Hie hiring of dra carriage and tb» nostage of 
the horses, are two different affiur», and in d^r- 
ent hands. At any of the inns in Calais the 
traveller may be furnished with a ttonnnodMWS 
cabriolet, in which he will proceed the whole of 
his ioumey. 

' Irthe tn»reller is accompanied by a friend, 
and does not regard a Mttle extnacndinary 
^xpense^ I weniild Mron^lyrecoinmend thirmode 
of conveyance. He is folly master of Uo tine ; 
he may stop wk^te he plnses ; he is aot mn- 
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polled to travel bj iiig^t» and he has a loll 
view of the country through which he passes. 

If a party of gentlemen are careful in making 
their bargain beforehand, and will Qse the drivers 
liherallT, the strict laws of posting will be often 
relaxed in their favour, and four or five of th^ 
may occupy a handsome carriage* drawn by thsee 
horses; me expense of which will not exceed 
that of the common diligence. 

DIUGENCE. 

The French diligence is a most curious and 
unique machine : it is a strange eompound of the 
En^ish stage waggon and coach ; and it sinpi- 
larly possesses alluie conveniences of each with* 
out their defects^ It contains six^ ^ght, or ten 
mssengers inside, according to its aise ; . and 
in fiont ia what is called die cabriolet of tlM di* 
ligence for outside passengers, with lealliera co^ 
vers, like the body of our one*horse <^aises, to 
defend both, the head and legs from the wea^ 
ther. These seats, ivhich hold three persons, 
ere the most pleasant part of the vdudet and 
baiag little elevated above the springs, there is 
aoareely apossibility of the carriage bciag over* 
tomed. The conductor forms one of the purty of 
Ike iwMolet; but if the weather be fine, he 
Witt go^ the top of the diligence. 

11& inside passengers are seated comjpleUly 
aithek ease^ nee mm the torture to whidi the 
wafoftmntn imnttes oftaaay of our stage-coaches 
are fieque^^ doomed ;^but the smallness of the 
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windows and the manner in which the seats are 
arranged, prevent them from enjoying much 
view of the country. 

A conductor is attached^' to each machine; 
his proper business is to take care of the lug- 
gage, and this duty he performs with the strictest 
integrity. When the traveller's portmanteau Of 
parcels have once been consigned to him, every 
fear with regard to their safety may be dis- 
missed. To this important duty another is 
usually attached. He presides at the dinner- 
table of^ the passengers, and does full justice 
to what is provided. He accompanies the di- 
ligence through the whole of the journey, and 
at the close of it expects a gratuity of five or six 
francs. The driver likewise expects about six 
sous at every post, but it is usual to leave this 
to the conductor, and pay him at the end of 
the jourhey. " 

< Fourteen pounds df luggage are allowed, and 
twenty-one francs per cwt. is charged for the 
overplus. 

The manner of yoking and driving the horses 
will appear singular to the tourist. In traveUUig 
post, one horse runs between two heavy shafts, 
attached to the carriage; on another horse» 
lashed to his side, with scarcely any harness, and 
only fastened to the vehicle by some paltry rop^, 
sits the driver. Six horses are generally yoked 
to the diligence. The postilion sits on the nsir 
shafl-horse, and governs the leaders tnore \^^ 
sound ofiiis voice, and ^ toi^ whip whi^h h0 
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be^s, thaa^ by Uie simple cotds wkich serve him ai 
reins. The leaders seem scarcely to belong to die 
dUigen^, said shew the passengers that they 
are umder little restrainti by numerous j^ayfiuy 
but to Mm terrifying deviations and prancingst 
Sometimes they have no reins, and even wherd 
these appendages to the equipage (which ih^ 
Englishman has been accustomed to imagine 
absolutely necessary, and on which he places 
his principal and sole dependence) are foimd, 
the Frencn Jehu scarcely vouchsafes to use them. 
The tourist, however, may dismiss every appre^ 
hension : the horses understand every motion 
of the driver's whip, and every tone of his voice ; 
they are under peifect command, and im acci-^ 
dent in the diligence is a thing absolutely un* 
known. 



DIRECTIONS 



TO TUB' 

TRAVELLER IN BELGIUM, &c. 
p^aMi << BoTCB's Bbuhjut TltAVELLKa.*'] 

Trk traveller on the continent will find it of 
mm^ itdTcmtage, previously to digest a plan of 
his TOttt^. He should consult this " Gulde^'* 
and determine on the places which he means 
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to visit, and tljte obfocte to whiiA he will give 
his priBcif!>al attention* This will not only re- 
lieve him from much unpleasant uncertainty and 
indecision in the course of his journey, but 
will likewise save him considerable time amd 
expense; for the dire^ctions and advice which 
he will receive from landlords, waiters, and 
even tolerably informed natives, are frequently 
erroneous. 

Having determined on his route, he next pro- 
vides a sufficient fund for his expenses. It will 
not be advisable that he should take with him 
much more cash than will carry him to the con- 
tinent, or the first principal town which he 
means to visit; but he should furnish himself 
with letters of credit on some banker or mer- 
chant at Amsterdam, Antwerp, Rotterdam, or 
Brussels. These will probably afford h^m a 
pleasant introduction to respectable and useful 
individuals, and may easily be procured at 
Hammersley's, Coutts*s, and most other bankers. 

The traveller, especially if he has business 
of importance to transact, should next arrange 
the places at which letters may be directed to 
him, and as nearly as possible the time when 
he shall arrive at those places. The common 
address of " Poste-restante" i. e., '* ta bfileft at 
the Post-office till called for^*' is very insecure. 
If it be not convenient to arrange the precise 
time for the despatch or arrival of letters, they 
should be directed to Uie care of some merchant 
or banker. 
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The baggage of the traveller sfapuld be as tight 
aad portable as possible, and should contain n6 
contraband goods ; the smallest portion of whieh 
may cause him in^nite trouble. It will be use* 
leas to carry much more than a bare change of 
apparel, since at almost every tOMrn through 
wVuch he passes he will be able to supply him- 
aelf with whatever is necessary, at very little 
additional expense. The traveller's portman- 
teau should be short and deep, as it will then be 
more likely to fit the different carriages, than one 
which is long and shallow. 

When his luggage is examined at the Custom- 
houses, it will be prudent for him to treat the 
officeirs with civility, and offer them a trifiin? 
perquisite. To assume airs of importance and 
anger is absurd and impolitic. The officers arc 
discharging a necessary duty, and- have it in 
their power to be very troublesdme if offended, 
^nie traveller should never suffer more than one 
trunk to be examined at a time. It will be 
impossible for his eyes to be every where ; and 
valuable articles have sometimes been pur- 
Imned, and even contraband goods clande^stinely 
introduced. 



VOYAGE TO THE NETHERLANDS. 

If the traveller proposes to visit the northern 
provinces, he will probably embark at Harwich. 
A coach goes from the Spread Eagle, in Grace- 
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ohorch-stveety eY^.tveoJag. at seven, and on 
Monday, Wednesday^ and Friday mornings, at 
nme. Packets sail from Harwich to Helvoet* 
sluvs at least twice in the we^, and the charge 
including provisions,, is 2i I4s. 6d. The passa^pe 
rarely exceeds twen^ or twenty-four hours. 

The first object that is seen is the tower of 
Goree, a little island between Voom and 
Sqhowen: next appears the low and barren 
coast oi that i^lana^ and, soon after, the town 
of Helvoetsluys. 

If he intend to visit Brusnels, and the southern 
provinces, he will go to Ostend. Packet-boats 
sail every Sunday moraing from Qravesend to 
Osiend, A cutter likewise sails from ^e same 
piae«» affinrding superior aocommodations* I 
would certainly recommend the tourist to sail 
from Gravesend, He will find regular packets 
from Harwkb» Dover, Hastings, and Brighton, 
to .Ostend ; but they are usuaUv crowded with 
past^i^^rs, and the accommodation is not ao 
^ood. The passage from Gravesond to Oateod 
IB scmietimes performed ia less them twelve^ ho^^ 
IMid rarely exceeds twenty-four. 

The entrapce into the harbour of Ostend if 
difficult and unsafe, except at high water. When 
the passage is practicable, a fiag is hoisted on a 
signal-slalr,, an4 the depth of the water is m.arked , 
by other.flags of different cdours^ 
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BUTCH INNS. ' 

I WILL suppose the tourist now arrired at his 
imu The room into which he is ushered, whether 
on the groand-floor, or up stairs, will certainly 
bave a bed in it. It is either contained in a small 
press, or very neatly concealed in a sliding par- 
tiUonin the wainscot. It is usually sufficiently large 
for one person, but would ill accommodate two. 

The butch innkeep^v are said to be inte- 
rested and imposing. In the inferior inns, and 
on the roads litde nrec^uented, the traveller will 
&id this too true ; but m the best hotels he will 
have no reason to complain of his acoommo* 
dation. It behoves him, however, to be civil ; 
for the Dutch landlords and waiters often dis- 
play wonderful ingenuity in teasii^ the petulant 
or assuming traveller. ^ . 

On cleanliness the tourist may generally de- 
pend. A beautiful white table-cloth, with a silver 
fork and spoon, will be put before him, and his 
sheets will rival the snow. 

Of one peculiarity he should be aware, that 
the Hollanders very rarely eat suppers, and that 
the stranger who orders this unusual repast^will 
pay dearly for it CoSee is the favourite evening 
beverage of the Dutch ; but it is generally water 
very slightly tinged, and drank without sugar. 
With half an ounce they make no less tiban 
fifteen cups. The innkeepers are perfectly sen- 
sible that foreigners dimk their co£fee much 
stronger, and ask whether tl» traveller {nrefers

it m^e in the Qermaa way. He mutt then be 
careful to specify the exact number of cups 
vAuch he wishes to be made with the £aj(ro«irite 
quantity of half an ounce, or he will have ii 
brought to him execrably bad, and at the i 
time be charged immoderately. 



VOITUBES, OB. POST-CHAISES. 

The post-chaises' (voUures) are neither, re- 
markable for Uieir beauty nor their convenience. 
They have no shafb, b»t ft'piece of wood in the . 
form of a. bow or arch is: placed between, the 
wheds in front: on this the postiUon presees-hiA 
(e^, and by that pressure, gives the carnage the « 
requisite direction. The horses are attached to 
the chaise by ropes, and are frequently driven 
three a-breast On descending any hill^ few* of 
which. indeed occur, the postiUon places hisfioot 
on the croup of one of the horses, presses his 
back against the vehicle, and thus produces the 
effect of the breeching in .the common EngluAp 
harness. 

The diarge for posting remains the same aa. 
when^ the Netherlands fonnsd; aa inte^al part 
of the French empire; 1 fn 50 centiOMM) or 
Is. 3d. per horse^ for each postX)f 5jl miles. If 
three peMons travd in the. saoftechaise^ they are 
di>liged to have an additional horses TheiUSuaL- 
compliment to a postilion is about 3Q>squs each 
MM. The traveller cannot be toOiCarefiil tli«t^ 
ms lugjptge is properly fasleaed 4o Aftcs^riac^ 
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ibr tbe carelessness of the o^tl^rs asd poiililtcms 
often exceeds all bounds. 

I& the Netherlaiids^tiie post-KsbeisH (tiotfteres) 
are rather better ccmatructed. This mode of 
traydiltQg 18 ittore adopted in Betgmm than in 
Holland, where the canals senre the purpose 
of high roads. The price uid the regubitions 
Are the/aame. 



THE DILIGENCE, OR POST-WAGGON. 

A Diligence, or, as it is usually called, a 
post-waggon, is etftabHiilied between the prin- 
mpal towns of Holland. The postHpraggmi is 
constructed eo a« to ooDtain six or eight travel- 
lers. Each place has its numbet, and the name 
of each passenger is registered. When he pays 
his £Etre, he obtains a ticket, with a number^ 
which in^cates where he is to ait. Here, too, 
except he ibe rery careM, his trunks will be 
fastened in such an awkward and negligent 
Bia&ner, that they wiU be frequently cut to 
^oes by the shakmg, or dropped, or stoles 
on the road. These waggons are covered with 
waxed cloth, but are not suspended on springs. 
Th^ ave low and narrow : the seat is not re- 
markal^ly ccanfortable; and the paissenger is in 
danger of being suffocated by the smoke of his 
compasioiks, who, if they are Dutch, lig^t therr 
p^s the instant they enter the waggon. 

The escpense bears about the same proportion 
lar ^Atr ii poeting wUefa it dibet in England. 
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The tlowncM of these Tehtclet is very tirc^sotoc 
to those who have been accustomed to travel in 
Engitoid. Its greatest rate, including stoppages, 
is seldom more than 3^ or 4 miles an hour ; and 
almost every hour, or league, the driver delays 
you to refresh his horses and himself. 

In some of the great towns, and in the prin- 
cipal part of the southern provinces, the yehides 
better deserve the name of coaches : but the^ 
are no where remarkable for elegance, cpnvem- 
ence, or expedition. 

THE lEaBKSCHUIT. 

The cheapest, the most convenient, and on 
the whole, the most pleasant way of travelling, 
specially, in the northern provinces, is by the 
trekschuit, or passage-boat, on the canalsv * The 
whole length of the barge, which is about thirty 
feet, is divided into two apartments, or cabins, 
each about six feet wide, cmd seven high. The 
larger towards the prow of the boat, is for 
common passengers, and for the luggage, asid 
will contain thirty or forty persons. The smaller 
cabin, towards the stern, called the ruifi is en^ 
gaged at a rather higher rate, and holds hot 
ei^t. The traveller will do well always to 
secure the ruif, for, in the other cabin, he will 
not always meet with a very seleict compaoT) 
and he will be surrounded with an impenetrable 
cloud of smoke. The ruif, indeed, does uo% 
afford a perfect security ftom the stendi of die 
pipes; for the passen^rs in the next c$km 
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sin6k« on* one tide, while the door of the ruif 
opens dose to the rudder, at which the master 
and his men are stationed, and whos^ pipes are 
never out of their mouths. Hie whole of ths 
ruif may be secured at half^rice, or by paying 
the fare of four passengers. Places in the ruif 
should be teken some hours beforehand; and 
if a passenger pays for one, or even two or three 
places, he will lose them if another comes and 
takes the whole ruif. At erery change of horses, 
the driver expects a few doights, and a stiver 
will abundantly satisfy him. 

The nsual fare for a single pa8setis;er is about 
3d. per hour ; for the vessel is towed witii such 
regukuity, at the rate of four miles an hour, that 
the Dutch compute the distance from place to 
place by hours, and not by miles. Travelling 
by the trekschuit is therefore attended with this 
convenience, that the passenger may compute 
to a minute the time at which he shall arrive at 
fevery town. 

The ruif has four windows, which slide up and 
down,'(the odier cabin has only leathern curtains, 
or shutters,) a table in the middle, a mirror, 
pipes, a spitting-box, and an iron pot, contain- 
mg burning turf, to accommodate the smoakers 
with a light. Es^cept in the hottest part of the 
summer, when most of the canals become ex- 
tremely ofiRensive, the Irekschuit is no ineligible 
conveyance. Many of the country-houses of the 
Dutdi are built near thie banks c^ a canal ; the 
gudens reach to the edge of the water, and 
display all their characteristic neatness and for-

mality; mi the ,pn]iei|>al caouls 9X% wim^Lfs 
crowded with boats of various descriptions. If 
the couutry do^s not naturally afford any roman* 
tic or beautiful .prospects, yet the oeaseles« suc^ 
cession of objects is {^easing, and causes the 
time to pass quickly away, llie motion <^ the 
vessel is likewise so gentle, that a person nu^ 
write, or even draw in it 

The traveller should carefully provide himself 
with some provisions ready prepared, for die 
trekschuit does not halt for any me^, nor is 
there convenience for cooking provisions 09 
board. At every pl^ce, however, where the 
boats are changed, or ai^y interruption occurs, 
women offer refreshments for 8a£&, consisting 
principally of small iqaveSf and slices of cold 
baked eels. 

The traveller should likewise ^e as litUe 
luggage, as possible with him on board the 
trekschuit. It should be contained in one port* 
manteau, or parcel, so as to be easily conveyed 
from one boat to another, when the schuyts «re 
changed, for no little preconcerted busUe and 
confusion is then made, in hopes that so^ae of 
the parcels may be overlooked and forgotten* 
All heavy baggage should be sent by one of 
the packet-*boats, directed to the inn at which 
be in^tends to lodge. My reader will pennit 
tiie once more to remind him, that he should, 
if possible, previously determine on the ins 
at which he mH take up his quarters. He wMl 
likewifSe remember^ that in Hdland, ^o^ j^aa 
in any othai' country, the bjBftt inns are tbe^^ijieiqp- 
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eflt; and that bte nraift always midte his bargaiaf 
beforehaiid^ii^flh the porters who <iarry his lug^ 
gage, or he will be liable to great imposition. 

THB BEURT-SCHIFPEir. 

AiTOTHEA mode of travelling is by the beurt" 
sofuppen* These are large vessels, with two 
mBata, whieh nayigate the lakes, or go coast- 
ways from port' to port. In the summer, and 
when, the weather is tolerably calm, they are 
weiy pleasant aad chei^. They afford four kindji 
of coiiyeyance. 1st The eahutey or cabin, in 
which a person of moderate stature may stand 
upright. It has a table in the middle, beds in 
the recesses of the wainscot, and will accom- 
modate eight persons. 2d. The ratf is a hut 
or cabin, built on the deck, and accommodates 
twelve persons with beds. 3d. Between the 
decks is another set of passengers, who like- 
wise have beds provided for them ; and in the 
hdd, persons of an inferior description are 
stowed ¥dth the cargo. 

The fare of a cabtn^passesger from Amsterdam 
iO^Lemm^r, is a ducat, and the passage usually 
occupies eight or ten hours. Wine, coffee, tea, 
and refreshments of almost every kind, maybe 
procured on board these vessels at a reasonable 
diargie. 

lhie following is a table of the Ooins, real and 
imaginary. Both the Flemings and Dutch have 
several imaginary pieces of money, like our 
pound sterlmg. The fraetio&a.are suppressed. 
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as rendering the taUe nniiecessarily peqdjexed 
for common use. The ralue in Ei^lish Coin is 
expressed as nearly as possible.

MANNER OF TRAVELLING. 

State qf the Posts, (^ the Diligences and puUic Vehicles; 
instructive Notes and Remarks^ which may he interesting 
to TrateUers on their Route. 



TRAVELLING POST. 

The postilions are forbidden, when tliey meet in tb« 
middle of a stage, to change their horses, unless they 
have obtained the consent of the respective travellers. 
As an hour is the usual time allowed for travelling one 
post, the postilion must not stop without permission, 
except to rest his horses. Jhe postmasters are sot 
obliged to furnish horses for cross-roads/, altliougli they 
are authorized to supply the traveller^ on the said roads 
at an extra rate. No traveller on horseback can load 
the horse which he rides with any more luggage than can 
be contained iii his saddle-bags. If he has a portman- 
teau, a postilion must carry it behind hira, provided that 
it does not exceed the weight of twenty-five kilograms; 
or 30ibs. 

Throughout the empire, the price of the stage, which 
is at present fi'sed as per scale per post, for each howe, 
(likewise for each traveller accompanying the courier of 

B 
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tiife mail,) ought always fe be paid before setting out. 
None but the postHioos are permitted to conduct the 
post-horses. 

The postilions are expressly forbidden to exact oi* to 
receive any sum offered beyond the price fixed by the 
law, to insult the travellers, or to give them any cause 
f6r complaint. Every postilion oaght to ))e sixteen year* 
old at least. The travellers may enter their complaints 
in the register kept by every postmaster, and , inspected 
by the commissary of the execntive directory nearest to 
the municipal agent of the canton, or by the municipal 
agent of the district. Two carriages having the same 
number of horses, are, not allowed to pass each other oo 
the road, but mult remain in the same order in which 
they arrive at, or set out from, the relays, unless any 
accident should happen to the one which take& the lead. 
The roads are paved in the environs of Paria ; and as 
the postilions drive very fast, travelling in the voltaren 
and chaises is by uo means agreeable. For this reason, 
if the time will permit, the postilions should be desired 
d*aUer par terre ; that is to say, to drive on the unpaved 
roads, which are by the side of the high-ways. The re- 
gulations of posting in Frdnce are excellent, and they are 
executed with extreme ^romptittide. A certain German 
writer deceives himself ^eatly when he ascribes to the 
revolution all the honour of these arrangements, for 
which they are solely indebted to the ancient regime. 
During the revolution and the war, the high roads were 
antch neglected, but they are now undergoing the neces- 
tarytepairs. Under the ancient government, I have often, 
during th6 summer, travelled from so to 36 leagues in a 
day, without being obliged to continue my journey by 
night: and the relays were so well supplied, partieolarly 
in Bnrgnndy and Champagne, that I found no occasion 
lor a courier to precede me ■$ my three horses were un- 
harnessed, and replaced by others in abontijiree or four 
minutes. Hie supply of posthorses contuwes to be exe* 
cnted with pr|Aii«tade.

An old esta- 
blishment, where may be found voitures of four or six 
places, going to Metz, Strasburg, and Germany; to 
Lyons, Geneva, and Switzerland ; to Turin, Rome, and 
Naples ; to Bordeaux ; to Bruxelles, An vers, and Hol- 
land. 

Rue St» Martin, No, 256. Pihet. Good cabriolets, 
going post> set out every day for Chalons, Verdun, 
Me^ Nancy, and Strasburg. Voitures may be hired, 
at this place, and a fumishe-d hotel is kept for tra- 
vellera. 

Rue St, Paui, No, 98. Duclos. Voitures every day 
to Mehm and 'Monttre^ui ; in winter, at seven in the ' 
morning and at three in the afternoon ; and in siimmor, 
at seveu in the moniing and at four in Uie afternoon. 

Rue ,St, Vietor, A'o. 50. Madt V. Duclere. Voitures 
to Fontainebleau and Corbeil. 

At Paris idso are Patuchee, or small voitor^ with one ■ 
horse, which. go to Sti-asburg, Metz, Nancy, and Lyow> 
from the office, rue St. Martin, near the gate of tlie same 
name : the price is ten sous a league. They likewise go 
to Lyons frodilthe faubourg St. Aotohie. 

Those who are travelhag to tiie west or south of 
France, if they do not choone to go by the nsoal convey- 
ances, may take what is called la messagerie d chevn^* 
Tlie horses which they give to travellers are small, but 
sfiirited. The chief courier of the cavalcade conducts 
the luggage of the travellers in a sort of v^tture or co- 
vered chariots He sets out eariy, iMid pomts out to the 
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travellers the places where they are to dine, and sleep. 
These fdllow on horseback at their letsnre, bnt gene- 
rally arrive about noon at the place where they are to 
dine, which is usnally at the distance of about lO 
leagues. There they find a good dinner alwa^^s ready, 
and each person has his pint of wine. After dinner, they 
proceed nearly the same distance farther, to the place 
where they are to sleep, where they find a good supper, 
and a good bed. They do not travel more than 16 or 
18 leagues a day at most. This mode of travelling is 
▼ery aIow ; but if the company be agreeable, and 
tbe weather &vourable, it is very pleasant, and not 
expensive. 

Caches de Haute Seine, If persons wish to travel eco- 
nomically and slowly to any of the places situated on 
the banks of the Upper Seine, they will find caches d'eaUf 
wliich are employed in the conveyance of travellers an j 
merchandise. The office for their regulation is at No. 6, 
Qutd Dauphin, He St. Louis: they set out at seven 
o'clock in the morning in summer, and eight in winter, 
from the Port Saint Pauly No. 8 ; for Nogent on Sunday, 
.remaining two days on the passage, returning to Paris 
on Thursday; for Briare on Tuesday, remaining three 
days on the passage, returning on Sunday ; for Mon- 
tereau on Thursday, remaining a. day on the passage, 
retnming on Monday; for Melun on Friday, remain- 
ing a day on the passage, returning on Tuesday. From 
tlie office, rue de Bretonvilliers, No. 1, for Sens on 
Monday, remaining two days on the pai^sage, returning 
on Friday ; for Auxerre on Wednesdays and Saturdays, 
four days on the passage, returning ou^ Sundays and 
Wednesdays. 

Galiote, A galiote, or covered boat, sets out in sum- 
mer every day at ten in (he morning, from the Pont 
Royal, for St. Cloud : the company is generally good. 
This passage occupies about two hours, and affords 
the traveller a fine view of the delightful banks of the 
Seine. 

PassportH. These are requisite in travelling through 
Prance : they must be shown at every fortified town. 
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The gendarmes can demand tbeir production when tb^y 
meet with travellers on the road or at inns. Strangen 
who arrive by sea, will 6nd passports, signed by the mi- 
nister of police of Paris, in the harbours of Dunkerque, 
Calais, Boulogne, Dieppe, Havre, Cherbourg, Gran- 
ville, Saint Malo, Nantes, Rochelle, Bordeaux, Marseilles, 
Cette, Fr^us, Nice, Genoa, Livonrne, &c. 

Strangers who disembark at any other harbour than 
those above mentioned, will be obliged to wait the an- 
swer of the minister of police before they can proceed 
on tbeir journey. 



DESCRIPTION OF THE CAPITAL. 

Parts. This city was formerly very limited. In the 
time of the Romans, and before the Christian era, Paris 
was only a small country town, very little known, and 
which nas only excited the curiosity of strangers by the 
various additions and improvements which hav^ taken 
place at different periods. The first was in the time of 
'Julius Caesar, who preferred it to the other citWs of 
Gaul, on account of its advantageous situation. Its cir- 
cumference did not then extend beyond the city, and it 
was shut in between the two arms of the Seine : the 
houses, built of wood and earth, were low, circular, and 
ill constructed. It was improved by the conquest of 
the Gauls, who obliged them to erect new ones, stronger 
and more commodious. In order to facilitate the com- 
mnnication between the northern and southom parts, 
two wooden bridges were constructed in the places 
where the Petit-Pont and the Pont-an-Chant?e now 
stand : these additions were enclosed within a wall, with 
which they now surrounded this rising city, and they 
fortified it with two towers, situated where the Grand 
and le Petit Ch^teiets remained till within a few years. 
Become the residence of the governors of Gaul, the city 
of Paris gradually improved un^er the reigns of Vden- 
tinian, Gratian, Constauline, and Constance. Its prin- 
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cipal enlargeineiit took place during the rdgn of tiM 
celebrated JoUan, soraamed the Apostate, who passed 
several winters there. They then built a palace and 
iNitbs for this emperor out of the city, towards the 
south of which there are still some vestiges to be seen 
ia a boose situated in the me dc la Harpe, and which 
tiler call les Tbermes. From this time, foreign nations, 
barWoos as well as civiUzed, spread themselves over 
Gaul, as well as other parts of tlie Roman empire ; the 
situation of Paris rendering it secure from their incur- 
sions, attracted a vast number of people from the neigh- 
bourhood, who all became subject to the dominion of 
ike Franks, under whom they increased more and more. 
Fh>m the establishment of the French monarchy, each 
feign may be said' to have added something to this city. 
Clovis, Childebert, and several other princes who reigned 
afterwards, erected abbeys beyond its waUs, which be- 
came considerable, were soon surronnded with houses, 
and iBsensibly formed little villages. 8och were the 
Boorg St. Marcel, the Nouvean Bonrg, near to Saint- 
Germam TAnxerrois; the BourgTAbh^, so called be- 
cause it was within the Manor of St. Martin des Champs ; 
the Bean Bonrg, near the temple, &c. &e. The princes 
•f the second race, apparently dazzled by the great extent 
of their dominion, abandoned this city, which became 
the patrimony of the ancestors of Hugoes Capet As it 
was already considerably enlarged, they divided it, about 
the year 954, under the reign of Lothaire, mto frtir quar- 
ters ; namely, the ancient Piiris, or the onarter of the 
dty, that of Saint Opportune, that of la Verrerie, and 
that of la Gr^e. Hugoes Capet, being now in poBset«> 
sion of Paris, and having mounted the throne, continued 
to reside there, on the spot where they have since built 
the pafaice which the kings, his successors, have eoa- 
stantly inhabited since the year 987. Their residence 
here attracted a great number of people of all ranks ; and 
the little towns in the environs of Paris were soon en- 
bellished with fine bouses built by the courtiers ; these 
villages were united to the city during the reigns of 
Looit Vllth, and of Philip Augustus ; so that to t|ie first 
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fom qnarters have been added those of Saint QenfeMin 
wi'Aiixerrois, of St. Jacques la Boucherie, of St. Aodr^ 
de» Arts, and of la Place Maubert. 

Philip. Augustns paved Paris, and commenced a n^inr 
Mrall round it, which was not fiuislied tiil tlie year isi l r 
this wall enclosed a quantity of arable land, vineyard and 
garden grounds, which by deji^rees became covered witii 
houses. TJiis city was then divided into three consider- 
able parts, — the city, the town, and the university. 

During the reigns of Charles Vth and Vlth, the in* 
creasing population obliged them to build other nei^ 
walls, and to add eight new quarters to the eight old 
ones, lliese were the quarters of Saint Antoine, Saiot 
Gervais, Sainte Avoye, Saint Martin, Saint Penis, dec 
Halles, Saint Eiistache, and Saint Honors. This took: 
place in the year 14^3. 

In 1578, on the 24th of August, Saint Bartholomew's 
day, Paris was stained with tbe blood of several thou* 
sands of its inhabitants, who were cowardly assassinated, 
because thev were Huguenots. The signal was given ibr. 
this frightful massacre by the sound of 5ie bell pbiced oki 
the tower of tbe Palais Marchand. 

Charles IXth afterwards enclosed, within other walls, 
the palace of the Thuileiies, erected by Catlierine of M^-* 
dicis. This prince laid the first stone of the foundation 
of the Porte Neuve, called the Porte de la Conftrence, 
under tbe reign of Henry 1 Vth, and which has been since 
pulled down. 

In 1589 and 1590, Paris resisted the efforts of Henry 
Hid, and IVth, who had both endeavoured to render 
themselves masters of it* This city voluntarily opened 
its gates to the latter, in 1594, after his coronation. It 
was during the reign of this beneficent monarch that 
those changes were effected, which added so much to 
the splendour of the quarter Saint Antoine. He finished 
the Pont Neuf, and had in contemplation a plan for the 
embellishment of the Marais, by building a square tliere, . 
and giving to each of the streets in that quiurter tbe 
namies of several provinces of France. This project waf 
executed in part, iu the reign of Louis XII fth^ but it. 
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was QBfler the reign of Lonis XtYth, owin<!^ to tlie pro- 
tection which Colbert granted to tlie manufactures, to 
c<miinerce, and to the arts and sciences, that Paris wa^ in- ' 
creased one-third, by the number of people who were 
<lnwn thither, by this pobtic minister, both from the pro- 
vinces, as well as from abroad. 

In 1670, orders were given to set new bounds to the 
extremity of the saburbs ; and they were forbidden to 
bnild beyond these limits. A new city now appeared to 
raise itself on the mins of the aucieut one ; the enclosure 
of the university was demolished'; the city wa8 joined to 
the suburbs ; and the Pont au Change, as well as that of 
the Toumelle, and the Pout Rouge, which were only of 
.wood, were rebuilt of stone. Instead of the little gates 
of Saint Denis and Saint Martin, they erected magnifi- 
caat triumphal arches. The Hotel des Invalides, the 
Observatory, the Louvre, the pumps, the quays lined 
with bouses, the squares, and several other buildings^ 
both public and private, now embellislied this capital. 
In 1763, they established on the western and southern 
sides a new boulevard, for the convenience of the pnblic, 
as well as to increase the magnificence of the city. They 
have since constructed the Pont Louis XVI., the royal 
warcM-obeSy &c. Paris was still further augmented by 
extending its ancient barriers in order to take in a part 
of the suburbs or villages which were enclosed by walls 
aad tx>Qlevards. 

Paris is the metropolis of the kingdom of France and 
ef the province of the Isle of France. This city is one 
of the largest, the most populous, most commercial, and 
richest in the world : it is sitn'ated on the Seine, which 
mtersecta it from east to west, and divides it into two^ 
parts : the one to the north is known by the name of la 
Tille, and the other to the south by that of the Uni- 
versity. This river also ibrms two large islands ; the 
principal of which, called la Cit^, may be said to have 
Deen tne kernel of this capita], and was known fr6m the 
time of Cnsar, by the name of Lut^ce. Paris has been 
noted in history for the obstinate resistance of its inha- 
bitants against the Romans : it vras, as w^ have already 
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ftaid, rebnilt by the tsonqueron, and soon became «J 
mercial city. They constructed temples, pafaices, r 
amphitheatres, a Champ de Mars, and every thing ' 
conld distinguish a great city. Clovis abo to6k i 
residence tliei'e in 508, after having killed Alaric, kli 
the Visigoths. This city was nearly destroyed by T 
585, ahd suffered much in 845 and 856, by the i 
sions of the Normans, who alsd besieged it in 884 
890. It was ransacked during the reign of Louis 
tremer, taken by the English during that of C 
Vllth, burnt again in 1034, and lastly inundated I 
Seine b 1206. There are now in Paris, i lo6 stref 
squares, 15 bridges, 17 gates, 34 quays, more than 1 
houses, amongst which are reckoned more than 550 hoq 
56 barriers, 40 halls and markets, 53 public fouhl 
S steam engines, 9 reservoirs of water. There arej 
in Paris 2,000 fiusres, and 1,900 cabriolets. It f 
eiglit leagues in circnmfereuce, including the subn 
is of a circular form, and surrounded by Boulevlj 
planted with rows of trees, which form an agreeable { 
menade. Its population is estimated at 550 
inhabitants. 

Paris is divided into twelve arrondissementA a 
eight divisions, each arrondissemeut consisting off 
divisions.

(a) Sajnt Denis. This small town is famous for its 
ancient abbey, intended as the place of sepulture for 
the French kings. Its church was unroofecl and striped 
of its monuments and altars during the revolution, hut 
has been since repaired by order a£ Buonaparte, and 
reassnmed its ancient magnificence. Two expiatory altars 
have been erected in it ; one for the race of Merovin- 
giansy and the other for that of the descendant*, of 
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Cliariemagne. On the other side of the nave is an expi- 
atory altar for the kings of the third dynasty, wBose 
names are written on a column. 

At St« Denis may still be seen the housfe where lOO 
females, danghters of members of the legion of hononr, 
are brongbt up. This place has nurseries, manufactories 
of printed calicoes, and a bronze foundry. 

Fain, Thtee are held here in the year ; the 24th Fe- 
bruary, continuing is days; that of Laudi, nth June, 
prhicipaUy for sheep, lasts l5day«; and thegth of Oc- 
tober, which continues nine days. 

(6) EcouEKr, a neat, well-built, and paved market- 
town, situated on the declivity of a small woody hill, on 
the western side of which is the chateau on an eminence. 
In one of the galleries built by the connetable Aime de 
Montmorency, are the windows painted by Raphael, 
representing the history of Psyche. The chapel and 
sacristy have likewise subjects from this artist. The 
pretty park of the castle, as^well as the deli^tibl gar- 
dens of the postmaster, are worthy of observation. The 
principal inn is the Hotel de Lille. 

(c) LozARCHEs. This small tovm was built and in- 
habited by the kings of the second race. Tw« casttes 
in ruinsi which formerly belonged to them, may still be 
seen, one on the right, the other on the left of the road. 
It has a cotton-min, oil mills, and manufactories of lace. 

Fairs, Continuing three days, the sixth Thursday in 
Lent;.2Sth September; 98th November. Populatioii > 

1,800. 

(d) Chantilly. a maiket-town, which is indebted 
for its prosperity to the illnstrions family of Cond^. 
The houses are neat, and roofed with slate. A very 
beautiful street has been built by the present prince, m 
well as a richly-endowed hospitaL At the entrance 
of the park' is the country theatre, where Moli^re, 
Racme, and Boileau, contributed to amuse the leisure 
hours of the great Cond6. The palace so much admired 
for its magnificence, and the beauty of its gardens, was 
the residence of the Montmorencies and the Cond^, 
and was destroyed during the revolution. The on^ 
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▼esti|j^ wbich retnain of one of ttie- most magnificent 
ba^itatioiis in Eqrope, are the small castle, the palace 
4'£oghien, the dog-kennels, and the stables. A beauti- 
ful canal, which ornaments the park, was one of the em- 
beUisbments it received from Cond^. Cbantiliy has 
mmu^tories of porcelain, earthenware, snuff-boxes, 
lio^n, pasteboard, and lace. It has likewise a cotton 
miUy and a mannfactory of printed calicoes. 

(«) Cl^ilmomt, which is sitnated on the Oise, is re- 
markable for its terrace, which surrounds the castle, and 
forms a beautiful pnblic promenade, which OTerlooka 
the rich environs of Clermont for more than eight 
leagues around. This tovm was taken and barnt in 
} 359 by the English. It has a manufactory of printed 
calicoes and cotton mills, and trades in corn, hemp, linen, 
grain, eggs, and fowls. 

Fairs, 4th February ; i3th August ; and sd Decem- 
ber. Population s/>oo. Inn, Le Pomt dn Jour. ' 

(/) Brktbuil. This town has a good ion, and trades 
io com. It has also two tanneries and manufactories of 
surges, linen, stnffo, worsted stockiup, and shoes. Po- 
pulation 9,800. /mi. Hotel de S. Nicolas. 

(f) Amibhs. This town, ciiief place of the Somme, 
and formerly chief place of Picardy, is situated on the 
Somme. It has a royal court, a bishop's see, a board of 
trade, an academy, and a College. Its manufactures are, 
plushes, Utrecht velvet, camlets, satin serges, dimity, 
dx^gg^x», linaey-woolsey stuff, cotton velvets of every 
kind, caUcoes* coarse and table linen, millinery, Imseedr 
iMl, and green soap. It has paper-mills, bleadidm^-yards, 
and establishments for spinning hemp, cotton, andf worst- 
ed. Ajniens is celebrated by gourmands for its pies, 
and by hbtorians for the treaty of peace which ivas con- 
fJuded there in 1808, between the French and English ; 
the apartment in which it was signed is stiii shown to 
•tmngers* The principal promenades are Antms and 
Pfe^ Pane. The cathedral is the most paifect speci- 
HMn of Gkitfaic fuvhitecture in France; the nave is the 
most beantiful part of it; the old coloured windovrs 
have bec^reylacflfl by windoww of plain glaia^ which has 
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dpoilt tbe general effect. The beaal j of the pillars <^ 
this church strike the eye ; there are 196, 44 of wfaii^ 
are detached. Those placed ronnd the choir and against 
the walls, which separate the chapels from that part of 
the chnrch, sound like a bell when struck: they are 
called coUmnes aormantes. That called the pilier wmare 
astonishes by the strength of its sound produced by the 
least knock. The stalls of the choir are much admired. 
The church is 366 feet in length, so in breadth, exclo- 
give of the sides, and 132 in height. The Hotel de Yille, 
built by Henry IV th, the Corn Hall, the Lyceum, now 
a college, and the office of the Prefect, are worthy oT 
observation. 

The streets are broad and straight, and the squares 
large ; the houses are built of brick and stone. The 
citadel is deserted, and the ramparts have been demo- 
lished. Evenr body is acquainted with the stratagem 
made use of by Ferdinand Telles in order to surprise 
Amiens in 1597. He drew off the attention or the 
guards, by causing a cart loaded with nuts to break down 
at the gates. This town has given birth to Cresset, the 
founder of the academy, to marechal d'Estr^es and -his 
beautiful sister Gabrielle, to Voiture, Pierre rHermite, 
Gaspard Bauhin, the learned Ducange, Rohault, and 
^oulanger de Rivery. 
Fairs. 35th June, and 11th November. 
Principal Hotels, L'hotel de la Poste Royale anx che- 
▼anx; du Roide Pmsse; de PAbreuvoir ; des Ambassa- 
deurs, and du Lion d'Or. Population 40,000. 

(A) Pecquiony » celebrated for the interview of 
Louiji Xlth, king of France, with Edward, king of Eng- 
land, and for the death of William of Normandy, call«l 
Ijmg Swordf who was assassinated there, i lalf a league 
from this place is an ancient camp, supposed to have been 
made by C«sar. 

(t) Adbbyille. This large and strong town is situ- 
ated on the Sdmme. Some of the streets are broad 
and the houses are built of brick, excepting a few ho^ 
tels of stone, and some decayed houses of wood, llie 
hospital for fouodiings is worthy of observatioB, as well 
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as tbe portal of the principal cbarch, omameDtecrwith 
colpssal statues, and with three towers, two of them 
GothiCy and the third iu the form of a column. This 
town is celebrated for its saxetterie^ a name given to all 
woollen stufis, such as serges, plushes, &c., and for its 
damasks and mockadoes. It has manufactories of tick- 
ing, millinery^ ropes, twine, and glass. The tide ebbs 
and flows in the Somme six feet. The royal manufac- 
tory of mockadoes belonging to P. Hecqnet d'Orval, and 
'wblch has been the property of the same family since 
its establishment in i667, and the royal manufactory of 
cloths belonging to Alexandre Grandin Liemaire and 
Qo., which was founded in i66s by Van Rubais, are 
worthy of notice. This town bas a small theatre, beau- 
tifiil baths, and a delightful promenade, called PA.tis. 
It was the birth-place of three celebrated geographers, 
l^iioolas Samson, PieiTC de Val, and Philippe Briet, and 
of Hecouet, a physician. This place has a very cele- 
brated fountain of ferruginous mineral water. Popula- 
' tlon 18,000. 

Hotels. L'hotel d'Angleterre ; la TSte da Boeuf; 
lliotel de TEurope ; la Poste aux Chevaux. 

Saint Valery, a little port on the Somme, sear Ab- 
beville, may be called <* Dieppe iu miniature," having 
the same sort of commerce, and tlie inhabitants being 
equally industrious. 'William the Conqueror embarked 
from this place with iioo vessels and 100,000 men for 
the conquest of England. It carries on a considerable 
trade in brandy, oil, soap, and fruit, from the northern 
departments ; and it has manu&ctories of sail and pack- 
ing cloth, cordage, and glass. In its vicinity are the 
fields of Crecy, celebrated for the battle in which the 
English first made use of cannons.

(a) Beaumont, on the left bank of the Oise, trades in 
corn and 6our, and has a glasshoose. The street whicb 
crosses the market, the clock-tower, and a beautifal 
promenade, looking over the rich valley of the Oise, are 
the principal objects which demand attention. 

Fairs, The Thursdays after the iSthJannary aod 
Lent, before Ascension and after St. Peter and St. An- 
dr6. Population 2,000. Inn. Le Paon. 

(6) Beauvais, chief town of the Oise, on the Th^rain, 
it was besieged by the duke of Burgundy in 1472 wifli 
an army of 8u,ooo men, when the bravery of the women, 
under the direction of Jeanne Hachette, compelled him 
to raise the siege. This city is distinffuished by its nu- 
merous manufactories of stuffs, printed calicoes, wooden 
cloths, serges, flannels, copperas, and sulphate of iron ; 
it has also one for tapestry, established in 1664, which is 
nearly equal to that of the Gobelins. It is celebrated 
for its dyes, and bleachins-yards ; there are likewise 
springs of mineral waters. Although built of wood, there 
are some good houses, and the streets are broad. The 
great square, and the hotel de ville, a beautifur modem 
building, are worthy of notice, as well as the choir of 
the cathedral, the height and size of which render jt a 
magnificent temple. This church is not yet finished, 
having neither nave nor steeple ; in the interior may be 
seen the beautiful tomb of cardinal Forbm, by Causon, 
and three tapestry hangings made in this town ; ofle of 
which, representing the healing of the paralytic, is con- 
sidered a fine work. The chnrch of Saint Etienne me- 
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rits attention on account of its painted wimiows, the 
beaatifnl picture of the carrying the cross, and tlie tomb 
ii^ relief, supposed to have been a Roman monument. « 

Beanvais has never been taken ; from which cirnim- 
stance it is called la PuceUe, Before the siege above 
mentioned it sustained one against the Englis|i, when it 
was saved by the courage of Jean Lignidre. In com- 
memoration of the brave action of Jeanoe Hachette, 
a solemn procession takes place every year on the 
loth of Jiriy, in which the women take precedence. 
This town has produced a great number of illustrious 
men ; amongst whom are zhi^ Dnbos, Lenglet Doires- 
Doy, Restant, the antiquary VaiUant, tiie two Villiers 
de rile Adam, and the learned dominican Vincent de 
Beauvais, the preceptor of St. Louis' children.

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make milBliiiB, dhnities, and other cottons. It has atso 
flattiiig-inilto for copper. Bonchet, where there is a 
foundry for gon-barrelSy is in its environs. Inn at the 
poat'honse. 

(c) Etampes, on the left bank of the Jtiine, has a very 
pictnresqae appearance. It trades in grains, meal, wool, 
and honey. It has raannfactories of cotton counter- 

' panes, wonted . stockings, Hungary leathers, parch- 
ments, and papers. In the environs of this town are 
caught numbers of crawfish, which are much admired. 
They have discovered here a great number of fossils. 
The generous action of Simonean, the mayor, in 1793> ap' 
pears to be forgotten ; and one seeks in vain at Etampes 
for the monument which the national assembly had de- 
creed him.

(«) Orleans, chief town of Loiret, is an ancient, 
large, and ma^iiicent city : it is celebrated for the siege 
wlikii it sustained m 450, against Attila ; and by that of 
14S09 aaainst the English; wtnch last was raised by the 
famoos Joan of Arc, known by the name of the Maid of 
Orieani. It has a royal court, an episcopal see, a board 
ef trade, an exchange, an academy, a royal college, for- 
meriy a Ijfcenm, an agricultural and a medical society. 
The lartaicipal objects which require attention are, the 
catheOral, the interior of which is very superb ; the rue 
dn &iibourg de Paris, which is a great length; the 
brid gg over ftie Loire forming a communi<iation between 
the f&nbonrg d'Olivet and the city ; the monument of 
Jeame d'Arc, called the Maid of Orleans ; the toiver of 
Bcffiroy and of St. Croix, the sph'al columns of which 
appeur to reach tiie clouds ; and the theatre. This town - 

rre birth to P. Petan, a learned Jesuit, to Amelot dc 
Hoassaye, and to abb6 Gedoin. 
The distant view of the environs is v€»y picturesque. 
OrleaoB appears to be half snnronnded Vim grieen walls ; 
Ike mB, and leveral other places, being (Santed with 
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trees. Hie industry of this city is very considerable : 
tUe manufactures consist of hosiery of every description^ 
of printed calicoes, bUnkets, serges, china, pins, and 
starch. They also refine su&rar to tlie amount of 100,000 
quintals per annum. Their principal articles <>f com- 
merce are wines, brandy, and vinegar. It nmy be re« 
garded as the great mart of Nantes for grocery and 
drngs. The canal of Orleans commences at Port Mo- 
rand, about a league and a half above this city, and Joins 
tiiat of Briare at nine leagues' distance; its wliole length 
is eighteen leagues : there are no less than thirty dams, 
or locks, on this canal. The' principal places in the 
environs are the hill of Loiret, and the chateaox of La 
Source and La Porte. Diligences and messageria at 
Leb^un and Co.

(ft) Chateauroux, chief town of the Indre, on the 
left bank of the river of the same name, is situated on 
an extensive plain, where a vast number of cattle are 
fed. It manufactures ratteens, and cloths like those ot 
Etbeuf and Sedan. Its coouuerce consists of fiue iroob^ 
poultry, pens, and limes.

(fc) Limoges, the chief town of the Haute- Vieme on 
the light bank of the Yienae, is situated partly in a 
valley and partly on a hill. The bishop's piUce k mie 
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of Uie finest buildings in the town. The (bunttiu of 
Aigoul^ne, the square d'Om^, on the site of a Roman 
amphitheatre, and that of A^ntmaill^, are worthy of 
observation. The promenade of Foniny is. very much 
mdmlred. The ci-devant abbey of Saint Martial is rendered 
interesting by its antiquity. This town has manufactories 
lor stuflb, cottons, damasks, fifi^red satins, shalloons, di- 
mities, coarse cotton cloths, turquoises, druicget8,fiannels, 
serges, linseywoolsey, baizes, handkerchiefs, china, files, 
bayonets, nails for farriers, and brass, fts numerous 
manufactories of plate-papers form a principal branch 
of its commerce. Their enamels are very b^utiful, and 
neatly finished. The environs are celebrated for fine 
horses. The mine of antimony is well known. 

Limoges has a mint, where pieces marked J. ire , 
ooined, hydraulic machines for spinning cotton, an ' 
academy, a royal college formerly a lycenm, an ex- 
change, and a society of agriculture and the arts.

(a) BRivas-LA-GAiLLARDB. This Uttlt town, on the 
left bank of the Correee, derives its surname from its 
situation in a charming plain. Tlie vineyards, inter- 
mixed with plantations of chestnnt^trees, present a very 
plea^iing prospect. It manufactures linen and cotton 
faandkercuiefs, coarse printed cottons, siik gauzes, kligbtr 
satim, cuppers, kettles, &c. If supplies Paris with 
oxen, lamp oils, and wax candles. Its wines are con- 
sidered excellent* Population 6,ooo. 

(•) SouiLtAc, near la Dordogne. This town manu- 
Ikctures ^various tools and fire-arms. Paris is sofptted 
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horn tilit place with fowls Wiiffed with tvuffiis. Fopa-^ 
latMm 1,300. 

At a slMrt distance from Sonillac are le Goorg iml 
le Bouley, two curious fountains which spring from Utm 
▼alleys, aiid joining, fall, together with the rivulet Bor- 
rese, into the Dordogne, near the small market- town pf 
Cuisineii. The fountain of Goorg proceeds from ^cr 
▼alley of Biagoor, thai of Bonley nrom the foot of tbe 
nonntain called Puy Martin. At this place there is a 
cave about 9 feet deep, at the bottom of which are two 
triangalar holes, whence the fountain of Bouley ejects 
two streams of water. These two streams only nm 
after vinlent rain : the emption is preceded l^ a amse 
so loud as to he heard on tbe top of the moontain^ and 
tlie water issnes with great impetuosity, tearing np 
trees, immdatiag tbe VaHey, and causing the greatest 
destruction in tbe country. If tbe rain: is long cen-^ 
tinned, or if a vi^ent storm has occorred, the fountain 
of Bouley is almost dried up, and that of the Goor^ 
rises, and in .a very short time overflows the valley, 
wbieh appe^*s like one large sheet of water. The 
eru|)tion of tlte Gotirg may be foreseen by a boiling on 
its surface, which is followed by a column cf water 
rising about 19 feet high and 3 in diameter. No sooner 
has this ceased to flow^ than the Bouley commences a 
second time to send forth its waters with the same im- 
petuosity. The time of their continuance is micertain t 
the.Boukenr generally runs for several hours, but some- 
times for four or five days ; the Gourg for threo^ seven, 
and evea ten hoars. It is remarkM^le, that round the 
GoM^ are other smafl fbuntaiay^whieb are always diy 
when this appears. 

(p) Pryrac. This place, situated on the border of 
a lake of the same name, caHed towards the north U« 
hike of Sigeau, has salt marshes. 

(q) Carors, a chief town, situated on the right bank 
of the Lot^ manufactures pins, clodis, and ratteens, 
chma, stationary, and glass. Near to this town are to 
be seen the remams of an amphitheatre, of an aqueduct, 
tod several monuments. H^^ary W, to<A. it hy 9asmM 
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in ] 580, by mesm of boMb-ahells, winch he lande iifte of 
far the first time.

(«) MoMTAUBAN, chief town of Tarn and Garonne^ 
is situated on the river Tarn, which divider it iate 
three ^arts, and affords many commercial advantages 
by its commnnicatiou with the canal of Laaguedoc and 
the Mediterranean. The greater part of the town h 
neat, well paved, and well bnilt. Mast of the hnildiugs 
are beautilal, and all the honses in the town are elegant 
architecture. The air is salnhrions, and the plea8nr»> 
houses scattered in tlie environs have a delightful ap» 
pearance. It has maauiactories of stofis, silks, silk 
stockings, lerges, shalloons, pi^iers, leather, snuff, soap, 
starch, and ehiaa ; and trades in drapery, brandy, dnin^ 
greceiy, salt, and qinlls. Montanban, |>e1ng situated 
<m on eminence, commands a fine view, particnhirly 
from the ndge between the two principal promenades, 
whence, on a clear day, »ny be aeeii the Pyrenees, at a 
distan'*e of 50 leagues. It has a theatre and a Hbrary.

(a) AccN, chief town of the department of Lot,«itu« 
fUed in a beantifttl conntry on the rijj^t bank of the 
Oaronne. It has a royal eourtr a bishop's see, and a 
board of trade. The prhieipal objects wortUy of no- 
tice are, tbe hanlic of Saint Caprais, the hotel of the 
prefect, the building for bc^gafs, the promenades of 
Gravier, and tbe works of the bridge over the <«aronne. 
Tliis town ni»nofaetnr«s a «ort of seitge catted Agen, 
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elollis, camlets, lif^lit Frendi ittiifiv, Walloons, fmil- 
cloths, calicoes, flannels, cotton counterpane*, starch, 
leathers, and all sorts of copper utensils. It has alsd 
cotton mills: its scarlet and crimson dyes are held in 
great estimation'. There are still some remains of Ro- 
man aatiqiitfies, soch as biiths, ampliitbeatre^, and a 
curious rock, which has a chapel, with cells hewn out 
of it, which has a maflmificent appearance. Agen wai

(x) DoURDAN, a town on the Orge, has ti very consi- 
derable manofketory for hosiery, in silk, worsted, and 
cotton ; it also manuikctnres dimities, and lias a cotton- 
ndll. 

(y) Ramrooillet, a small town where tliey make 
agHcuMnral experiments on a large scale ; they bre^ a 
great number of Merino sheep, which form a cons^te*'. 
able part of their commerce. This town is celebrated 
as the place where Francis I. died, and has be^i embel- 
lished by Louis XVIth. Its park is magnificent, and 
the temple of d'lo is truly endiantuig. Inn at the post- 
house. 

(z) Versailles, a town of France, in the department 
of Seine and Ojse, late province of the Isle of France, 
a few miles west from Paris. The palace, or the ci-de- 
vant chateau, commenced in 1673, was finished in i^bo, 
by the united talents of three celebrated men, Mansardj 
Lebran, and Le Nostre. Pierre-le-Grand has compared 
it to a pigeon with eagle's wings. Three- avennes, eadi 
consisting of four rows of trees, lead to the chateau; 
tlie centre one, which is the longest, reaches to Paris. 
Tftosfe avennes all meet in one immense sqnare,- callei 
la Place d'Armes, decorated with two superb build- 
mfs, le* Petttes and les Grandes Ecuries, both erected 
tt6m the designs of Mansard. The chapel is a master- 
piece, and the la»t work of Mansard. The cei^g of 
the Salon d'Hercule represents the deification of this 
hero, by Le Moine, ^and h co&sklered as a mo(i«i of 
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perfection in the art of paintiii|f. the great gallery, by 
Lebrnn, is one of the finest m Europe ; \t is 232 feet 
long, and 30 broad, and is lighted by 17 large cisemedts. 
The apartments of the king and qoeeo, and the salle det. 
spectacles, are wort^. of obseryatioD. Low XVI. oc* 
cnpied those which are called |es petits apartemens da 
mi, where he devoted his time to reading aad stndv. 
Ttie Park is divided into the greater and lesser -parlE, 
which, united, form aboot 9o leagues in cireurafer* 
ence. The front of the chatean, 00 the side of the 
ipurdens, is very superior to the other. Mansard has 
(^orated it with all the richness of architectare and 
scolptnre. It is more than 1,800 feet in length. Tliis 
palace contains a musenm of pictures a very curious 
cabinet of natural history, and a choice eoUection of 
shells and crystallizations. There is in the mnscum the 
celebrated picture of La Valii^, formerly belonging to 
the Cannelites at Paris. Immense sums of money have 
been expended on the gardens belonging to the palace, 
which are very extensive, occnpytng a space of two 
leagues, snrrounded with widls. The baths of Apollo 
are the chef-d'oeuvre of (jHrardon ; the colonnade and 
the cupola are very remarkable : the green-house is a 
soperh monument of architecture* The orange-tree, 
called the Great Bourbon, still exists, aad is more than 
394 years old. Trianon, a palace, situated in the park 
of Versailles, was occupied by madame, the mother of 
the ex-emperor : its architectare and its gardens ace as 
el^pant as they are masnificent : Mansard was tiie archi- 
tect At Paris, rue de la L(», near to the Palais du 
Tribunat, is a dep6t of fire-arms from the manufactory 
at Venaillc^ which is considered to be one of the finest 
in France ; it has also a choice and valuable library. 
Versailles manufiictures printed calicoes, bntloos, gbied 
cards, and pearl bnttoas.

stofii. The chateaa is veiy snperh; Henry, duke of

cades of an aqueduct. This is, perhaps, the only town 
where tlie French language is vveti spoken.

(d) Tours,' chief town of Indre et Loire, is situated 
in an agreeable and fertile plain on the lef^ bank of th«

it some leagues below the town ; over the former is a 
handsome bridge. Tours is an ancient, large, and well > 
bnilt town ; the houses are of white stone, with slated 
rooft, and have a neat appearance. The cathedral is a 
magnificent Gothic edifice ; it has a library, which con- 
tains a great number of ancient manuscripts, some of 
which are i,ooo or ],200 years old; a theatre, and a 
promenade called the Mall. The church, which is called 
jniint Martin, is one of the largest in Europe. Tours^ 
Lyon, and Nimes, are the three principal towns in 
France for silk manufactories, damasks, mohairs, shal- 
loons of all colours, taffeties, serges, ribands, clima, and 
earthen-ware; also, for tan-yards. It is the birth-place 
of Destouches j a celebrated comic autlior« '

The populatioo of this 
town is not in proportioB to its size, ui cooseqneaco nf 
the quantity of arable land and garden grounds which k 
oantains* The Romans decorated it with an amphi* 
theatre, and an aqnednct, of which some vestiges still 
remain. It is celebrated in modem history for the battle 
which was fought there in 13S6, in which king Jenn was 
vanquished, made prisoner by Edward, prince of 
Wales, and sent to England the following; year. 0nrittg 
tke wars against England, Charles VII. remoyed the 
parliament from Paiis to Poitiers, and resided there hun« 
self for a long time. This town mamifoctures silks, stufi, 
ratteens, serges, camlets, shalloons, and light French 
stnfis ; it has also manufactories for hosiery and furriery, 
and trades in woollens, papers, iron, wines, corn, hemp, 
linen, and brandy.

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fow idif for cannons fbr the marine, and manuflRCtorieft of 
woolleD cloliis, china, sergeo, drn^gets, copper utensils, 
and wfaite wax. , .Its ooimnerce consists in grain, wines^ 
Cogniac brand j, hempseed, wood, iron, cattle, and salt. 
Three rivalets supply water for 25 mills, where excellent 
paper is made. The traveller should notice the the^itre, 
and the beantifnl promenades, parttcnlarly that of Belle 
Vne, Tonnd the ramparts, from which there is a deli^itfid 
proapect.

They breed 
sheep here, of an ordinary appearance, but of an excel- 
lent flavoui;. At the end of this town is a spring of mi- 
neral water, called Fond Rouilleux. 

Inm, L'Bcu de France, and PHotel Imperial. 
CJ) Bordeaux, chief town of La Gironde,. on the 
left bank of the <jraronne, is one of the most considerable' 
towns in France It forms a sort of crescent. It hstf 
sereral fine squares, one of which is magnificent ; an 
Hotel de Ville, well laid out and handsomely decorated^ 
spacious quays, and sumptuous hotels. It is surrounded 
by walls, with ancient towers ; the greater part of-the 
streets are narrow and irregidar. Some Roman antiqui- 
ties are still to be seen in the town : one is La Porte 
Basse, the others are, the walls and portals of tlie palace 
Galien, and the remains of an amphitheatre of 227 ^^^^ 
by 140. The theatre is one of the finest in Europe. 
From the steeple of the church of St. Michel there h a 
ppood view of the town, and of a very fine country around 
It. The cathedral is omamenta4 with two fine basso re- 
hevoB. This town has a commercial academy, an insti- 
t«tion for the cteaf and dnmb, a college of physicians, a 
lycenm, an exchange, a board of trade, a society of lite- 
rature and of belles-lettres : in the hati were they hold 
their sittmgs is to be seen the monument of Montaigne, 
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mnd tiie bunt «f Moiites^aften ; afeo n ]«pe{»4&rary, «ad x 
cabiuet of natural history, bequeathed h^ tfanpresidttBty 
Bell, in 1736, to the former societj of natural biatdry. 
The invourite promenades of this cky are, les Aaeiciis, 
Foss^, les Allies de Toarroy, le duump de Mars, and ie 
Jardin des Fr^res de la Proteme. At the distance flftkree 
kagiies from Bopdeuux, is the cbatean de la Brede, where 
M ontesqni^u was bom, liyed, and died. Their principBl 
commerce consists in wines of varions qualities, which are 
h«ld in great estimation ; luod in hemp, of whi<^ they 
gather a great quaiifity in the neighbouHiood. Ita exports 
are very considerable ; about 400 ships, carrying from 900 
to 600 tons each, are employed in conveying to the coio- 
oies, siQd the different parts of Europe, the Prodactions 
which it derives from its own resonrees, or which are 
Wonght there through the different channels of commerce. 
They have extensive cod and whale fisheries ; also main- 
factories for refining sugar, making branny, vinegar, and 
aquafortis^ as well as china, white gla^ of all kinds, 
cables, printed calicoes, stockings, &c. The safety of 
the harbour of Bourdeanx, and the advantages vrhichit 
offers to foreigners, draw thither a prodigious number of 
vessels from all the nations of Europe. PopnbKtion

(ft) ToNNEiNS, a town which is situated on the right 
bank of the Garonne, in a large and fertile plain, con- 
sists of one long and broad street, bordered witii beau- 
tiful houses, through which the great road runs. The 
principal edifice is the hotel of the mayor, lately built, 
the front of which ornaments a large and beantifiii square 
This town has manufactories of cord and pius, and is one 
of the most commercial places in this part of the conn- 
try. Tobacco is cultivated in the environs. Popula- 
tion, 7,800. 

(0) AiGuiLLON, a small town situated in a very fertile 
TaUey near the confluence of the Lot and Garonn«^ tndem 
in hemp> and has a manufactory of stockings. Popnia* 
^n, 1,600.

(a) Chahentun, situated on the right bank of tbe 
Marne, near to its confluence with the Seipe. This towo 
oarries on a §;reat wine trad^. Near to thia place is to 
be seen the veterinary school of-AHbrt, which was 
founded by Lonis XIV. 

(b) Vii.LEN£uvE St. George, near to the right bank 
of the Seine^has a mantifactory for reiining sugar. 

(c) Melun, chief town o? the department of the 
3eine and Marne, is situated on the Seme, which divided 
it injto three parts. It hem batlis, a society of agrienl- 
tore, a glasshouse, tanyards, machines for spinning cot^ 
ton^ manufactories of printed calicoes, and markets for 
cofjji. The English took it by lamine in 1419, and after 
lining kept it ten years, were driven out by ^e i 
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^tants. It U the birth-place of A myot, the translator of 
Plntarch.

(d) MoNTBREAU, at the conflnence of the Seine and 
the Yonne, has tan-yards, and two manufactories for 
china, in imitation of the English. According to most 
historians, it was on the bridge of this town that the doke 
of Burgundy* was assassinated by order of the Dauphin, 
in i409. In 1814, a bloody battle took place here be- 
tween the French and the Allies. It trades in com, 
grain, and cattle. 

i^r, on the 33d September. Population, 3,400. 

(e) Sens. This ancient town, enclosed by antique 
ramparts and Koman foundations, is situated at the con- 
flnence of the Yonne and Vanne; the waters of the 
latter being dispersed in ciaijals in the streets, keep them 
clean. The road runs through the only handsome street, 
which is broad and straight. The traveller should notice 
the beautiful gate at each end of the town, tiie front of 
the cathedral and the altar, the superb marble mausoleam 
of Louis XVth and his queen, the treasury, the chapel of 
the martyr Saint Savinien, and the painted windows in 
the intenoT. In the museum of the college are the has* 
reliefs of the tomb of the chancellor Dnprat. This town 
has baths, a theatre, and a beautiful promenade, from . 
whicii the ramparts may be seen. It was the natal place 
of Loyseau, and is famous for a council having been held 
there, at which Saint Bernard condemne/i the doctrine 
of Abelard. The manufactures of this place are, cot- 
tons, cotton velvets silk and cotton stockings, dimities, 
cotton counterpanes, cloth, fustians, flannel, •atinets, 
velvets of Utrecht, hydraulic clocks, and glue. Ther« 
are also cotton-mills, dye-bouses, and tan-yards.

(g-) JoiGNY is situated on the right bank of the Yonne, 
in the form of an amphitheatre: it has an harbodr. 
Tlie town and its environs produce annually 35,000 
hogsheads of wines, which are much, admired, and 
which are said to be admirably calculated for persons 
afflicted with the gout, and to mix well with all other 
sorts of wine. It has also manufacitories of cloths, dnfg- 
gets, and linsey-woolseys. The bridge, and the superb 
quay on the Yonne, ornamented with cavalry barracks, 
have a magnificent appearance ; but in the greater part 
of the town, the houses are miserable, and the stilts 
steep, narrow, and crooked. The chateau, an elegant 
building, erected by Cardinal Gondi, above the to\ni, 
will amply recompense the traveller for the disagreeable 
road he has passed : the beautiful ceiling of the church 
belonging to it, although in some degree mutilated, is 
worthy attention. The view from the windows and 
terraces is very grand. Population, 5,500. 

(h) Au^fiARB, chief town of the department of the 
Yonne, is very advantageously situated • on the left 
bank of that river, and is surrounded by vineyards^ 
which produce good wines ; the air is considered very 
pure. It is remarkable for its three Gothic churches, 
St. Pierre, abbey of St Germain, and the cathedral 
The first is a strange mixture of modem' and Godiic 
architecture, and is ornamented with a beantifnl tower; 
the second is a very 'old Gothic building ; and the third 
is remarkable for the size and height of the nave, the 
pamted wuidows, and the tomb of Amyot, translator of 
Plutarch. This town has a theatre, and baths. It has 
a considerable trade in wines, known at Paps under the 
name of vtns d'Auxerre^ or Basse Bourgogne. The inha- 
bitants likewise trade in hemp, spin vani, and manu- 
foctnre woollen cloths and stuffi. The Yonne is navi- 
gable ^ far as Cravant, a imall town situated foor 
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kaimes higher up the river. This toip^n has given birth 
to Foamier, a printer, Sainte Palais, Le|>enf, and Se- 
daine. Public voitores at Lesseres; packet-boat at 
Lacoar*s.

(i) Vbrmakton, at the foot of some hills on the banks 
of tlfte Cure, trades in excellent wines, and timber of tli» 
best description. It has several inns, but the principal 
is the Hotel de Notre Dame. 

Two leagues south of this place, on the Cnre, are the 
celebrated grottos of Arcy, wliich merit the traveller'a 
attention ; ttiey form a suite of immense halls, narrow 
pasisages, cabinets, and galleries. The stalactites, "com* 
posed of petrifactions, present the most variegated and 
roryiantic forms. These petrifactions have the beanty of 
marble, and the hardne^ of stone, and do not lose these 
qualities on being exposed to the air. Near the entiance 
is a small lake. 

CJ ) Lucy le Bois, a posthouse, and good inns. 
This village seems to be placed as the boundary be- 
tween the barren land which ttie traveller has passed, 
and the fertile soil which appears oh approaching 
Avallon. 

inn*. Hotel des Diligences and la Poste. 

(fc) Avallon, pleasantly situated on the right bank 
of the Cousin,, has broad and handsome streets, bor- 
dered by well built houses. There are several fine pro- 
menades, very good coffee-houses, and public baths*. 
The hospital, and portal of tbe parish church, are 
worthy of observation. It manufactures cloths, drug- 
gpets, and papers; and trades in wood, corn, cattle, 
wine, horses, and mules. Avallon was formeriy a for- 
tress, and sustained, during tbe reign of king Robert, a 
long siege, when the mhabitants made a brave and snc- 
ceiml defence. The environs are very picturesque.. 
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At tliit plic« eoiBmettcet' the Morran, a eomitry hmuim 
lor the wood it fnrnMies to tlie capital, for its numeroas 
cattle, and for the nncifiiiEed and coarse Bianners of iti 
hospitable inhabitants.

(/) RouTRAT. A small country town ; manufmctores 
cloths and serges. Inns, le Leopard and la Poste. 

(«) SAVhiEVf m small town oC 3,ooo hihabitants, si- 
tnated in a fertile country, where there is abundance of 
com and cattle. It has a cotton-mill, and mauol«ctnres 
deths and a large qnanti^r of casks. The ponds » its 
environs furnish excalent nsb, particularly trout, in which 
a considerable trade is carried on. Saalieu was taken 
and retaken sevetal times by the English, the French, 
and the Huguenots. 

(a) AuTVN, an ancient town, situated on tiie left bank 
of the Arronx, at the foot of three mountains, called 
Montjeu, Montdru; and Mont Cenis. The gate of At- 
rooz, tilirough which the trayeller passes od entering 
Antnn, is a monument well wortl^ of attention : it con- 
sists of two great arches for the enbance and egress of 
carriages, and two smaller ones ibr foot passengers ; a 
magnmcent entablature surmounts them, and above 
ranges a kind of gallery, formerly composed of ten 
arches, but only seven of which remain. The Corin- 
thian pilasters which separate thtf arches are fluted 
with great skill ; the stones appear to have proceeded 
from the hands of tiie- workman, and the ornaments from 
those of the artist^ The gate of St. Andr^, at a short 
distance on the right, is aknost as well ^preserved, and 
is shnilar to it, except tiiat the chapiters of the pHasten 
are of the Ipnic orden It is astonishing how walk 
only eishteen inches thick, and Hi>uilt Without cement, 
should have stood so many centuries. A tower, sop- 
posed to have belonged to a temple of-Mfaierva, and 
bearing that name, has been incorporated ^with the 
abbey of St. Andoche. A quarter of a league east of 
the town, in the middle of the field of Uitoes, is the mo- 
nument called Pierre de Couan, it is an unformed mais

of xaab^^n tlonesy connected together by a whitob. 
cement : its form is pyramidal, and its height about sixtji 
feet. 

A street in Antun bears the name of Marchaux, de- 
.rived from Campis Matik; and two of the mountains on 
-which the town is situated, Muntjeu and Montdm, de- 
rive their names from Moos Jo vis and MousOniidum. 

The new town is distinguislied by a large and beau- • 
tifnl s<]iiare. The school, outside the town, is a superb 
building, and the choir and altar of the cathedral ' are 
ranch admired. Autun is the natal place ofEumenes, 
and of the president Jeannin. It manufactures fire* 
arms, cloths,, serges, cotton velvet, English glue, hosiery, 
and tapestry, which is called tapisserie de Mttrehauxs 
and trades in horses, wines, hemp, and firewood.

(o) Chalons sua Sa5nb, on the right bank of the Sadne* 
ia pleasantly situated in a fertile country, surrounded by 
meadows, vineyards, and very fine forests. This town 
is well bmlt, witli a beautiful quay, on which are several 
fine buildings, and the Hotel du Pare, one of the most 
famous inns in France. The hospital of Saint Laurent, 
situated in the island and suburb of that name, is re- 
markable for its interior arrangement, and for the excel- 
lent state in which it is kept. The bridge, which is 
tolerably well built of freestone, faces the road from 
Chalons to Lons le Saulnier by Louaus. This town has 
become an important commercial place since the revo- 
hition, and is now tlie dep6t of the north and south of 
France, particularly of Fftris and Marseilles, for com, 
wines, leather, oil, and soap. 

At Chalons is prepared from the scales of the bleak, 
oanditther^ in great abundance, the essence 4: Orient^ 
used for making false pearls. This town has beautiful 
promenades, a good theatre, a libraiyy public baths, and 
excellent inns. It is very ancient, having been mentioned 
by Ca«|r under the name of Gabillouum. It was entirely 
mined by Attila in the sixth century, and a short tinu 
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after it was lubdned by the Bowgnignonty ancTbeearte 
the residence of their Ant khiff. 

The Canal da CeDtre, which unites the Sadne and tlie 
Loire, is one canse of the prosp«ity of Chalons. This 
canaly which crosses the department of Sadne et Loire ftr 
a space of twenty-four leaj^es, was commenced in itm^ 
and finished in 1793* It has been called Canal du Centrty 
because it establishes^ by means of the canal of BriarCy 
an interior commnnication between the two sea^ ni that 
part of France, which Is considered as centraL It was 
at first called Camd Ai CkaroUtU^ from the name of that 
part of Borgondy which it crosses. 

PaUic Voktwrt. A packet boat sets off from ChalsM 
to Lyons every day, and receives the two dilisrenees 
which coae wxm Paris, one by Dijon, the other by 
Autnn.

(p) TouRNUs, pleasantl^r situated on the Saftne, oa 
which is a quay and a beautiftil wooden bridge, forminr 
part of the road from Lons le Saolnier by I^nhansTit 
manofactores cotton eonnterpanes, trades in wine and 
com, and has beantifnl promenades. The painter Grease 
was bom at this place. 

(o) Saint Albin, remarkable for the pretty coetame 
of the village lasses, who wear small ronnd hats care- 
VtaAy placed over one ear. Almost opposite to this vil- 
lage is the small town of Pont de Vani, containing 8,ooo 
inhabitants, the birthplace of general Jonbert. Tbie 
whole conntnr firom Chalons to Magon, along the riaht 
bank of the Seme, and at some leagues to the ri^t me 
chain of mountains of CharolaiSy is con^dered oim of Ae 
richest and most beautifal countries in Franoew 

(r) MA^oMi This town, chief place of Sa6ne et 
Lohre; on the right bank of the Sadne, on the declivity of 
a hiU, has a grand Uuay, a theatie, public baths, and 
several beantiful buildings, amoogst which is the aaekat 
palace of Montrevel. A part ^ the cham ef the Aha 
■say be seen ftom any sitoatieil on the quay* Bfta^on 
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hu bfld fitreeto, md carries on a great trade in wme> 
confectionary, and what is called cotignac 4e Ma^im, 
It has manufactories of hosiery, linens, linsey-woOlsey, 
and paper-hangings. It was several times ravaged by 
the barbarians mider Attila, and in the wars of relijzion, 
when the conqneror made it the theatre of the dreadfnl 
punishments invented by fanaticism under the bame of 
mtuternes, 

Ifou, Le Sanvage, and THotel de PEnrope. Popn- 
lation, 11,000. 

(s) Lyons, chief town of the Rhone, one of the most- 
eonriderable towns in Fiance, is situated at the confln- 
eoce of the Saiiine and the Rhone, in a position very ad- 
vantageous for commerce. The houses are well built, 
but the streets are narrow, and paved with pebbles, which 
are -very inconvenient for foot-passengers. There are still 
to be seen in this town some vestiges of the magnificent 
works with which the Romans formerly embellished it. 
The Thiveller should notice the Palais du Gouverne- 
ment, or Hotel de Yitte, in which is to be seen an antique 
taorobole in good preservation ; and under the vestibule, 
the table of bronze, on which is engraven the harangne 
which the emperor Claude delivered in the Roman se« 
nmte in favour of the dtv of Lyons : the halls are deco- 
rated vrith tiie pictures of Blanchet ; the front, the great 
staircase, the great hatf, and the court, in vdiich are 
preserved the two groups of bronze by Couston, which 
omnnented the square of Bellecour, are superb. The 
library of the college Is the most beautiful in the de- 
partments; it contains iso,ooo volhmes, amongst which 
are more than 800 manuscripts of eveij language ; there 
is a ndperb Dictionary of Liking, a Chinese law book, 
iufid the Antiomties of Hercnhm^nm, given by the king 
of Naples. The great hospital is the most bcautiibl 
bouse m Lyons ; it has not its equal in France : it pre- 
sents an immense firont of the Ionic order along the quay 
of ^le Rhone, and does Soufflot more honour than the 
greatt theatre. On the pavilion, in the middle, rises a 
qtedraBguhir dome, crowned with the emblems of f^- 
•icv#bailHiicb the ftrthest wards may b^seen. The

efl«ct is spdiled by the economy of the governors, wbo^ 
prohibited the erection of a third story of coIuoibs in- 
tended by the architect. In the interior of this hospi- 
tal is a beautiful staircase, the ceiling of which repre- 
sents the crocodile said to have been taken in the Rhone 
at the beginning of tlie last centnry ; tlie halls, wbicfa 
all front an altar under the dome, are grand aod weU 
disposed ; the internal arrangements are excellent, and 
it is kept under good regulations. The traveller shoidd 
yisit the church of St. Paul, the grand altar of whidi 
has a picture by Le Brun ; the church of the ci-devaut 
Feaillans, where are the ashes of Cinq Mars and Tboo^ 
executed by order of Richelieu in the square of I'er-r 
reaux ; the church of St. Nizier, built in tiie fourteenth 
centnrv, the nave of wbich is very beautifiil ; the ca- 
thedral, remarkable for its Moorish architecture, and 
for its famous dock, a work of astonishing intricacy ; 
and the church of Endy, where may be seen the beau- 
tiful Mosaic found in the garden of M. Macors, rue de 
Pusy, in 1806. This church is built on die ruins of a 
temple of Augustus, but presents no remains of that 
1>uilding, except the four columns which support the 
small dome, and which originally tbrmed part of an altar 
dedicated to Augustus. 

The traveller should likewise visit the ruins of an an- 
cient aqueduct ; one of the reservoirs of which, called 
the Grotte Bazelle, is still entire ; the silk mills at the 
hotel of Milan, where the motion of an immense namber 
of bobbms and shuttles resembles the noise of a ca- 
taract; and the squares of Terreaux and Bellecoiir. 
The latter had been destroyed after the dreadfid siege 
in 1793, but has been lately rebuilt, and is about to be 
again embellished with the statue of Louis XIV., which 
had been taken down. This town was occupied in 1 815, 
by the Allies. 

Pierre Eneiae, formerly a state prison, was snr* 
mounted by a large round tower, which had a striking 
appearance ; it was ascended by ifo steps cut in a rock, 
which has lately disappeared. The bridge over .the 
Sadne and* the quay are finished. The promenades are, 
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les Brottemx, or Bretanx, the banks of the Saftne, and 
rAUee Penrache. On a clear day, Mont Blanc may be 
seen from the quay of the Rhone, and les Bretaux from 
the other side of the river. There is a delightful pro- 
spect from the heights of Fotirvieres ; it is difficult or ac- 
cess, bat the traveller is amply repaid by the view. 
This monntain bears evident marks of the great fire 
mentioned by Seneca, which look place in the reign of 
Nero, mch as the remains of aqueducts near the chnrcfa 
8t. Iren^e, a- beantifiil Mosaic in the house Cassere, 
same remains ot a theatre within ttie walls of the Mi- 
nimes, subterranean reservoirs at tlie Ursulines, and 
the house of antiquities bnilt on the ruins of a palace 
belonging to the Roman emperors. Heaps of coal, 
melted metab, and broken vases, are ftlso tbuud there. 
In front of the square of Belleconr there is a beautiful 
prospect, which includes tlie vast countries of Dauphiny ; 
nirther on, the mountains of Chartreuse and Chamberry, 
and still ^rther the Alps. This quarter is inhabited by 
the rich, and contains several good houses, particularly 
that of Malta. The quav in t£e c|narter of St. Clair is 
the Italian boulevard of Lyons : m this quarter is the 
Maison Tolosan, the magnincent front of which attract- 
ed the attention of Joseph lid, emperor of Austria. . 
The wooden bridges are numerous; the most remark- 
able is Pont Morand over the Rhone ; il connects the 
square of St Clair vrilh the promenade and suburb of 
Brotteanx; although very slight, it has stood through 
the most rigorous winters, and will bear the heaviest 
carriages: there is a brick pavement for foot pas- 
sengers. The stone bridge of Guillotiere has more 
strength than beauty, and the new bridge of Archev^ch^ 
is penect of its kind. 

its literary and useful embellishments are, the lyceom^ 
the veterinary scliool, the athenaeum, the society of agri- 
culture, -the medical society, the exchange, and the 
board of trade. Tiiere is a mint where they make coins 
marked D. — Lyons is a very important commercial and 
mann&cturing town, and was stiU more so before it had 
sustained the siege, and bombardment, of 1793. The 
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SaAoe, the Riione, aod the Loire, afford the greatest Ik* 
cility for the conveyance of its merchandise ; the pro- 
dnce of its manufactnres is immense, and is inferior to 
no other town in £nh>pe. The principal articles of its 
manufacture are, silks of every description, gold and 
sihrer stuffs, cirsakas, embroidered taffetas, striped sa- 
tins, damasks, mohairs, drnggets, &c. It has a consi- 
derable trade in com of every description, and in excel- 
lent wines, called vina du rivage, which are produced on 
the banks of the Rhone and Sa6ne. Printing and 
bookselling are in a flourishing state there. The arts 
and sciences are more cultivated at Lyons than at any 
other commercial town. Tt is the natal place of tiie 
sculptors Couston, Coysevox, Audran, Jnssien, Ton- 
rette, Rozier, Bonrgelat, Terrasson, and Bourgasse. 
The Lyonnese are active and industrious ; they are pas- 
sionately fond of the country, and understand the art of 
embellishing it. The environs of Lyons deserve the 
traveller's attention ; the Etroits. a footpath which runs 
between the Sadne, and the hill from Lvons to the 
bridge of Miiloti^re, attracts, the curious. At this place 
may be seen a grotto foi*med in the Pondingues, from 
the top of which springs a fotmtain. He should likewise 
visit the island Barbe, Chapounot, Mont Cindre, and 
Mont d'Or. Lyons is situated about 25 leagues south- 
west of Geneva, 66 north-west from Marseilles, and 40 
south of Dijon. Population 109,000. 

Public VoUure. Alessag'erie at the quay, and niais<^n 
Saint Benoit. 

For the Bourbonnais. Breraond, square of Terreaux, 
maison Antonio, on tlie side of the coftiee-houses.

Two fourgong d relais, (a kind of chariot) , proceed in six 
days to Milan, throns;h Chamberry, Turin, and Vercell,

ordinary convej^ant'e, several times a week, both for 
Italy and for the iuterior. Their oflBice at Turin in at 
BonafonSy Brotliers, and Co., maison Cumiana, behind 
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the palace of Cantata, and in tlie otber towns in-Iraly 
at the principal commissioners. 

Dubosty Cheze, and Mwcelin, managers of packet-boats 
which set out every 3d, 4tb, 6th, Sth, loth, ^c, of each 
month, from L^ons to Chalons, at four o'clock in the 
morning, performing ■ the passage in 60 hours ; and irom 
Clialons to Port Neuville, Lyons, in 48 hours. 

Campagnie Griin. Messagerie for Besan^on, Stras- 
bourg, Landau, Mayence, &c. at the old office, quai St. 
Clair. A post diligence sets out every day. 

Gaillard, Brot hers ^ and Co, Quai «Saint Clair. The 
voitures of this establtshment ^o from Lyons to Genefa, 
arid perform the joAruey In ^4 or 26 hours. 

Richard GuUine and Co. Coach office of the Rhone, 
and messageries of tlie South, successors of M . M. Der- 
vienx. Tliey send out a diligence every day for Mar- 
seilles, and three times a week a packet-boat for Avig< 
noo. During the fair ot* fieancaire their coaches go 
every day.

Persons who intend proceeding from Lyons to Avignon 
by the Rhone, may either hire a private boat or the 
packet-boat; the expense of each is about 9 or lojouis 
d'ors : the voyage will occupy about three or four days, 
as the passengers may sleep tlie tirst day at Cordreuil, 
the second at Valence, the tiard at Pont S. Esprit, and 
an-ive on the fourth at Avignoii. 

(t) ViENNE, is an ancient and considerable town on 
the left bank of the Rhone, where is to be seen an am- 
phitbtratre almost entire, and the remains of a triumphal 
arch, erected in- honour of Augustus. In the former 
cathedral is the fine tomb of Montraoriu. Between Vi- 
eime and Auberivei on the opposite side of the river, is 
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•ttmited the hill rendered famous for prodaciug the 
wme called Cote Rotie. Between the Rhone and the 
high road, is a Roman tomb, the form and construction 
of which are worthy the attention of the cnrioiis. lliis 
town roann&ctores anchors, excellent sword-blades, 
iciss6rs, forceps, sheet copper for ships, cloths, rat- 
teens, druggets, gauzes, printed calicoes, silks, cordage. 
Sec. It has also cotton-mills, forges, 6atting-mills for cop- 
per, nitre mines, paper-mills, glass-houses, and silk-mHb. 

Jun. La Table Koude. Population, is,ooo. 

(«) Saiht Vallibr, a small town at the confluence 
of the Galaure and the Rhone, has a manufactory for 
china, and one for paper, a beautiM Gothic castle, and 
a good inn at the post-house. The environs are very 
pleasant. 

(v) Tain, a small town on the Rhone; its environs 
are celebrated for producing excellent wines, called 
C6te Rotie, and Hermitage. It has cotton-mills. 

/fttts. L'Assurance, la Post^, and THermitage. Po- 
pulation, 1,800.. 

Three leagues west of this market-town is^ the town 
of Annonay, celebrated for the beautiful papers made 
there. This is to be attributed to the clear water of 
the Dienme, as well as to the Dutch cylinders^ esta- 
bEsbed here by Montgolfier, the first aeronaut. 

(x) Valence, is a town agreeably situated on theleft 
bank of the Rhone, surrounded with strong walls. Pipe 
Pius Vlth, illustrious for his misfortunes, his patience, 
and resignation, died here in August, 1799. Valence 
has a university, a school of artillery, and a society of 
^agriculture. The bridge of La Drome, constructed be- 
tween Valence and Montelimart, is remarkable for its 
height, and the grandeur of its arches. The principal 
objects which attract notice are, the citadel, known 
under the name of Goutfemement^ the building of which ts 
elegant, and tlie gardens delightful ; the office of the 
prefect in the abbey ; the cathedral, containing the mau- 
soleum of Pins Vlth, who died 'here, and the.beantiiul 
promenade called Champ de Mars, which commands a 
fine view of the Rhone. lu mannfactures are cMia, 
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printed handkercliiefi^^ gauset, tilks, hosiery, chaaioise-^ 
leathers, &c. It iv» also cotton-miUs, tan-yards, paper- 
mills, and dye-honses.

(y) LoRiOL, a small town, the native place of M. 
Faiijas de St. Fond, a celebrated naturalist. 

(2) MoNTELiMART. This small town has four gates, 
which coh-espond with the cardinal points. The streets 
' are broad and straight. It has some good hotels, silk- 
mills, and tao-yards. The mountains which surround 
tiie town forni a circle, through which runs the 'Rhone. 
Tlie post-house is one of the best inns in France. Po- 
pulation, 6,500. 

Jaa) DoNZERB, a iparket-town with a good inn. Its 
I wine^ are excellent. Population^ 1,506. . 

Three leagues £. from this place is the small town of 
Grignon, formerly adorned with the most beautiful cha- 
teau in Provence, which was the residence of Mad. de 
{jei^gnl, whose tomb is preserved in the church. 

(bb) PiERRE-LATTE, asmall town built at the foot of a 
large rock, from which it derives its name. On the oppo- 
site bank is the market-town of Saint Andr^, famous for 
the beautiful spring which issues from the bottom of a 
rock, where there was a temple of Mithra, some vestiges 
of which may still be seen. 

{cc) Orange, a town situated in a fine plain, watered 
by several rivers, is celebra^ted for its remains of an- 
tique monuments^ tl^e most remarkable, is a triumphal 
'arch, which is nearly entire : it was erected in co^ime- 
motation of the victory gained over the Cimbxes, Sy 
Masrius and CatnUus. It is situated on the road, about 
400 feet from the town. It is a parallelogram with 
three arches ; the middle one, intended for caniages, is 
, blf^r than the others. Tins town has manu&ctories 
for printed calicoes, handkerchiefs, and serges, as well 
maeveial silk-mills, which fiimish employment for 
a ^raat number of people. The environs produce figs, 
oil^ and silk. 
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(Af) SoRGPCs, a Tillage on the OoTCEe, produces good 
wines, and has a paper-mill, aiid a cotton and Bilk- 
mill. 

(«e) AviONON, chief place in the department of Van- 
clnse, is a laree, handsome, and well-bnilt town on theT 
left bank of the Rhone. All the houses are boil t of 
stone, an^l there are several handsome edifices. The 
church, formerly the cathedral, is worth .seeing ; from 
Koque, or the ridge near this church, there is a delight- 
ful prospect. In t|ie ci-devant church of the Coryleiiers 
is the mausoleum of the brave Criilon, and the tomb of 
the beautiful Laura. In a small dark chapel, near the 
arch forming the entrance, beneath a simple stone, rests 
this Laura, who can never die while the fame and versus 
of her lover Petrarch, are remembered; round the stone 
are some Gothic characters, which time has rendered 
illegible. Francis I. king of France, had this tomb 
opened before him. Some small bones, supposed to have 
been those of Laura, and a leaden box containing some' 
bad Italian verses, were the only things found to gratify 
the monarch's curiosity. Laura was married to Hugnes 
de Sad^, and died of the plague which desolated Eo- 
rope in 1347-49. The otffer objects worthy of notice 
are, the ivory crucifix in the church of Misericorde; 
the Hotel des Invalides : the barracks ; the mnsenm ; 
the library ; the garden of plants ; the ancient palace of 
the vice-legate ; the bridge over the Rhone ; <and the 
promenades on the ramparts. This town is a bishoprfck, 
and has a royal college, formerly a lyceum and a lite- 
rary society, known under the name of Academic de 
Vauclvse. 

A few miles from Avignon, is the fountain' of Vau- 
duse, which rises in a vast cavern, at the foot of a hi^h 
mountain. This spring forms the source of the river 
Sorgue. 

After great rains, it rises above a sort of mole, which 
is before the^ cave, and forms a basin, the surface of 
which is as smooth as glass : it is afterwards precipitated, 
with a frightfhl noise, over the fragments of the rooks, 
whitening them with its foam, and appaaring asif wiihine 
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to escape to a place, where no longer meeting with op- 
pctsition, it may pursae its peacefnl course. 

The water of this fountain is pare and clear as crystal, 
bot is not good to drink, because it is crude and in* 
digestible ; but it is much used by tanners and dyers. 

Persons who visit this fountain, generally go there on 
horseback, or in a carriage. In tlieir way thither they 
order their dinner at the charming inn of Petrarch and 
Lanra, situated outside the town on the road to Vaii- 
clnse ; and on their return they will find a repast pre- 
pared almost entirely of fish, which tlie fountain pro- 
duces in great abundance. The most beautiful crabs, 
the best eels, and the most exquisite trout in France, 
are caught at this place. 

ATignon trades in wine, brandy, aquafortis, oil, com, 
trefoil, madder roots, dry fruits, almonds, perfumes, 
honey, wax, saffron, silk, wool, and medicinal drugs. It 
has a cannon fi^nndry, a saltpetre refinery, manu&ctories 
of silk staffs, and an extensive fdui^dry for making platea 
of iron, copper, and tin.

Le Palais Royal, Saint Omer, THotel de T Eu- 
rope, one of tlie best inns in France. 

(ff) Aix, an ancient, and n^at town, situated in a 
plain, near tlie little river of Arc, is not large, but po- 
pulous ; the streets are regular, and well paved. In the 
centre is the Orbiielle, formed by three avenues of elm- 
trees, and decorated with fine fountains: it is a charming 
promenade. 

Aix has no fortifications, and is surrounded by a sin- 
gle wall. In one of its suburbs are the celebrated 
mineral waters from which this town has derived its 
name ; and here likewise are hot baths. ' It has ma- 
anfactories of velvets, gauzes, printed calicoes, and red 
cotton. Its productions consist of silk, wool, very fine 
olive-oil, almonds, raisins, and other dry fruits. This 
town contains several monuments and curiosities. The 
following objects demand attention : the tower of the 
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cl«ck with tlie belfry, the nomnnent of M. Sec, tiie 
foiintaio of the square of Prdcfaeats, where there is an 
obelisk borne by lions and sonnounted by an eagle ; and 
the cathedral, remarkable for its wooden door, and ibr 
the eight antique columns which surround the baptismal 
font. The promondes are the rotunda, the coiurs de U 
Trinity, the cours de Samt Louis, and die jea du Mail. 
This town is tiie birthplace of the learned Peyrese, the 
marquis d'Argens, Broeys, Toumefort, Adanson, and 
Lientaad, a physician. It has a royal court, and is an 
archbishop's see. On Corpus Cbristi day, a c^gnsdog 
procession takes place, called the procession of AJx ; it is 
chiefly composed of persons dreased to imitate dsemoas, 
ornamented with horu and bells, who, by way of pre*- 
lade, dance and jump about the streets in the monUng. 
This exhibition is accompanied by the clergy and thedfH 
authorities. 

Fain, loth February, evening of Corpjus Chriiti dxff 
94th September, and^tfe December. 

Inns, L'Hotel dn Cours, THotel des Prmces, and k 
Mule Blanche. Population, S3,700. 

(gg) Epoissbs, a small town, which has manufactories 
for weaving stockings. 

(hh) Semur, is picturesquely situated on a Kteep gra- 
nite rock, which the traveller must cross after havfaig > 
crossed the bridge ovec the Armancon. It has a very 
beautiiul church, the side doors of which are much ad^ 
mired. The Arman^^on, which is a torrent rather than 
a river, forms beautiiul cascades in the valley, encloses 
the town on three sides, and divides it into three part% 
the Bourg, the Donjon, and the Chateau. This town tradci 
in cattle, com, and wine, and manttfhctureft cloths. 

/mi. L'AigjIe. 

In the environs of Semur, the traveller should visit 
Mont Anxois, the foot of which is watered by the Ose - 
and Oserahi : here Caesar estabtished his camp when ht 
came to be8ie«:e Vercingentorix,* general of the Ganls. 
The Chateau of Bussy, tlie residence of Bussy Raboti% 
and those of Brerre, and of Montfort, are likewise wo^ 
thy of observation. 
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^t») Tboybs, chief town of the Aabe, on the Seme, is 
an ancient town : its bouses are constructed of wood, 
stone bein^ very scarce in its environs. Henry I., 
count of Champagne, divided the Seine here into a 
number of diflferent arms, uhich renders it very conve- 
nient for the manufacturing inhabitants. The principal 
articles of their manufacture consist of cottons, fustians, 
dimities, serges, ratteens, tickinpis, hosiery, parchments, 
starch, whitening, blue-stone, colours, combs, ink-stands, 
and different articles in horn ; it has also three paper-mills. 
This tovm is the birthplace of Girardon, a celebrated 
sculptor, and of Mignard, a skilful painter. The principal 
objects which deserve notice, are, the portal, nave, choir, 
painted wmdows, and organ of the cathedral, which is one 
of the noblest Gothic structures in existence ; the church 
of S. Etienne, the chateau, formerly the residence of the 
Counts of Champagne ; the front and great hall of the 
town-house ; the baptism of Christ, by Mignard, in the 
chdrch of St. Nicholas ; the theatre ; the beautiliil pro- 
menades in the vicinity of the town ; and the curious con- 
struction of the butchers* markets, so as to prevent the 
entraace of flies. Troyes has a considerable trade in com, 
and its environs produce large quantities of wine, fruit, 
and vegetables. The water here is very bad. Population 
27,000. , 

Public Voitures. Guerin and Remond send two voitures 
to Paris on the 5th, lOth, isth, soth, s5th, and 30th of 
every month, which return from Paris on the 4th, Qth, 
14th, 24th, and SQtli. At Paris they put up at Jomain, 
Son, and Salomon, rue de la Verrerie, No. 30.

(a) EssoN E, 'on the right bank of the river of the sane 
name, has a manofactory of printed calicoes, a papers 
nrilt, where fine plate-papers are made, godpovirder miH^ 
and mills for flattini^ copper. It has a bleaching mac^Re, 
invented by M. M. Chaptal and Berthollet. 

(h) FOntaiKE bleau. This town has broad and f«lraight 
jstreets, and well-built houses, partly stone and partly 
6riek. It owes all its prosperi^ to its ancient chateaii, 
tlie residence of several French kings, a confused mass 
of buildings of different ardiitectures, tiie style of wliich 
designates the various periods in which tliey "were erected. 
This assemblage has nevertheless an imposing and ma- 
jestic appearance, denoting the residence of royalty. This 
chateau has two entrances ; the principal,* in the court of 
Cheval Blanc,"* has been lately embellished with an iron 
railing, which borders the southern avenue of the town. . 
The conrt is a large and noble square, and the two aisles - 
of modem architecture on each side are grand ; a stur- 
case o^ the outside forms the entrance. Of the varidns 
. galleries which decorated the interior, the only one Ire- 
maining is that of Francis I., i^ which may be seen the 
bust of this warlike king,, and the busts of Henry IV., 
«nlly, Washm^ton, and the Duke of Mariborough. The 
pictures of Pnmatice and Rosso, which have existed for

three centories^ are preaerved bere with great care in tiieir 
origioal state. The unfortnoate Monadelchi, fiatourite o^ 
Cbrutioa of Swedeo, called the pliilosopher, was assas- 
aiiiated bere, in the gallei^ of Cens, by her order. Here 
likewise is shewn the table on which Buonaparte signed 
lus abdication. 

The grand chapel ornamented with old paintings, and 
St. Satnmin, in which there is a good library, are worthy 
of observation. In the environs of the chateau are several 
pieces ef water ; the largest of which, between the par* 
tenre and the park, is a basin 600 totses in length, and 90 
In breadth. The gardens are magnificent, and the park 
is intersected by numerolis roads for hunting. 

This town has a manufactory of porcelain, one of English 
«hiiia, two beautiful barracks, and public baths.

(a) Nemours. This town, which the travellei: crosBes 
by a broad and tolerably handsome street, is well built, 
and is watered by the river Loing, and the canal of Briars. 
The new stone bridge is very beautiful, and there aie 
ttome good inns. The chateau of Nemours, for a long 
time inhabited by the dukes of that name, is no longer 
remarkable. Ths town has extensive tanyards, ^d 
manufactories of blankets. Population 3,600. 

(6) FoNTENAY, on the left bank of the Loing, has a 
fountain, the waters of which are an antidote to the palsy. 
It is a small hamlet, with a good inn. The stone bridge 
opposite this place is supposed to have been built by 
Caasar. Its arches and the whole style of building ap- 
pear Gothic. 

(c) MoNTARGis, on the canal of Briare, and on the 
left bank of the Loing. It produces excellent wines, and 
com, which form a considerable part of its commerce. 
This town has two paper-mills in its environs, one at 
I'Anglee, and the other at Buge, which are well known for 
the fineness of their papers and vellums. The chateau , 
built by Charles Vth, bad been a long time the property 
of the crown, and the kings have often held their court 
there. The queens have slept here during their acconche- 
ments,on account of the salubrity of the air; from which 
circumstance it has been called, the cradle of tite chUdrtn 
of France. But at that time there was no canal, which 
now makes the country imwbolesome, and often occasions 
intermitting fevers. This chateau has been destroyed. 
The English were obliged to raise the siege of this plac& 
after a defeat ; and this first success raised the hopes of 
France, and of Charles Vllth. He recompensed the 
fidelity of this town by freeing it from taxes. Saffron, 
pthered in its environs, good white wmes, and excellent 
butter, are sent to Paris for sale. It was the birth>place 
of La Motte Gnyon, the famous quietbt.

id) NoGSNT 8UR Vbrnis SOW, IS ao indifferent villagey 
on the bank of the canal. It has a good inn. A iea^aa 
from this place, within the wall8,of the chateau CheneTier, 
may be seen some beaatifiil remains 4>f a bnilding, which^ 
from its eonstraction and semicircnlar form, is supposed ta 
have been a Roman theatre. In its environs hare been 
finrnd some fragments, supposed to be the remains of 
baths. Near tb^e monumoits a pleasnie-bouse has been 
erected, which is inhabited by an amateur of the fine arts, 
who employs himself in entertaining the curious traveller* 

(e) B^iARE, on the right bank of the*Loire, isutuatad 
at tbe entrance o# the canal which bears the same name, 
and which forms a communication between the Loire ana 
the Seine, by its junction with the Loing. This situatioB 
enables it to carry on a considerable trade in wines. 
From the bridge over which the traveUer passes the canal, 
be will see below him a crowd of vessels waiting the signal 
of departure, and several locks, which give some idea of 
the ingenioos art by which^ canals are conducted over hills 
and v&eys. This canal, commenced by Sully, was the 
first important work of the kind undertaken in France : 
the execution of it having been interrupted by Sully's 
retirement, it was again undertaken during tbe reign of 
Louis Xlllth, by Guyon and Bonteroue. 

(f) CosNB, or CdNE, it situated near the Loire, at the 
mouth of the Novain. The principal objects worthy of 
notice, are, the audience hail of the tribunal, the theatre, 
and a crane kitely constructed in order to lift and embark 
enormous masses of iron. It has manufactories for cut* 
kry, ranis, wire, anchors, and every kind of iron work 
for ships. Towards the west are the hills of Berry, which 
may be seen to great advantage from the promenade 
between the foundries and the river. 

(g) PouiLLY, a small market-town with a good inn, 
wbic^ furnishes excellent wines. Population 3,5t)0. 

{h) La. Charitb, on the right bank of tbe Ijoire» 
trades in iron, and manufactures bayonets, all article« in 
iron, tin, steel, ficc, buttons, clocks, wooUen-stufifo, &c- 
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hat also a gltss^ohse, forges, numerous iron-miiies, 
I a large clcp6t for anchors. It has a beaatiful quay on 
T ^iM on/i fur/i KriAatm nnniitrMcted ov^ the two arms

the Loire, and two bridgeis constmcted o\er the two s 
of that river, which form an island. Population 9,500. 

(0 Nbvers, is the chief town of the Nievre, at the 
conflnence of the Nievre and the Loire. It is only 
beaatifnl at a distance ; its position. in the form of an 
amphitheatre, on the right banlt of the Loire, has a grand 
appearance, but occasions a steep declivity in the crooked 
and ill paved streete. The beautiiiil barracks for cavahry, 
the 8teeplei4>f the cathedral, and the great square which 
is the old chateau of the dukes of Nevers, are wortfiy of 
observation. This town has manufactories of glass, enamels 
and china, and a camion foundry on tYk Nievre : on the 
banks of which, at short distances from each otfa^, are 
several forges ; the principal is that of Guerini for anchort 
and bullets, which is the lara^est in France, and is thedep6t 
of all the others in the department : these establishments 
employ together j,500 workmen; this one alone 400. 
Besides anchors and bullets, they manufacture all kinds 
of iron work for ships. The mines, which are the prin- 
cipal source of the prosperity and commerce of Nevers, 
are a short distance from the foundries. Merchanchae is 
conveyed to Paris by tiie canal of Hriare, and to Orleans 
and Nantes by the Loire. It has a glasshouse, and a 
factory where artillery carriages and ammunition waggons 
are built. This town was the birthplace of Master Adam, 
called the Joiner of Nevers. • 

Fairs, The day after St. Cyr, nth January, 1st Sa- 
turday in Lent, 2d September, Satnrday after St. Dei», 
and 2d. December. 

Inns. L'Hotel Royal, and I'Hotel du Lion d'Or, firom 
wliich the voitures set out for Lyons and Clermont. 

(k) MouLiNS, agreeably situated in a fertile plain, on 
the right bank of tiie Allier, and chief town of the de- 
partment of the. same name. The streets are well 
paved, and most of them are large, and the houses are 
well built. It has a charming promenade, which ex- 
tends the whole length of the river, and a fine bridge 
over it, of .thirteen arches. The principal objects Uy 
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attract curiosity, are the beautifbl barracks for cavalry, 
Hie fonntains, and the mausoleum, erected by the prin- 
cess Ursins, to Henri de Montmorency, her husband, 
beheaded at Toulouse under Richelieu, which is situ- 
ated in the royal college, formerly the lyceum. This 
town has an extensive library, delightful promenades, 
and a small theatre. Its'comraerce consists in silk, wines," 
wood, coals, iron, and grain. It has manufactories of 
excellent cutlery, particularly scissors, china^ Ihaen, cot- 
ton, and silk stockings. An immense number of silk- 
worms are bred at this place, and there are establishments 
for spinning flax, hemp, and cotton. This town was tlie 
birth-place of Kenaudin, the sculptor, and of Marshals 
Villars and Berwick. Its inhabitants,! and those of its 
environs, are remarkable for their mild and easy man- 
ners. The peasants wear large stmw bats in the shape of 
a boat. In its viciuitv are foundries, and quarries of red, 
yellow, and bine marble. 

Fairs, 5th January, ist Monday in Lent, Monday in 
passion week, nth June, 29th September, i8th October, 
la til November, 1st December, 23d December. 

Inns, Hotel d'Allier, and la Poste Imp^riale. Popu- 
lation, 13,800. 

(/) La Palisse. This town trades in corn, hemp, and 
linen, and has several good inns. Population, 1,800. 

(m) RoANNB, is a populous and commercial town, on 
the left bank of the Loire, where it begins to be navi- 
gable. It has a theatre and public batljs; the honsts 
are well built, and the streets broad and regular. 
From this port, all the goods which come from Lyons, 
from the departments of Languedoc and Provence, as 
well as from the Levant, are conveyed to Paris, by the 
canal of Briare, Its environs proauce wines, much in 
reqnest, parlicnlarly tliose of Perrenx. It manufactures 
all sorts of linens, cottons, buttons, and ironmongery. 

Inns, Hotel de Flanders, Hotel du Kenard, Hotel du 
Pare. Population, a,00o. 

(«) Saint SiMPfioRiEN, on the Gand, manufactures 
linens, cottons, and dimities, and has mines of pit-coal. 

(o) Tararb, a pountry town on the Tardine, situated 
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ia a valley, at the foot of the moiratam of Tarare, trato 
in cotton 8) printed calicoes, and muslios: it has also 
bleaching-yaras, and tan-yards. Its manufactories of 
muslins and embroidery are considered the first in France. 
Population, 3,000. Oxen are kept at this place in order 
to draw carriages up the mountain of Tarare. 

(p) GiEN, on the right bank of the Loire: this^own 
trades in ch>ths, druggets, serges, and light French stntib. 
It also manufactures stockings, and has dye-houses. Po- 
pnhition, 5,117.

(a) SoissoNS, on the Aisne, situate in an agreeable and 
fertile valley^ trades in wood, for building and firewood. 
It has manufactories for coarse clotbs, buckram, serges, 
and ratteens ; also for silk spinning, and bleaching linen. 
The com and flour, which are brought to Soissons, form 
a considerable part of its commerce : they are conveyed 
by the rivers of the Aisne, the Oise, and the Seine, to 
Beaumont, Pontoise, Paris, Rooen^ and the Havre. Near 
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to Soinoos, 18 the towo of Saint Gobio, where there ii a 
manofactory of the ^ne$X glass in Eorcoe. This tovm 
has a cathedral and promenades. It was fortified in 1815, 
and after being besieged for. a long tiine, was taken by 
th^ Allies ^e same year. Gaillard, a celehrated hUto- s 
rian, was bom here, and Louis le Debonnaire was im^ 
prisoned in the ci-devant abbey <^S. Medard at this place. 

Fmr$, Monday before Easter, and Monday after Saint 
Martin. 

Jim. Le Lion Rouge. Population, 8,900. 

<6) Laon, chief town of the Aisne, is situated on a 
high mountain, in t^ midst of an extensive plain, and may 
1>e seen at the distance of seven or eight leagues around. 
Its situation renders it strong, and it was fortified in 
1815. It produces a great number of artichokes, which 
are sent to Paris, and the low countries. It manufac- 
tures linens, coarse camlets, stockings, and nails. In its 
environs are collected sand, and fimt-stones, which are 
sent to Saint Gobia, to make glass. The town is built of 
stone* It has a theatre, and a cathedral, wliich is a beau- 
tiful Gotliie building. In I8i4, a bloody battle took 
place in its vicinity, when the French lost a great num- 
ber of men, whilst endeavouring to get possession of the 
town, which was in the hands of the Allies. 

FairB, Monday after ist January, the day after Cor- 
pus Christi day, and, loth August 

/ms. L'Ecii, la Hure, le Petit St. Vincent, leDau- 
phm. Population, 6,700. 

(c) Vervins, on the Senre, is a town cdebrated for 
the treaty of peace concluded there, between Henry IV.^ 
and Philip II. of Spain. Vervms trades in baskets, 
linens, lawns, and caiubrics. It has also paper-mills, 
glass-houses, and manufiictories of hosiery. 

(d) Atbsmbs, situated on the banks of the Great 
Helpe. This small town was fortified by Vanban, and 
trades in wood and hogs' heads. In its vicinity is the 
forest of Mormal. 

F«tr« 1st Sunday in Aunist. Population, 3,000. 
(t) GrvsT, on the right bank of the Mense, has strong 
ibitificatioas, and handsome barracks. It ha^ maoufac- 

G 
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torie« of woollen stuffs and leather, and trades in com, 
marble, and merino ^heep. Population, 4,ooo. 

if) DiNANT, on the Mense, is celebrated for its roa- 
Dutactories of copper Dtensi is, \vhich are sent to Paris, 
and different parts of the country ; also for its tanyards, 
from which is exported a vast quantity of leather. 
Very soperior cards are made here. In its environs are 
iron mines, and qnanies of black marble, and other 
stones. 

{g) Namur, at the conOnence of the Sambre and the 
Meiise, is a considerable commercial town. There are 
irameroos forges, in which large quantities of ironmun- 
f ery are manufactured ; but its principal commerce con- 
nsts in copper, lead, marble, lime, aod coals : they also 
manufacture cutlery, china, glue, and nails. It has a 
glass-house and tanyards. 

Fairs. The day after the 2d April, 9d July, and 1st 
{Saturday in October. 

Inns, Hotel de Flandre, Hotel d'Arscamp, and Ho- 
tel de Hoilande. 

(A) Liege,- chief town of the Ourte on the Meuse, is 
a considerdble commercial town. It has an imperial 
court, a reoate house, a bishop's see, an academy, and 
lyceum. Its remarkable buildings and curiosities are, 
the town-house, the quay, the fountains, particularly the 
one^which is near the middle of the great square, and 
the mountain of the ci-devant Chartreux, from the top 
of which is a fine view of the town. The churches and 
other buildings of Liege suffered much in the begiiming 
of the revolution. The promenade called.Comemeuse is 
very pleasant ; the scenery is rich and varied. 

lliis town manufactures china, coarse cloths, cloclcs, 
papers, gauzes, black laces, soap, aquafortis, copperas, 
calamine, verdigris, woollen articles, fire-arms, nails, 
and various other articles in iron, brass, and steeL Po- 
pulation, 50,000. 

^air, 2d November. 

/mis. L'Aigle Noir, la Cour de Londres, la Pomme- 
lette, le Canal du L^uvam, I'Hotel de Hoilande, and la 
Couronne Imperiale. 
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(i) Aix LA Chapelle, chief town of the RbSr, was 
burnt and pillag^ed by the Huns in 451, and rebuilt by 
Charlemagne^ who fixed his residence ther^. Before 
the' revolution, his sword, belt, and the Livre des £Tan<^ 
^les, which was used at the coronation of the emperors, 
^vere still to be seen here, in this town ai*e five mine- 
ral springs, thirty-two common baths, and five vapour 
baths, a large and superb hall for assemblies and masked 
balls ; and a society for the encouragement of the arts 
aod sciences. One of the best inns is the Grand Hotel, 
.opposite the baths: there are also furnished apart- 
ments to be hired at the large bathing houses, of which 
there are seven.* There are manufactories for cloths, 
laces, en\broidery, needles, and various articles in cop- 
per and brass, as well as dye-houses. In the environs 
are mines of iron, lead, andcoals. The traveller should 
notice the cathedral, buiU by Charlemagne, the nave of 
which still remains, as well as the wooden chair on which 
the emperors were crowned: the town-house, one of 
the towers of which was built by the Romans, the hall 
and ganiep of Getschemberg, the ptirk of Drimbora, 
an() the promeoade at Mont Lonis. Gen. Elliot, the 
magnanimous defender of Gibraltar, died at Aix la Cha- 
pelle, in 1790. • 

Fairs, 2d May, 8th day after Whitsunday, 25th Sep- 
tember, and 8 th, I3th, and 23d October. 

Inns. Le Drapeau d'Or, le Grand Monarque, la Cour 
de HoIIande, la Chaine^ d'Or, le Grand St. Martin, la 
Cour Imperiale. 

(As) Maestricht, chief town of the department of the 
Lower Meuse, is divided by the river Mei^se into, two 
unequal parts, one of which is called Wyck ; it is a large 
and strong town, with a fine arsenal ; it was taken by 
the French in the year 179^1. The diurch of Saint Se- 
vace, the hotel de ville, the glass-house at Wyck, the 
manufactories oC cloths and fire-arms, and the brewhouses, 
merit the attention of the traveller. The repeated exca- 
vations of freestone from the mountain of Saint Pierre 
during several ceniriries, have formed an inextricable 
G 2 • . 
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labyrinth, of so great an extent^ that tbefe^is BotfuBg 
which can be compared to it. 

Amongst the numerous fossils discorered in these Tast 
cavems, are the heads of two crocodiles ; one of which is 
deposited in the mnseum of natural history at Pam, 
and the other is to be seen in the central school of MaSs- 
tricht There is a very fine view from the garden ot 
the ci-devant convent of Slavante, situated on this 
mountain. The Veyth of and the market are very fine 
squares. The promenades by the Meuse and on the 
ramparts are very pleasant, A boa^ sails every day from 
Ma&tricht, and readies Li^ge in six hours : the price of 
. a place in the cabin is two shillings. This town mami- 
fiictures pins, soap, starch, and brandy; they also grow 
endive and tobacco. 
Fairs, 13th May, and second Sunday in September. 
imu. liCS Trois Rols, le Moulin k Vent on the Vey- 
thofy le Levrier, and le Oisque. Population, 1 89400*

(a) Louvres manufactures laces and blonds. 
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(b) Sen LIS, on the Nonette, an ancient town, is nearly 
sarrounded by a large forest. The ^teeple of the cathe- 
dral is remarkably high. This town trades in com, Aour, 
wines, wood, and fine porcelain ; it nlannfactores cot- 
tons, buttons, and laces : there are also cotton mills, 
paper mills, bleaching yards, and quarries of fine stones. 
Hotel, du Grand Coq. Population, 4,400. 
- (c) Pont Saint Maxence, on the Oise. This town 
tffides in com and flour ; it has manufactories for combs, 
apd for dressing buck-skins, and chan^pis leathers. Po- 
pulation, 3,000. * 

(d) Rote. The inhabitants of this town are em- 
ployed in spinning cotton, and in knitting and weaving 
worsted stockings. Population, 3,000. 

(«) Peronne, on the Somme, has strong fortifications, 
and is also defended by marshes. It trades in lawns, 
cambrics, and }jiapers, and manufactures linens and cot- 
tons. Hotel, Saint Martin. Population, 3,800. 

(/) Cambray is a strong city on the Escaut. The 
steeple of the cathedral is very neatly constructed ; the 
streets are very regtilar, and the grand square has a hand- 
some appearance. The town-house is superb ; the ar- 
chitecture is modern ; and it has a remarkable clock : the 
citadel, which is situated on an eminence, is magnificent. 
The episcopal palace is likewise a handsome building. 
Cambray manufactures cambric, which takes its name 
from this place ; also lawns, linens, cloths, hosiery, laces 
like those of Valenciennes, tapestry, and carpets, in imi- 
tation of those of Anbusson. The inhabitants are like- 
wise employed in spinning, tanning, and dressing white 
leather, llie Spaniards took this town in isgs, and kept 
it till it was united to France in 1667. It was the birth- 
place of Bondon, a leamed physician ; of the two Marsi, 
celebrated sculptors ; andor Enguerrand de Monstrelet, 
who continued Froissart's Chronicles. The immortal 
Fenelon was archbishop of this place. 

Fairs. 24th April, and 27th October; 

Inn, Hotel du Grand Canard. 

(g*) VALENciENtTES, a stroug town on the Escaut, 
manofiictures linens, cambrics, lawns, gauzes, thread, 
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woollea itoffis nails* china, and lace, known by the 
i of Valenciennes' lace, lliis town was tM>nibanied 



and taken by the Allies in 1793. The citadel was built 
by Vauban. It has a theatre. Jean Froissart, the his- 
torian of the 14th centory, and Antointf Watean, a 
painter, who excelled in village scenes, were bom at 
Valenciennes.

Jnn», Le Grand Canard, and la Biclie. 

(A) QuiBVRAiN. In the enyirOns of this place sire coal* 
mines, more celebrated thai^ t^ose of England. 

(t) MoNS, cJiief town of the Jemmape. Near to tins 
town was fooght the famous battle of Jemmape, ii) 1799. 
The 6eld of battle is on the left of the high road, to- 
wards the marches. Between Boissy and Jemmape is to 
be seen a brick monument, in memory of Prince 
Charles de Ligne ; and several pillars, in memory of 
some general officers who were killed there. Mens is 
remarkable for its churches. Jt has a considerable ma- 
nufactory of lace, in imitation of that of Valenciennes : 
the inhabitants are also employed in knitting, making 
china, and refining su^ar. Population, 31,300. 

Imu. Hotel de I'Aigle Imperial, and le Fakand. 

(j) Bruxbllbs, chief town of Dyle, on the Senne, 
is a large, populous, and handsome town. It has maiqr 
magnificent squares, public buildings, walks, and foun- 
tains. The Hotel de Ville, in the grand marketrplace, 
is a remarkable structure ; it has a Gothic tower $64 
feet in height. The church of St. Gudule, and the cba- 
j^el, deserve the attention of the traveller. The portal 
of the churdi of the Augustins is much admnred : the 
church of the Ca^chins is said to be the finest belong- 
ing to this order in Europe ; the.paik Iws a range of 
fine imnses and superb palaces, and a basin of water ; 
there is a foontam here, erected by Lord Bmce, in -the 
square dn Sablon, in 1751 : and a canid, which is one of 
the finest works of the department. Among iu public 
buildings are,, also, the theatre, the court of Hidicatme, 
the hotel d'Aremberg, the lyceum, and the public li- 
brary, which contains 120,000 volumes. The ^oviroM. 
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of BmxeUes prodace great quantities of vegetables, and 
frnit of all sorts : the meadows are freqaentW iniindated 
io the winter by the waters of the little river Senne. 

This town manufactures laces, hats, stockings of all 
kinds, serges^ plushes, dimities, cottons, thread, printed 
calicoes, gold and silver lace, paper hangin|6, coarse 
clotlis, stofis, tobacco, soap, starch, ollof vitnol, aqua- 
fortis, cUna, porcelain, glass bottles, camlets, cloths, 
paper, various articles in iron and tin, also different ma- 
chines used in the preparation of stuflfe ; there are like- 
wise dyehonses for silk, wool, and thread.

(a) Toulouse is a large and ancient city, on the 
right bank of the Garonne, where the canal of Langoe^ 
doc terminates. It had formerly an aniphitlieatre, m 
capitol ftnd several other superb monuments; bat the 
Visigoths completely destroyed them : no vestiges now 
remain, except some ruins of the amphitheatre. An uu- 
Yersity was founded here in 19S9) and several acade- 
mies, amongst which that of the Jeux Floraux was dis- 
tinguished as one of the most ancient literary societies 
,in Europe. The Hotel de Ville is one of the most mag- 
nificent in France. The mill of Basacle is much ad- 
mired : there are sixteen milbtones put in motion *by 
the waters of the Garonne, without the disagreeable 
.npise which i% made ' in other mills ; each millstone 
grinds from 4 to 6oo bushels of flour in a day. The pro- 
menades of Toulouse are very pleasant antl extensive, 
and tiie bridge is one of tlie finest in Europe. The pro- 
ductions of this town consist of silt, wool, com, flour, 
wine, and timber. Its manufactures are fine clotlu, 
silk stuffi for furnitures, gauzes, printed calicoes, coun- 
terpasesy blankets, printed baizes, Sfc, Almost all the 
houses are ancient, and built of bricks. The hotels are 
numerous, and are remarkable for their grandeur and 
architecture. Amongst the public squares, the greater 
part of which are small and irregalar, the most distin> 

Siished are, that before the townhouse, those of Saint 
eorge's and of the prefect, decorated with a fountain, 
and that of St. Cyprien, which is a regular square, orna- 
mented with uniform fronts. The traveller should 
notice the churches of St« Ettenne and St. Semim

The environs of Toulouse everT wbere preset charm* 
log promenades. The esplanade consists of several 
walks of unequal length, which lead to a circular enclo^ 
sure. Near this, the canal du Midi offers another pro« 
menade equally pleasant, and very long. At a diort 
distance from the place where the canal enters the Ga- 
ronne, on a level with the river, another canal has been 
cut, which rejoins the Garonne above the mill of 
Basacle, and is intended for the boats which, bein|^ 
stopped by the dike, cannot proceed along the river. 
These two canals, being bordered with several rows of 
trees, form beautiful walks, which are terminated by 
bridges, locks, and a view of the river. This town has 
a royal court, an archbishop's see, a mint where pieces 
mariiied N. are cohied, an academy, and a roval college, 
formeriy a lycenm. It is the birthplace of Cujas, the 
famous lawyer, and of Campistron, a traeic author. 
.Toulouse suffered much from the explosion of a powder 
magazine April l6, I8l6: the public buildings were 
most of them dama|{ed. Population, 56,000.

The Canal of Languedoc or Canal du Midi joins the 
Garonne, about a mile from Toulouse, and thus forms a 
communication between Cette, on the Mediterranean Sea 
and fiordeaux, on the Bay of Biscay. The intermediate 
places,on this canal are Ville Franche, Carcassone, Be- 
lters, and Adffe, whence vessels are continually proceed- 
ing to MarseiUes and Leghorn. Merchant-boats occupy 
three days in going down the Garonne from Toulouse to 
Bordeaux* and from Bordeaux to Toulouse ten days. 
The fare for each person is 19 francs , but during die 
sommer the Garonne is occasionallv so shallow as to pre- 
vent the passage of boats. The government packel-boat, 
along the canal from Toulouse to Beziers, charges nine 
francs fifty centimes for each person, and four francs 
sixty centimes per cwt for luggage. It occupies only 
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three days in going while a merchant-boat generally em* 
ploys five or six days in the voyage. Merchant vesseU 
will convey carriages, bnt the government-packets are not 
allowed to do so. Tlie canal is flliut from the i5tli 'August 
to the 1st October, in order that kmay be cleansed. 

(b) Gaillac, on the right bank of the Tarn, carries 
on a considerable trade in wines- Population, 6,465. 

(c) Alb V, chief town of tlie department of the Tarn, 
situated on the left bank of that river, manufactures 
Jinens, handkerchiefs, wax, candles, hats, writing paper, 
tapestry, china, iron articles, and copper-plates j there 
is also a foundry for bulhdts. It irades in com and 
wine. The principal objects wortliy of nptice are, the 
church of St. Cecile, the hotel of the prefect, the hospi- 
tal Saint Jacques, and the tlieatre. ,

(a) Sevres, on the Seine, is celebrated for its i 
factory of procelain, and its glasshouse. There is also a 
manoractory for earthen- ware, and one for sealing-wax. 

(6) HouDAN, a small town ; trades in wools ; and has 
maoafactories for hats and stockings. Popnlation, 1,900. 

(c) Dreux, on the right bank of the BMise, is cele- 
brated by two battles fonght there ; one in 1559, during 
the reign of Charles IX. ; the other in 1563, when the 
Prince of Coud^ was taken^ prisoner. It has manufac- 
tories for cloths, serges, blankets and hosiery ; also cotton 
and paper-mills. It derives its name from the Druids, 
who inhabited the neighbouring forests.

(d) TiLLiERES^has forges, and makes pins. 

{e) Yerneuil. This small town, situated on the 
Avre, is remarkable for its Gothic church, the principal 
tower of which may be seen at four leagues' distance. It 
is suVrounded by beautiful promenades, which have been 
made on the ancient ramparts. It trades in iron, linens, 
and coarse cloths, and has tanyards, forges, furn^i^es, 
and a paper mill. It manufactures coarse stuffs, stock- 
iuj^s, socks, gloves, caps, pins, druggets, flannels, serges, 
TOper, nails, wire, caiicoes, dimities, and pins. The 
English obtained a victory over the French at this place 
in 1^24.

(/) 'MoRTAGNE. This towu manufactures large quan- 
tities of linen, napkins, dimities, and serges* Popula-

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About ten miles N. of tbis town is tbe tnonastefy of 
La Tirmppe, which stands m a Ridley, in the imiftediUe 
minity of three small lakes. It derived the name of 
La Trappe from the intricaey of the Toad descendiBg to 
it, which, in mauy respects, resembles a labyrinth, ami 
I^mIs through a forest so daii^ and intricate, that it islmt 
little known, even to the inhabiliants of the adjacent 
country. The refectory is famished with wooden tablet 
and benches, and each brother has a trencher, a jog of 
water, and a cup with his name inscribed on it. llieir 
Cbod consists principally of coarse bread soaked in water, 
a little salt, raw carrots, and otbei' TegetableH. , They 
-«iery rarely have cheese, and never meat, fish, or esgs. 
Tlieir bed is a small truckle boarded,' with a sin&le cover- 

gg, generally a blanket, and uo mattress nor pillow.' No 
e is allowed but in the grea| hail, which they never ap- 
proach. They have only two meals a day, at eleven in 
Ike momnig, and in the evening. Their cells are small, 
.and have no furniture but a bed of boards,^ a faumait 
tkull, and a few religious books. Conversation is never 
permitted. In I6i6 aemall cabaret was erected adjoiu- 
kig the monastery for the accommodation of visitors, the 
abbey being barely sufficient for its own members. 

(g^ Aleh^ov, chief town of the Orne, on the Sarte, it 
aitaated in a fertile plain. The town-house is an elegant 
atmcture. It has a manu&ctory of very beautiful lace, 
luown by the name of point d'Alen^on, where a single 
pair of ruffles may be made to cost between 5 and 6,ooo

It trades in wuie, rye, and oats, and 
manofacturefl linens, cottons, and hosiery. Pop. 4,ooo. 

(fc) Pact-sur-bure trades in staffs, linen, and thread. 
In its environs are found fossils of all kinds. 

(I) Maintknon, is a neat town, on tlie Eure. The 
aqueducts of its ancient castle, over the river, are much 
admired. They vrere commenced by Louis XlVtb, to 
conVey the waters of the Eure to Versailles.

The English arms were observed on some of the 
ruins. 

(b) Chartres, capital of the department of Eure 
and Loire, situated on the left bank of the Eure, is very 
ancient.

Us cathedral and two steeples ^re con- 
sidered beautiml specimens of Gothic architejctnre.

It is still considerable and 
popidous, although it has often suffered in the war ot 
La Vendue. It has an episcopal see, nine sqnares and 
two beautiful promenades. The principal buildings 
are : the cathedral, a beautiful Gothic edifice, the notel

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of the prefect, tlie andent abbey of the Benedictaiet of . 
Couture^ the town-house, and the theatre. This town 
trades in trefoil seeds, which are esteemed the best m 
France, flax, wax, marble, slates, a celebrated stone 
known by the name of bemay, wood, iron, nuts, chest- 
nuts, cattle, pigs, fowls, and ^ese. Its fowls, geese, 
capons, red and grey partridges, have an excellent 
flavoar, and are much admired. The wax candles made 
here, are remarkable for their whiteness, and excellent 
composition.

The catfae- ' 
dral, which is very large, is much admired; it is 500 
feet long, and !S40 broad ; 125 columns support sis 
vaulted arches, under which are seen 32 altars, enriched 
^ft marble pillars $ n very high tower of 466 feet, 
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wbicb fennioatet in a point, and the woric of which is 
extremely minute, renders this monament the hand- 
somest of the Gothic kind of any in Europe. The H6tel 
de ViNe is remarkable only for its architecttu'e, and the 
scolptnred marble with which it is adorned. La Place 
de Mer is the largest in Anvers. The exchanse b 
another sqoare buildings under which is a 6ne gallery, 
supported by pillars of blue marble; it is 180 feet lon^, 
and 140 broad. The house called Ooesterlingues is 
still remarkable ; it is 950 feet long, and as many broad. 
The citadel is very old, and strong built, after the an- 
cient manner of fortification. Anveiii has large and re- 
gular streets. It trades m thread-lace, known under the 
name of Malines ; threads of all kinds, and diamonds. 
Ita manufactures of painted cloth and black silks are 
much admired. The bleaching manufactories in the 
neighbourhood of this city are in great repute. This 
city has manni&ctories of cloth, silk, stufi^, muslin, fus* 
tian, dimity, coarse cotton cloth, chamois leather, oil of 
coha, tapes, and ribands, green soap, woollen serges, salt, 
tobacco, oil-cloth, tumsol, starch, silk and cotton stock- 
ings, white-lead, powder blue, quicksilver, cards, cho- 
colate, white wax, size, and glue. It has manufactories 
for printing calicoes, spinning cotton, refining sugar, 
and making straw hats. Anvers is celebrated by the 
Treaty of Barriers, concluded between the Dutch and 
tlie Aostrians.

This 
town is adorned by a handsome bridge, by several de- 
lightful promenades, and above all by its magnificent 
chfttean, which has been repaired, and a new j^ery of 
CKqnisite beauty added : the large rooms have been dis- 
posed in the most commodious manner, and the wli^le 
of the interior has been embellished, and fitted up in a 
modem style. The most conspicnoas are, the cabiuet, 
bedroom, and library of the king. The great cabinet 
the whole of whkfa is i^rniBhed with tapestry of the 
Oob^ns, and ornamented with curious pictures and 
rich candelabras, has a very imposing appearanee. The 
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Kbmry, executed in French wood, imitatiBg mahogany, 
and ornamented with gilt ,bronzes, contains 86me usefiU 
books and scarce manuscripts. Nothing can eqnal the 
magnificence and taste which pervade both in tlie or- 
naments and furnitnre. The great halt is decorated 
with stncco, to represent agate, and ornamented with 
fonr pictures representing the four seasons ^ the ceiling 
is likewise painted. The first hall displays on the ceil- 
ing and attics, cameos, which hare a fine effect. The 
bedroom surpasses in magnificence all the other apart- 
ments ; the bed exhibits two cornucopias filled with 
fruits and fiowei-s ; the top of it is composed of a erowtt 
•f flowers. The white hangings, ornamented with gold 
lace and fringe, are snpported by two statues of gUt 
wood fbur fket and a half high. At the back of the 
bed hangs a RomaA silk drapery, an orange ground 
with gold flowers : the seats of the chairs are shnilar 
to the drapery. In short, this apartment unites richness 
to elegance, and is considered by connoisseurs the most 
beautiful in France. The plantation of the gardens has 
been finished, as well as the erection of an an>onr 4,800 
teet in lengtii, and 14 f^et broad. This arbour leads 
firom the steps of the house to the chateau in tiie forest, 
and affords the walker a pleasant and convenient shel- 
ter against the heat of the sun. A canal has been cut 
Ae same length, on which his Majesty may i>roceed m 
a boat from the chateau to the first hunting station. 

Compile was the birthplace of Jacques Billy, a 

celebrated astronomer. Tlie church of St ComcHle 

possessed the first organ. The MaW of Orleans waft 

taken by the English at the siege of this town, in a 

sortie, and burnt alive at Ronen, in U70. Under Louis 

XV. the camps of Compi6gne were celebrated ; many of 

these camps had the name of Verberie. Conypi^gne bas 

a forest of* 28,ooo acres, well supplied with rofids for 

bontiog.

Capsar besieged it, and took it: tlie 
KonnaiiB pillaged it in 859, 1131, and 1228 ; and the 
Spaniards burnt it after the battle of St. Quentin. The 
famous John Calvin was bom here. It manufactures 
cotton, linen, doth, flax,iieaip, and hosiery, and trades 
in com and ashes. In its epvirons is a coal mine. 
Inn, Hotel des Chevalets. Population, 6,ooo. 

(c) Magny Guiscard, a market-town, trades in com, 
fire- wood, andfresb-wat^ fish. In its neighbonriiood is 
a silver mine, rendered useless by the abundance of its 
springs. 

(d) St. Quentim, an ancient, celebrated, and stroi^ 
town on the Sonune. It carries on a considerable trade ; 
the industry of its inhabitants is displayed in so many 
agreeable and varie^ forms, that it is celebrated throng- 
ont Earope. It is connected with the Oise by a canal, 
hence witti the Seme, and from the Seine, by the canal of 
Briare, with the Loire. The canal bears the name of the 
town where it c<m]mence8, afterwards that of the Oise to 
the Somme. After having run parallel with the Scheldt, 
It Joins that river near Cambray. There are two places 
where it passes underneath mountains, one for a distance 
of 559 toises, the other for 3,913 toises : the latter tunnel 
near St. Quentin, was executed by order of Buonaparte. 
It is hghted by lamps aqd is well ventilated. It admits 
only one barge at a tiine, which is towed by men, who 
walk along a gallery excavated for the purpose. The 
flax this town produces is excellent It manufoctores 
cambrics, lavms, gauECS, crapes, strong muslins, printed 
calicoes, very fine muslins, cotton cloths, cotton and silk 
stain, dimities, figured waistcoats embroidered in gold and 
silver, soap, and vitriol. It has bleeching manufactories.

This town it celebrated ibr itt mineral waters, tiie sain- 
tary effects of whidi were known even in the time of the 
Romant. The baths det PauTres, de la Ooale; de Saint 
Rochyde la Reine, and de TAne, are at the foot of the 
moontun nearest to Bagneres. The spring, or bath dn 
Sidnt, is considered the best. Those of la Forge, and the 
Great and Little Batlis, are in Bagneres. These waters 
are frequented twice a yew by a great number of stran- 
gers, who vinit them for the recovery of thehr health. 
They are drank in spring and autumn, and are dhnretic 
and aperitive. The fountain from which the mineral 
waters flow, is remarkable for a deep cavern, called the 
Grotto of Beda. In the environs are found grey and 
white marble. This town has manufactories of woollen 
8tn& of two kinds, and of a very good quality ; serges, 
afaallooa, twills, crapes, stufis, and paper. Its streets are 
large, well paved, and watered by streams from the 
Adonr, which contribute much to their cleanUne^ The 
principal objects which attract notice are, the prome- 
nades, the chnrch of St* Vincent, the theatre, the hos- 
pital and the establishment of Frescati, where there are 
amosements of every description.

The Blaise, a sniali 
river, which rnns into the Marne, and on which there are 
several forges, and an oil-cloth manufactory, also adds to 
the advantages of its situation, it trades in wood and 
tron> and manufactures nails and spits. The i^resta^ 
which tmronnd this town, contain excellent wood for 
ship-bnilding. It is surrounded by many iron works. 

(/) Bar-sur-Ornain, or Bar-le-Duc, divided into 
Upper and Lower : it is watered by the Ornain, which 
aboimds with fine fish, particularly trout. On this river 
ia a very commodious bridge, over wliich fir and oak 
planks are carried for the supply of Paris; they are con- 
veyed on rafters as f^r as Vit^ le Fran^ais. In the church 
of St. Pierre, Upper Town, is the statue of a skeleton, 
. eateq by worms, which is nrach admired by connoisseurs. 
The promenades of Sanies and Paqnis, and the beautiful 
:teatre, are worthy of observation. Its suburbs jprodnee 
j^emp, wood, and wines, not inf^Bsrior to those or Cham- 
pagne, of which they make a great traffic. It has mann- 
ractories of cotton and woollen cloth, laces, woollen

(n) Bbaumont. This town has iron works. 

(o) N AN c Y, a considerable city» capital of la Menrthe. 
Its remariiable buildings and curiosities are, the ancient 
palace, formerly church of the Cordeliers, in which were 
the tombs o^ the ancient dukes of Lorraine ; Chariei 
U Hardi, last Duke of Burgundy, was interred here'; 
but his body has been conveyed to Bruges, in Flao- 
ders, to be deposited by the stde of his daughter Maria. 
The theatre, the Royal square, one of the finest in 
Europe; the square de U Libert^; the square de la 
Carnere,^ the cloister at the end of the superb St Pierre^ 
formerly belonging to the Franciscans, iu which is m- 
terred king Stamslaus, the mausoleum is a chef-d'oeuvre 
of GirardM. It is considered one of the most bean- 
tiful towns in Ftance, owing to the grandeur and re- 
gularity of its buildings. .

When it hat 
ramed more than two days together, the water springs, 
fills thit well, ritet four or five/toises above it, and 
spreads copiously over the neigbbonring conntry, which 
is soon inundated. This well once saved Am town of 
Vetnnl ; beUig besieged in 1557, it had 4i other hope of 
deliverance, when suddenly, on the 15th November, 
after a rain of 94 hours, the Frais Puits ejected so much 
water hi less than six hours, as to overflow the whole 
conntry around. The besiegers, supposing that the in- 
habitants of Vesonl were gomg to open some immense 
retervoir in order to drown Sie army, raised the siege 
with so much fUght and precipitation, that they aban- 
doned their artillery and ammunition. 

Lboom B, a village east of Vesoid, has a grotto which 
serves as a barometer to all the neighbouring peasants. 
At the top of the arch, which js 50 feet high, hang im- 
mense columns of ice. 

LuxBUiL, a small town Amoos ibr five warm baths, is 
six leagues from Vesoul. The ruins of the ancient warn 
batlis, about 400 paces from the city, still attest the 
magnificence of the prosperons days of Rome. Tbe 
town-house« ornamented witli pilastres which have been 
found there. 

Not fiu* from Vesonl is Scey snr Sadne^ ihmons for 
the magnificent Chilean belonging to the finutty of Beau- 
tVeroont.

The canal of Landes commences at this town, from 
which the Doaze is navigable to Bayonne. It retarna 
along the right bank of thb river to C^raban, where it 
qaits it : fottowing the coarse, and receiving the waters 
of several rivolets, it arrives aj^ St. Cricq, whence it joins 
the rivulet Rhembefi, which it follows as far as Uelis, 
near Merin ; afterwards it passes along the side of this 
river tilt its entrance into :the Baize at the bridge of Bordes. 
F^rom this place the Baize is navigable to &e Garonne. 
The length of this caoal is 91 leagues ; it affords an ex- 
cellent conveyance for the productions of the conntry, 
and great facilities for commerce. 

(4) Tartas, a small well-bail t town, pleasantly situated 
on the Doaze. It trades ia rye, glass, wine, brandy, oil, 
planks, timber, resiii, and pitch.

(«) Batonnb, situated at the con^ence of the Nive 
and the Adoar, abont a league Irom the sea. It is a town 
of a moderate size, but very m^rtant, strong, rich, and 
commercial.

Both Great and Little Bayonne are sorrounded vrith en* 
closures, and have each a small castle. Tbe marshal de 
Vanban augmented the fortifications of this ciW. On a 
height, which commands the whole, is a citadel. The 
marine vpalks, or the quay.isasup^ promenade; the 
town, the rivers which water it, the tops of ^e Pyrenees, 
or the sea, may be seen from any part of it. The square 
de Qrammont is the handsomef t m the town. The har- 
bour of Bayonne is very safe, but difficult of access. Th« 
inerehwtf import cloths from >f omanbans liness fto^ 
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Btetaffle^ l.aif«r, md Gaml^ray ; |Mlnted caticoeft fnta 
Rmm mmI ChinMBy; geld and dhrer hice of IwlUon or 
of tinsel ; sfnflk from Lyons, Avlgtion, and Toon ; ifbands 
flMvony, aifd iromnM^^. They export dmgd, excel- 
tom iMMls, flnt) oits^ btliiidfes, and lingots of silver, plated 
silver, wines, swords, and Spranish wool. The wines and

•titote the major part of Hie cargoes which j|0 to the 
nonb, 01" to Spain.

This is the best commercial town next to Bayonne in Sie 
country. It was in this city that Louis XIV. married 
Maria Theresa, inianta of Spain, in 1660. CardfaMl 
Maiarin resided here during the negotiations for the peaea 
with Spain, in the isbmd of Conference, or Fanana. 
Populatioo, 3,000.

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(c) Duoai, « ooMideralde city, capital of C^te dtk. 
It it situated in a pleasant and fertile plain between the 
riven Ouche and Sozon, by which it is watered. The 
castle, the hospital, the street Cond^, the portal of the 
chikrch of Saint Michael, by Hiigues Sambm, the rival 
and fHend of Michael Apge ; the portal of the chnrch 
of Notre Dome; a chtfd^cnKore of Gothic archite<^are, 
but the harmony of which was destroyed when Van- 
dalism caused the statues in the arches to be broken; 
the ci-devant palace of the covemors^ and the gnmd 
square, formerly etnbellished by an equestrian statue jof 
liouis XIV., are worthy the attention of travellers. La 
Chartreuse, formerly so celebrated for its palaces, its 
stately church, and its mausoteams, has been destroyed 
by revolutionary Vandalism. The tombs of the dukes 
of Bonrgogne, made of Pariau marble, are particularly 
regretted, as tliey were extraordinary productions of 
art. During these times of anarchy^ the beautifoT 
wainscotting. of the cathedral was destroyed. The two 
mostbhining ch^^ituvrea of art still exist, the spires of 
St. Benigne and St. Jean : the first is certainly the 
finest in Europe, it is 375 <eet in height, and the 
other is 300. The avenues of Dyon are beautiful prt>. 
menades, aud the promenade of Cours is one of the 
finest in France, llie other charming promenades are, 
le Pare, TArquebuse, la Retraite, le Couib Flenry, and 
TivoK. The traveller should notice the Canal dn Bowr^ 
^o^ncy the part of Which between St. Jean de Losne and 
Di^on wais nnished in I807, aud opened to nav^tiou. 
This city possesses' a museum, containing pictures, and 
a collection of scalptures and prints. R carries on a 
considerable trade in com, wines, wool, and war can- 
dl«i, which equal those of Mans. It manufiictures printed 
calicoes, cotton velvets, muslins, blankets, cards, 
worsted and silk stockings. It bais manufitctoHes for 
cotton spuming and white wax, a nursery for raulberry 
trees, and a mineral fountain called Saint Amie. Thv 
town jpve birth to Bossuet, BufRm, Creb»on, Dao- 
bcnton,^ PapHIon, Viron Hameau, Sanmaise, Bdahicr, 
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Public VoUurei, Rue des Champs. DiKgences for 
Paris every day, for ^^an^on every day, for Chalons 
snr 3ii6iie and Lyons every otiier day, for Langrea 
and Nancy every other day. At the Hotel de Galere, 
diligenees for Paris, through Troyes and Besan^on^ every 
fourth day.

Fifteen leagnes from Dijon, on the road from Dyoa 
to Antun, is the Vanx Chignon. This beautiful valieyy 
likewise called Vanx St. Jean, is situated near the town 
of Nolay, remarkable for its position, and for its beau- 
tilbl petrifactions. It is very populous, well cnltiyated, 
and bordered, on the right and left, by perpendicular 
rocks, which in some places are a considerable height. 
The rivulet Cnsaime crosses the valley front one end to 
the other to Noli^. This rivulet is formed by two 
springs at the end oi the valley : one, called the Fonr- 
noe, springs from a broad cleft of a reck; the other ia 
an intermitthig spring which issues with great force : it 
is, in a place further to the north, called U Bimi dm 
Mende, wr le Cul de Sac de MtnevauU, These two springs 
soflBctimes overflow ; tliey inundated Nolay 1757. Quito ' 
at the end of the vaUey, a sheet of water, formed hy a 
fountain which does not always run, falls perpendiculariy 
from the t^ of the rock ; when it flows abundantly, the 
sheet is about six feet wide, and about twenty-Aur feat 
high. The falline of the water has excavated a round 
basin twelve or ifteen feet in diameter. In i^inter, the 
siugular congelations and varied forms of the ice at this 
cascade, are worthy of observation. The Yaaz Chignon 
and M^vault serve as residences for homed owls and 
other birds of prey> which breed in great abundance ip 
this metwresque spot. 

(/) AuxoMMK, a town on the left bonk of the SadM, 
with a caaUe, an arsenal, a sch6ol of artillefy, a caaoon

The prio- 
cipal objects worthy of notice are, the church o^ Notre 
Dame ; the college, one of the most beautiful in France • 
the magnificent jpromenade called le Cours and le Canal 
dnRhin; it begms at the Sa6ne below the Ddle, joins 
the CwMi du Bimrgogne, proceeding with it to St. Jean 
de Losne, returns by the DjDubs, passing through Besan- 
^on, as far as Montbelliard, where it receives^ the Ha- 
lene ; it afterwards re-ascends the valley of Outran, arrives 
at Valdieu, descends the valleys ef the Largue and the 
m, passes to Mulhausen, where a branch of it proceeds 
to Huuingue and B^e, and forms a waterfall into the 
Rhine j the principal canal continues passing to Neuf 
Biisac, leaving on the left the canal of that name, and 
0a the right Markolsheim; it passes to Krafft, and 
reaches Strasbourg, where it enters the river 111. This 
canal is intended to laciUtate, by way of the Rhine, the 
coBVcyai&ce of provisions from the neighbouring coun- 
tries, which come by this river, and which cannot easily 
ascend from Strasbourg to B&le. 

In the environs of D61e have been discovered the re* 
mains of the superb way which the Romans made from 
Lyons to the banks of the Rhine. ' 

Inn. La ViUe de Lyon, and la Vijle de Paris. Po- 
pulatton, 8,900. 

(*) Bbsan<;on, a large and neat town, capital of the 
Doubs, situated on the river of that name, which divides 
" "> two parts. It is well fortified with a strong cita- 
dd, built on a rock by Louis XIV. It has an 4ricul. 
tmralsoaety, an academy, n royal coUege, alibiiV a 
i^i,seam, and a gaiden of plante. It^^kom^^ 
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many vestiges of Roman antiquities; among which is 
an amphitheatre 190 feet in diameter, a trimnpfaal arch, 
and some mins of a temple. The nrden of the palace 
of Grenville is the reodefrons 6f Besan^on. The pro- 
meiiade of Chammars is very pleasant. The school of 
artillery is celebrated. Its environs are very piclu- 
resqne^ < It has warm baths, which are nradi frequented. 
The mountain of Chaudane, on the other side, is riclily 
strewed with underwood and bushes. Admirers of na- 
tural history will find many objects of curiosity in its 
neiglibonrhood, particularly at Mi^ri, at Burille, and at 
Pouilley. The famous grottos of Anssel are five leases 
firom this town. They contain crystallizations in which 
' nature seems to have copied the ch^'^mwores of art. 
This town has a clock manufiictory, which equals that 
of Geneva. It is fiimous for the manufacture of bayonets 
and fire-arms. There are manufactories of printed ca- 
licoes, muslins, linens, and cloths, blankets and woolleii-< 
stuffs. It has a mineral spring. 

Fairs. Monday before Purification, Monday afl^r 
Ascension, 9d Monday in July, Monday after St. Louis, 
and Monday after St. Martm. 

Hotels, L'Hotel National, and I'Hotel des Anciens 
Sanvages. Population, 30»ooo. 

(t) Ornatis, a small towh on the Loue, remarkable 
for a very deep well in its neighbourhood. In rainy 
weather this well overflows the neiffhbonring countVy. 
It throws up a large quantity of small fish, cadled 
nmbres. This town has many paper manulaotories. 
Its environs contain iron mines and iron works. 

(i ) PoNTARLiBR, OH thQ left bank of the Ooubs, near 
Mont Jura. This town is situated on the most commo- 
dious road from France to Suisse. It is defended by a 
castle, seated on a rock, which is almost Inaccessible. 
It has a charming promenade. The Mont d'Or, in the 
neighbourhood, is celebrated for its baths, its pasturage, 
its cheeses, and that collection of choice flowers which 
goes by by the name of vulneraire, or Swiss tea. 

The fall of the Doubs, ihe church in the grottos of 
R^monot, and the circular fountain in its en> irons, arc 
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worthy of obsenratnm. Pootarlier has iron works, for* 
Daces, rannoD-foiiDdries, paper-mills, mannfiictoriet of 
diina, of calicoes, of nail?, aiid a mine of nitre.

(k) JouoNB, a smali town, which has a famace ibr 
casting iron, cannon, and mnskets, a saw-mill for planks 
of every description, manCifaetories of nails, and a lin- 
seed-mill. These are sitnated in a talley, on a litUe 
rivalet called Joiiuuena, 200 toises from the frontiers of 
Switzerland; copper-mines are fonnd about k leagne 
from this place.

(c) Thiviers^ a town, has two paper-mills' and, a 
pottery. 

(d) Perigueux, capital of Dordogne, on the river 
Isle. - The remains of an amphitheatre, the tower 
Nesone, and some other monuments, bear testimony to 
the antiquity of this city, which has been destroyed 
more than once by the barbarians. The tower V^one 
is circular, and more than i oo feet in height ; the wall 
is 6 feet thick, and plastered on tfie inside with a 
cement of lime and tile. It has neither gates nor win- 
dows, and is entered by two subterraneoos passages ; 
it is thought that it was a temple dedicated to Venus. 
Near the town is a fountain which ebbs and flows every 
day, and a curious subterraneous way called the Clusean. 
Two leagues from Perigueux is the ch&tean of Mon- 
taigne, which still bears the name of that celebrated 
author. This town trades in partridge pies; a consi- 
derable quantity of which it sends to Paris, and to the 

Erincipal towns of France. The promenades of Toumy, 
i Pelonse, dn Triangle, and of tlie public garden, are- 
very delightful. •

CURIOSITIES IN THE BNVIRUNS OF PERIGUEUX. 

Sources qf the Doux and of SWiAcmr/ie.— Tliere are 
upwards of 1,400 rivulets in the department of Dordogne ; 
and it contains subterranean ways several leagues iii 
len|^. Amongst these numerous springs, the most re- 
markable are those of the Donx and Salibourue, in the 
arrondissement of Sarlat. The first rises in a very 
narrow valley, and fills a basin 83 toises in circam- 
ferencc. Its waters are clear as crystal; and on its 
bonks grovrs a targe quantity of cresbes. The spring ot 
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Miboiinie issues wift considerable fon^ and forms « 
lake abonndtng with pike, some of which weigh as modi 
at 95 pounds. In the same arrondissement is the source 
of Bouzic ; which likewise proceeds fromau abyss, and 
is always flowing. The curious likewise visit the Sour- 
zac; a fountain which, proceeding from a grotto near 
the village of Sourzac, make^ a fall d6 feet high. 

Grotto of Miremont, — This grotto, fwmerly called the 
Chueau, or Tron de GrajwiUe, may be considered one of 
the most beantiful in France. It is situated between 
&ir]at and Perigneax, near the viHage of Pivaset, oa a 
barren hill. Its depth from the opening to the extre- 
mity of the great branch is 545 toises. In order to 
examine every part of tlie grotto, and the curiosities on 
its walls, the traveller must pass over a space of two 
leagues. It would be dangerous to venture into this 
inmiense subterranean way without the assistance of a 
guide, who resides near the place. The entiance of 
the grotto is narrow, but it afterwards widens. Tlie 
fint apartment is on the right, and contains a stalactite, 
called ^e taa de la Vielle; it is a stone of a conical 
shape, IS feet in circumference and 4 in height. Farther 
on is the Chambre des Qattaux, in an elliptical form, 30 
£eet long and 9 high ; and hear it is another smaller 
room, the roof and walls of which are covered with 
beautiful transparent spar, resembling diamonds* Xa 
Chambre des CoquiUages is an immense room, covered 
with shells, which are incrusted in the rock. This is 
succeeded by another crystallized room, resembling the 
first 

After bavHig seen fhe first part of the grotto, the 
visitor reaches the great branch by a broad road, the 
roof of which is ornamented with beautiful cupolas. In 
this road is a great stone, called the tombe de Gargantma^ 
which is said to be the tomb of some giant. Towards 
the end of the great branch is a walk, called altSe de 
Labanche, adorned with stalactites in the shape of cauli- 
flowers, which are so firmly fixed in the rock, that th^ 
can only be taken oflf whole by the application of the 
chisel. Quitting the Liabaache, the. visitor eaten %a

immense square, the roof of which is decorated wtdi 
cupolas, and the 6oor so damp, that^ it leaves the foot* 
Kteps of all who visit it^ from which it has been called 
the Place dn Mwrchi, 

Quite at the end of the fx^zX branch the roof is well 
worthy of observation. Mankind never erected any 
thing so elegant, and so solid. An inverse cone de* 
Kcends from the middle of the roof, and rests on anothejr 
which rises from the ground. The same is observed 
round the sides ; and these cones thus regularly disposed, 
leave between them archer forming a circular, gallery 
round the cupola. The last thing to be seen in this 

Srptio is the Rwukt; it is ui a kind of abyss, which is 
escended by steps. When arrived at the bottom, the 
visitor vnll see before him an immense passage between 
the rocks extending out of sight ; the entrance to it is 
crossed by the rivulet^ whi<£ immediately aAerwards 
disappears. 

Tlus grotto b the principal in the department Those 
of Roffi, BraiitAme, Saint Nathaline, Plazac, Mucidan, 
Tremolat, Aaerat, forest of Yergt, Fourguoux, and 
Boiilonneix, deserve attention. 

Other Grottos in la Guienne. — Tbis province has seve- 
ral famous grottos, containing beautiful petrifiictions. 
lliat of Cabr^res is situated in the middle of a very 
steep mountain, on the banks of the river Selle, which 
passes to Figeac. It is 300 feet in length, and 15 or 16 
m breadth. 

llie grotto oi Marsillac has, at its entrance, a hall and 
xvto apartments supported by columns, on which are 
several natural statues : after these there are tive or six 
rooms, likewise supported by columns, l^e last is 
spoiled by the -smoke made by a band of thieves, who 
have used it as a retreat. 

The grotto of Xh^birou, situated in the territory of 
Armagnac, is larger than that of Marsillac, and contains 
congelations and stalactites of tlie same kind. 

In the territory of Castelnan, a league from Sarlat, 
andur some rocks, are several caves, which form ^ootas, 
halls, and cabuiets, filled with congelations of 
forms. ' 
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There is an almost inaccessible grotto on lite top of a 
mountain near Tayac, seven leagues from Perigneux; 
the entrance is so narrow that a man can scarcely pass. 
A cascade issues from it with a great noise ; the waters 
of which form the fountain of Auch, five leases distant. 

The grotto of Barriere is very lofty and broad j its 
roof is flat, and is supported by a column of rocks 
abounding with stalactites. 

There is another in the parish of Tuillferes, five leagues 
from Perigueux, which is 130 feet long, with several 
walks : it is covered with crystallizations in the fonn of 
honeycombs. 

In the village of Cangoireau, three leagues from Bor- 
deaux, are several grottos, which serve as habitatibns 
for the peasants; and three others, aboundioj^ with 
crystallizations and congelations, one of which is nearly 
aoo feet long. The most curious of these three is tliat 
called la Tite, which has a second stor^. 

(e) MussiDAN, a town on the isle, fabricates works of 
brass and irpn. 

(/) LiBouRNE, a neat and populous town, situated 
at the confluence of the Dordogne and Isle. It is sur- 
rounded by delightful promenades. There are mana- 
factories of stufis, pins, thread, linens, hosiery, nails, and 
cottDn-spbsning, as well as glass-houses. Popniatiou, 
8,076.

(b) NuiTs on the small river Miizain, at the foot of a 
hill called Cdte Nuitoune, or Coteau de Nnits, where 
is produced the excellent wine for which this town is so 
celebrated. It manufactures cloths and other common 
woollen articles, such as druggets, serges,^ and flannel.

It is weU bailt, in an oval form, 
and has broad streets, a magnificent hospital, a pretty 
Vanxhall on the ramparts, and beautiful promenades, 
particularly that of Aigne. It is celebrated for its wine 
trade, which is considerable ; and carries on wool spin- 
ning, and manufactures woollen cloths. There are 
quarries of granite and polished stone.

. (d) Chaony, a small town on the left bank of the 
Henne. It has a very considerable trade in excellent 
wines, and manufactures linen cloth. 

Its 
manufactures are cloths, printed calicoes, combs, cotton 
spinning, and leather dressing. It has an agricultural 
sdciety and a theatre. The environs of ChaiUi, in the 
aeighboorfaood, are very pleasant llie church of Brou, 
built at the gates of Bourg, is remarkable for its archi- 
tecture, the sculpture of its choir, and by three raauso- 
lenms. Very near to Bonrg is a monastery, formerly 
belonging to the Angustins, where there is a magnificent 
church, and handsome statues ; also remarkable mauso- 
leums, much admired by connoisseurs. The villages of 
Bos and Arbigny, near Bourg, are inhabited by the re- 
mains of the siairacen colonies ; whose manners, cha- 
racter, and customs, essentially differ from those of their 
neighbours.

A phenomenon in tliis country is worthy of observa- 
tion; it relates to the valley in which tiie village of 
Drom is situated, two leagues from Boiirg. This vallev, 
although it is well cultivated, rests on a deceitful soil. 
Sometimes water spouts up in every part of it, and a 
well situated in it begins to overflow. After having 
inundated the valley, the water retires almost as 
promptly as it came ; and for some time afterwards the 
holes m the ground, through which it escaped, ai^ visi- 
ble, and the whole valley resembles an hnmense sieve. 
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Grottos of Balme. These grottos ace sitnated at the 
foet of the rock of Pierre Chatel, near Bugey. Tb^ 
visitor roust be provided with flambeaux, in order to 
proceed through tlieir various openings ; the entrance is 
▼erj steep and crooked ; the roof assumes various sbsmes, 
in some places Jn the form of a dome, in others like 
arboars, but all ornamented with stalactites, and bas- 
relieft of different lengths. The sides and floor are like- 
wise adorned with nnmero^is brilliant stalactites ; m one 
place may be seen a light embroidery, in another branches 
and leaves disposed with great art and elegance; farther 
on, ornaments in the Gothic style, groups, pyramids of 
unequal size, masses of cylinders terminated by points ; 
and, in short, all the various forms which can be seen iu 
the most fEimous grottos.

The boats belong- 
ing to this place make the passage to Saint-Malo in less 
than six hours, going along the coast of the Channel^ 
and to the Isles of Jersey and Guernsey. Its mannfec- 
tnres consist of linens, woollen stnffs, serges, shalloons, 
tlireada, and files.

This town 
was taken by the Bnglish in 1374 and in 1593* The 
prindpal objects which attract notice are, the hoapHal, 
a beautiful building ; the church of Notre DamedeBftaiSy 
which is a singular edifice; the theatre, the garden of 
M. Bobhiet, the town>hoase, the steeple #f St. Mathiea, 
the church of St Martin, iad the piromeoades on te 
quay.

river Penfield. Its hai'bour, which is one qf the aasst 
beautiful and safest in Europe, is situaied at the end t£ 
a bay, and is protected by a strong eastle, built by 
louis XIV. It divides the town into two parts ; ^lat 
on the right bears the name of Reoaavnuioe ; and the 
o^ber, on the left, |s properly the town of Bteit. Steps 
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fasTe been erected, in order to descend from the npp^' 
to the lower town. In both parts some of the homes 
tfe bnUt in such a manner, that persons most atcend 
the fifth story m order to reach the gardens. The 
streets are narrow and dark. Its road, one of the 
largest m the world, is capable of containing soo ships of 
war, which may ride there in safety, thongh rocks under 
water, called gonlets, render the entrance narrow and 
dangerous. A ma^ificent arsenal, timber-yards, im- 
mense magazines, filled with all kinds of accontrementii 
far an army, two superb quays, surrounded with build- 
ings ibr gaUey slaves, and the docks, render it one of the 
first cities of France. The principal objects worthy of 
notice are, the Place de Rome^ the Place d'Armes, the 
eburch St Louis, the mayor's house, the theatre, the ob- 
servatory, the library, and the model hall. Its trade is 
very inconsiderable, except in sardinias and codfish ; and 
it has mannfiictories of sail-cloth and cordage. It istM 
chief place of the third marithne arrundissement, and has 
a marine school, and a school for fortification. The 
English endeavoured to take it in 1694. There is a de- 
lightfiil promenade, called the Cours d'Ajot, or k Re- 
union. Brest was the birth-place of La Motte Piquet, 
Kersaint, and Olivier.

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■Uoated ba)f a leagne distant, on Ihe te A htaek of tiiat 
xiTer; aad^ when occaaioB reqoirea, can protect Itself by 
an inexhaostible inaadatioB.

it has two literary soeiedes. JLonis XIV. faiaed posses* 
sion of it in 16(17 ; the Allies took it in iSo ; and Mar- 
shal Villecs retook it in 1719. It has glasshouses, tan- 
jrards, and oianu&ctaries of linens, laoei, cambrics, can- 
lets, flannel, counterpanes, blanketsi, tapestry hangings, 
carpets, snnfl^ soap, lamp-oil, sagar, and sak. Its anam- 
fihctares of tin Are moch admired.

This town has often been 
the scene of many bloody wars, and suffered much by 
l>Ombardment in 170s. It was taken in 1706, by the 
Aliies. after a very long siege ; the Austrians vaial^ at- 
tempted to take it in 1 798« after a terrible bombaircunent 
wthich lasted eij^t days.

the oostOBi-honse, the old castle, rhnrches of 8t. Bf adon 
aad Ja Madelme, the library, containing 70,000 ▼(koines, 
the two theatres, the bttrracks, the garden of plants, and 
thepromemdes, at the garden of the town-honse, at the 
coori, at the dvunp de Ma», on the boulevards, and at 
Mont Ribondet. TIte bank of the Seine presents one of 
tiie finest promenades m Europe. This ci^ is badly bnilt, 
but itt vitiation and its environs axe werj pleasant. It 
has a society for the encouragement of arts, &c., a 
bishop'* see, an academy, a mint, yshvH coins marked B 
are made, a lycenm, a public library, and mnseum, an 
exchange, a board of trade, and manafactories of to- 
bacco, china, bayonets, staffs, mercery, called nmm- 
iMrtfs, dimities^ coarse camtels, thread and worsted arti- 
cles, ^ain, striped, and embroidered linens, red cotton, 
bfamkets, cloths, like those of Elbtenf and of England, 
s(}uare druggets, fine ratteens, horae-bair, silks, cottons,

Its port, 
which is the mart for Havre, only admits vessels of «oo 
tons. Ships of laige burthen onload at Quilleboeuf. 
Rouen was the birthplace of the two Comtilles, and of 
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Fontenelle. The maid of Orieans was burnt here alive 
by tlie English in 1430, and a statne of her has lately 
been erected. A new stone bridge has been commenced, 
to form six great arches ; it length is 958 feet.

(a) MoNTREUiL SUR Mer, a strong town built on a 
bin with a castle, on the right bank of the Canche. Be- 
fore the revolution it had five or six churches, the niius 
of vdiich alone remain. lis manufacttires are linen, 
serises, cloths, black and green soap, paper, &c. ,

(b) Boulogne sur Mer, a town with a fine harbour 
at the mouth of the Liaue. This town is divided into 
Upper and Lower ; the Upper is well built, and the 
Lower is well laid out, but is built with unhewn stones of 
different sizes, irregnlarly placed : in the hitter is a beauf 
tiful hospiuL The harbour is filled by tlje sea twice in 
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tbo day, and left dry twice. Thi« barboar has been en- 
larged aqd embellished by Napoleon, to whom the town 
is indebted. for two wooden bridges; one of which is 
joined by a lock to two docks. Boulogne has a long and 
beautiful qnay. The upper part is inhabited by the 
higher classes. Towards the W. there is a beaiitiful pros- 
pect ; on a clear day, the coast of England may be seen. 
The view is still more extensive from the top of the ridge, 
M'hich separates the sea from the Upper and Lower 
Town. Next to Calais, Boulogne is the shortest and 
easiest passage from France to England ; but the wind is 
generally more contrary than at Calais. It is much fre- 
quen4;ed, and has large fisheries forsardmias and herrings. 
Its environs offer good pasturage for horses and catde. 
The manufactures are black soap, china, hosiery, cutlery, 
and oils, and it has also manufactories for refining sugar 
and salt. Near it are large mines of coal, and quarries 
of excellent stone, whence they draw most of the marble 
nsed in building the houses. It trades inhollands, brandy, 
whies, tea, silk, lares, linens^, horses, and butter. This 
town was besieged by Constanctc Chlore, pillasred by the 
Normans, and taken by Henry VIII., king of England, 
14th September, 1534. 

The town of Boulogne is thought to be very ancient. 
It was the port from which the Romans embarked when 
they invaded Britain. Here ar^ still to be seen the re- 
mains of a tower, built by them during the reign of Cali- 
gula. This place will always be celebrated as having 
been the rendezvous of the national flotilla, for the p^ur- 
pose of invading England; and by the two victories gained 
by the English, under Admiral Nelson, in 1804. Its road 
is large and handsome, as well as its harbour and docks. 
The coast is lined with batteries so formidable, that the 
Enslish'have called it the coast of iron. Boulogne has an 
agncultural society, a board of trade, a theatre, and com- 
modious hot and cold baths. The promenades are, at the 
Tour d'Ordre, at tlie valley of Oudenarde^ and on the 
ramparts.

. (c) Calais, a. small neat town ; its harbour is very 
pleasant aud lively. There is a daily communication be- 
tween this place and Dover by means of packet boats. 
This town is furnished with a good citadel, and, the har- 
bour is defended by many forts. 

The snbnrb, through which the traveller enters from 
Paris, is composed of a long and broad street, called la 
ViUe Ba5.se ; without, however, being lower than la Ville 
Haute. The latter has broad and narrow streets, and 
houses built of yellow bricks, plastered with lime or mor- 
tar. The principal objects worthy of notice are, the ep- 
trance gate, constructed in i6bs by order of Richelieu, 
the most beautiful specimen of architecture in the town ; 
the gre^ place d'armes, surrounded by line buildin|;8; 
the town-bouse, where is preserved the balloon in which 
Blanchard came from Dovei* to Calais ; the belfry belong- 
ing to the town-house, a delicate piece of architectore ; 
the house de Guise ; the barracks ; and the parish churcli^ 
iHiilt by the English, much admired for its architecture, 
as well as for its grand altar of Italian marble, oma* 
mented with 18 statues of the same material. The ram- 
parts of the town, planted with trees, form beantifiil pro- 
menades'. The mole, on the r^ht of the harbour, is 
much frequented. A similar one extends along the other 
side iqto the sea. At each end is a fort. It has manii- 
factories for hosiery and green soap, and 4 considerable 
fishery for herrings and mackerel. 

Near Calais is a column which denotes the S{>ot where 
Blanchard descended in his balloon, lliere is also a 
tablet to commemorate the landing of Louis XVIII. in 
April 1814, to take possession of the throne of his fore- 
fa thero. TMs town was besieged in 1347, by Edward I^., 
king of England. The besieged defended themselves for 
a year with the most exemplary courage ; but at length, 
becoming destitute of every thing, requested to capitu- 
late. The king consented to spare the inhabitants, on 
condition that six of the most famous should brmg him 
^Ue key* with cords round their necks, and devote theni- 
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selves for their fellow-citizens. Edward was abont to 
have tliem executed, wlicn the queen threw herself at lus 
feet, and obtained their pardon. AH the inhabitants 
Mrere driven out, but every town in France was anxious 
to receive them ; and Philippe dc Valois rewarded them 
liahdsomely. The English remained masters of this town 
from 1347 till 1558, when it was retaken by the duke de 
Guise, diiriAg the reign of Henry II. 

llie distance from Calais to Dover is seven leagues, and 
the passage is generally accomplished in three or four 
hours : it is an hour les5 than by Boulogne. The return 
from Dover to Calais is always easier and quicker, as the 
wind is more favourable. Calais was the birtli-place of 
the literary La Place. Two leagues distant may be seen 
a very beautiful bridge, called Pont sans Pareil. 

This place is celebrated for its superb inns. The most 
magnificent and mdst famous is that known by the name 
of Hotel Dessein, now kej^t by M. M. Quillac and Dn- 
plessis : it is the handsomest house in Jthe town ; and (he 
traveller will find tliere post horses, public bathis, music, 
a theatre, and a beautiful garden. The other houses arc, 
le lion d'Argent ; I'Hotel Maurice, or Messageries, an 
excellent inn, where English and French are spoken; 
I'Hotel Kingston, and PHotel du Grand Cerf. 

The mail packets sail for Dover every Monday, Wed- 
nesday, Friday, and Saturday. •*.

(d) St. Omer, an ancient and strong; town on the Aa, 
is larg^ and well-built, and ha» beautiful streets, some of 
which are a considerable breadth. It formerly con- 
tained nnm^rou^ churches and convents, many of tiiem 
curious for their architecture : particularly the superb 
clmrch of St. Berlin^ one of the richest and most cele- 
brated of the order of St. Benoit. The cathedral, which 
lias escaped the devastation^^ of Vandalism, is a Gothic 
edifice, displaying many architectural beauties ; its inte- 
n6r is ^dmired Ikn^ the wainscotting, the organ, adorned 
wiih Corinthian columns and all kinds of figures ; tlic 
marble bajustrade? aud colonnades, the chapels, lite 
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tomb of St. Omer, and th^ colossal grotesque figure 
known under the uame of Grand Dleu de Tkh'<nianne» 
Tbe churcheff of St. Sepulchre, of St. Denis, and of the 
College, are still preserved. The latter is famous for the 
two towers which ornament its front, and for its beau- 
tiful wooden roof. This town has a college, a theatre, a 
library containins; 20,o0o volumes, and promenades at 
tbe fiuibburg dn Haut Pont. 

Its manufactures consist of cloth, flannel, plushes, 
coarse woollen cloths, lawn, caJico, worsted stockings, 
tliread, goat skins, cards, glue, wbite soap, nails, leather, 
china, and paper. It has also dyehouses, and manufac- 
tories for refiuing salt and sugar. 

Fairs, Shrove-tide, and 30th Septeniher. 

Inns, L'Hotel d'Angleterre, TAncienne Poste, la 
Grande Ste. Catliarine, and I'Hotel de Dankerque. Po- 
pulation, 20,000. 

(e) HcsniN, a small, fortified, strong, and well-built 
town, is situated where tlie valleys of the Cauche and the 
Temoise meet, and is crossed by the first river, which 
fills the ditches, encircling its beautiful ramparts. It is 
surrounded by canals, meadows, orchards, gardens, and 
groves ; but the air is rendered uubealthy by the stagnant 
waters. This town was taken by Louis XIII., in 1639, 
and has since belonged to trance. The Abb^ Prevent 
was born at this place. A great deal of linen is made in 
its environs ; and it has manufactories for stockings, and 
one for cotton spinning. Population, 3,50u.

sugar. A -rery Hrge import and export trade is esnied 
m by the itdi]lhitai^s4]kf .i)onkerque : fhey tecei^ yfrom 
Spain, JMaisdy and other merchandise ; from England, 
oa^k, pefrtar, lead, leather, Virginia tobacco, and iron- 
^O^^qr ; frq^ Ireland^ bqtter, salt meat, drietfl salmon, 
wbA lefthef; fh>m Seothind, iolmon and chats; <^om 
flDl^lia, salt bqtter^ diecse^ and sjrtces; from 9e|M»aik, 
o ^ -

This town was giren op to Spain, in 1559, by tlie 
treaty of Cmtean Cambresis. It was taken by the doe 
d'Enghien ; but soon after it again fell into the handt of 
the Spanims. Ttirenne retook it in l558, after having 
«iinea the famoas battle of Dnnes. It vras given np to 
Cromwell, the same year, by Lonis XIV., who boogbt 
it again fonr years afterwards from Charles II. for aboat 
ire millions. Population, 91 ,000.

(c) liE Pont db Bbauyoisin formerly separated te 
territory of France from the dnchy of Savoy. T%e 
traveller who passes from France to Italy, by the route 
of Lyons, will discover a sensible change in the appear- 
ancei climate, and population. The mountains, woods, 
rocks, predpicea, cascades, and torrents of Savoy 
present a surprising amp deceit to those who are pleased 
by ttA frarpeetien of the horrors of natnre. The road Is 
good, safe, and id soHie places beaotiAil. The Poat 40 
Beanvoisin is situated on the Gner, whidi springs front 
the borders nf Savoy asd Dauphfaiy, and forms the boon* 
dary on this side. 

While pursuing Jiis journey, the traveller enjoys die 
prospect of a rich and fertile country, and passes throu^ 
a ^eW cultivated plaih^ cevered With all kteds o#tre«, 
vhies, sheep, and eattte. 

(d) At about three miles' distance froM I^tt d^JMa- 
voislB, is the moontaio of la ChiiiHe. lH nwtfwU mm be 
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iHceiided by a good road, the highest part of which h 
bordered by parapets, which render it safe, and afford 
tirairellers an opportanitjr of observing the depth of tfa^ 
prectpiee. 

A little farther the road mns between the rocks ; it it 
dangerons when it thaws. 

Echelles, is a village sitnated on a plain. On the 
neigbbonring heights are the ruins of some ancient 
castles, which defended the pass. At about 50o paces 
from this village, is the monntain called the Grotte, or 
fichelles. The road by which it is ascended is steep, 
bot broad, and the greater part paved. In order to 
permit carriages to pass, the rocks have been cut 
throngli for the distance of one thousand perches. This 
undertaking will immortalize the name of Charles 
Emannel, second duke of Savoy, who caused it ,to be 
done in 1670. It was afterwards improved by Buona- 
parte and is now one of the finest roads in Europe. 

On the right of the road, about three miles before 
Cham^ry, is a beautiful cascade, the perpendicular 
fall of which is calculated at i2o feet. It appears 
particularly beautiful when the sun shines. The river 
Albano, which mns to Chamb^ry, is partly formed 
ffrom the waters of this place. 

Tiie country around is very fertile, and well cnltt- 
▼ated. Large quantities of silk- worms are fed here. 

(e) Chambbry is on the right bank of the Leisse. 
Its streets are narrow and the houses dark. In the 
castle is to be seen the staircase and some frescos of 
the brothers Galliari; in the church of Annonciatioii, 
a picture of the Nativity, from a good roaster ; and in 
the square of Ans, a fountain, with a beautifal statue of 
a woman. Tlie cathedral, and the portal of the holy 
chapel, are much admired b^ connoissenrs. At the 
central library there is a very tine bas-relief, taken from 
the tomb of an ancient duke at Saint Jean de Man- 
rienne. The promenade of Yemay is beautiful. Half 
a league from the town are the sulphurous waters of 
la Doisse.

In tiie 
isnvirons ofCeneve are,-~fint, Femey^ which is at the 
distance of a league and a half; it is restored to tiie 
same family from whom Voltaire ' bought it. The apart- 
ments on the ground-floor are in the same slate as 
during his life-time. la the dioiiig4ial] of the rhateau 
is a pirtore,. representing ^kmons hocBe-wbi^piiig Fr^- 
' ron. Second, Le Saliva, 3^078 feet above the lake.

"Natural CurioaUies in the EntiroM qf Clermont. 

The Natural Bridge, — In an enclosure of this town is 
a i<pring, the water of^bich is of such a petrifying na- 
ture, that it has formed in its conrse through a garden 
a bridge or wall^ more than 340 feet long, and is or 16, 
feet high. 

Grotto'of Royai, vhich is sitnated half a leagne from 
Clermont. 

Le Pay de la Poix, or La Montagne de Poix, sitnated 
a league from Clermont, is so called from a fonntafai, 
which springs from a rock in it, and which elects wattf 
and pitch (poix.) 

Le Pay de Ddme.— The chain of roonntains of D^me is 
eight leagues in length, and runs from N. to S. ; it is 
composed of more than sixty mountains, or puys. Hie 
principal is the grand puy, which is the highest, and 
appears like a giant amon^t his children. Tnat called 
(be petit pny de d6me, is sitnated at the fbot of it, and 
is only eigbtv-fonr toises high. 

Le Mont bar, — ^The moimtains of Dor are the highest 
in Auvergne. Tliey derive their name from the small 
rivulet Dor, which rises there. The highest, called 
Mont Dor, is 1,648 toises above the level of the sea, and 
it celebrated for its vrarm waters and baths. 

The Cascade of Auvergne is formed by the rivnlet which 
is called Cascade, and which falls Into the Dordogue, 
near its source. It forms the most beautifiil, as well as 
most celebrated, cascade in Anvergne. 

Le Lac Pavin, This lake, sitnated on the top of Mont 
Dor, is one of the most delightful and most cnrions in 
France, and adds to the numerous beanties of nature 
which enricb Anvergne. 

At a short distance from Pavin is ^lecreuxde Semcffy 
a kmd of natural well. 

Le Rocher de Dereix. This rock is situated some dit- 
tance from Rochefort, S. W. of Clermont, and u balAneed 
on another rock. 
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J> Saui de kt Saule. Tliis cascade is oue of the most 
curious amongst the mountains of Auvergne. It is formed 
by the river Rne^ near the hamlet of St. Thomas.

Tlie most remarkable ob- 
jects in it are, the barracks, the hospital, tiie govemor't 
bouse, the promenades, the theatre, the library, contain- 
ing 60,000 volumes, and the cathedral, a beautiful 
Gothic edi6ce, 363 feet long and 73 broad, vrith a tower 
345 feet in height.

(a) JuLi£R8, a town on the Roer. The coUegiare 
chnrch is very elegant. The Vogelsang, formerly a mo- 
nastery, is abost iMlf an hour's walk from this place*

over the French, in 1793* 

(k) Cologne, a very ancient town on the left bank of 
the Rhine. It was founded by Marcus Agrippa, son-is* 
law of Angnstas. Its port is very convenient, and it re* 
«fives large quantities of merchandise from the North. 
The most remarkable buildings and curiosities sire, the 
cathedrid church of St. Peter ; the choir and painted 
windows have a striking appearance ; in the year 18OO 
it was made use of as a magazine; the chapter of St. 
G6r^on and its cupola ; the church of the Minorites ; 
the arsenal, and twelve bo^itais. This dty km a 
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society for the encouragement of arts, &c., a pnblic 
school and a library, in ivhidi are pvcierred tome let- 
ters of Tnrenne. The manufoctnres of Cologne are 
clotb, calico, stockings, ribands, and tobacco. It bat 
also paper and cotton nulls. The pavement of this city 
IS composed of basalt. A.t the distance of four leagnes, 
in the environs of Brabl and of Liblas, are tbe mines of 
ivjfoy knoyni under the name of terre d'itmhre, or tent 
hrune de Cologne, Cologne contains about 7,500 houses, 
and it is about three hours* walk round the town ; its 
walls are furnished with 83 towers, and with 13 gates. 
On tile right bank of the river, at Deutz, is an office 
ibr the government posting, and a good inn. The flyiiig' 
bridge, which connects Cologne and Dents, is very 
grand. 

This town is noted for the excellence of its aromatic 
and distilled water, which is known under the name of 
£an de Cologne. The best inns in this town are Saint- 
Eaprit, on the Rhine ; la Cour Imp^rmle^ in tbe town > 
«usd la Cour de Prague. Popalation, 40,000.

(rt) RiVPS, a Miiall tnarket-tOTrn situated on the Fnre, 
on the borders of one of the most dcH^htfid and romantic 
valleys in France. At this place the Fnre receives the 
Mraters of the Reaimiont, a rinilet wliich swells in 
summer and diminishes in \i inter. On the first 'river 
there arc seven forges of the manufacture of steel. It 
luis a beautiful paper-mill ; and carries on a great trade 
in linens, which bear the name of the town. In its en- 
virons are mineral waters, iron mines, and tlie chlteaa 
d'Alivete, remarkable for its situation. 

(6) Grenoble, a consid'erable town, chief place of 
the Isera. This river divides it into two unequal parts : 
the smallest, that of Ferriere and St. Laurent, enclosed 
bet^^n its riglit bank and the foot of the mountain, 
consists of .one vei;3r'long street. The other part, pro- 
perly called the town, is lar^e and welUaid out, but ill 
built. Grenoble is snrronnded by ramparts; and the 
entrance to it is over a drawbridge. It was formerly 
defended by a fort, on the cummit of. the monntain 
which overlooks the town on tlie N., from which there 
"-* <lflifflitfnl prospect. The principal Of)ject8 worthy 
of notice are, the public hospital ; the principal chnrch, 
which IS a Gothic buildinij; the arsenal, resembling a 
citadel; the fonr bathing-houses; the theatre; and the 
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paUus dc jnstice, on the Plaee St. Andr^, a Gothic edi- 
fice of delicate arciutectiire. 

The college contains an extensive library; in which 
are preserved some corions mannscripts, and the poeti- 
cal efiiisioos of tlie duke of Orleans, father of Louis XII. : 
here likewise may be seen the statues of the four most 
celebrated men that Grenoble has given birth to; the 
Chevalier Bayard, the metaphysicians Condillac and 
Mably, and the Mechanic Vaucanson. llie same house 
has a beautiful museum, a cabinet of natural history, and 
a very small one of antiquities, in which are some 
Egyptian mummies. 

Grenoble has a lyceum, a medical school, a school of 
artillery, a royal court, a botanical garden, and several 
promenades; the principal of which are, la porte de 
France *, the garden of the prefect or of tiie town, ona« 
mented with a statue of Hercules, in bronze, taken frooi 
the mi^nificeBt ch&tean belonging to the constable 
Ixsdign^res ; the glacis, and the cours de la Graille, 
which extend in a direct line from Grenoble to the 
bridge of Claix, a single arrh over the Drac, 140 feet 
wide from one abntnieot to the other, and 130 feet high. 

It has manufactories for ratafia and other lk|nors, clotlis, 
gloves, preferred for their lightness and fineness before 
those of Spain and Italy, bayonets, clocks, linens, and 
paper. In its environs are iound sapphires ; . and there 
are abo mines <Mf copper, iron, aadleaid.

'the hofrors of satare will be delighted with tbe way 
leading to this coaveat, which is al^oot nix fir screH 
laagaea distaot It afoonnds with steep mbuntaiiie, Sal* 
petaons torrents, irragnlar rocks, friahtfol preci|)to(% 
unaMose cascades, &c. At the end of the road in the 
auddle of a desert is sitnated the conveBt, which hat 
oast nore thaa a aiMlloB of asoney, and is a trntfesticatid 
atroBg bitildiDf . The front is embellished by the ijar^ 
dens of the officers of the bons«. The trav^riler any 
visity in the hiterior, the stransfers' a|>artineBtB;, tki 
spaeions callars, and the dairy, where a kind of gnrfeia 
is made^ The kitchen tables are formed of tw» pieedi 
of iMirUe. The hall of the diivpter, adorned witb pm* 
traits of all tbe gennrals of tbetitder, is tiie most wmfay 
of notice.

(c) ViziLLE, a market^ town, containing ],6oo inha* 
bitants, is situated on the banks of the Romandie, in a 
tery fertile plain, Imrrotinded by bigh monntains. It 
baa a beaatififl Gothic chAlann, wiubh wtas the fhwM»ite 
raideace of. the ooostatble lissdigudres. The jpriniCiptfl 
ol^lB worthy of attttntion in this ehl^aa are^ 'the 
atpartMenu for tbe asannflhotory of printed isalieoea,

(a) Turin, chief town of the P6, on th« river of that 
name. It has an archbishopric, and has a lycenm, an 
vniversity, and a board of trade. Its remarkable build- 
ings and curiosities are, the cathedral, the treasniy, cou- 
taMmp; many precious vases, the chapel of St Soaire« the 
finest in Turin, the ci-devant palace of the king, tlie fur- 
citnre of which Is magnificent, the castle, the theatre, 
the largest in' Italy, the church of St. Laurent, whose 
cupola is of the most beautiful kind, the buildings of the 
university and of the academy, under the porticos of 
which are ancient inscriptions and bas^relievos, the hos- 
pital deUa CkarUoy the church of Saint Croix, a beau- 
tiful rotunda, the church of Saint Philippe de Neri, the 
palace of Carignan, the square of St. Charles, perhaps 
the finest in Earope, on account of its grandeor, its 
size, and the equality of its buildings, the church of 
St. Christine, where is the fine statue of St. Theresa, 
the clief d'iBuvre of Legros, the churches of tlie Visita- 
tion and of the Conception, the church of Saint Theresa, 
the citadel, an immense building, considered one of 
the strongest in Europe, the arsenal, the church la Coo- 
sohita, much frequented on account of the statae of 
Notre Dame de Consolation ; the view of the tenace 
from the top of the church is very beantifiif ; the cfaarch 
of St. Sal va tore, it was formerly occupied by Jesuits; 
the Hotel de Ville, the church of Corpus Domha, a 
very elegant building, and the barrack near the gate of 
Sum, supposed to be the finest in Europe. Its ma- 
1"i *!?*' •«« velvets, cloths, silks, tapestry, io the 
style of the Crobelins, porcelain, gloves, of chamois 
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leatlier in much request, water of mille-flears, silk 
stockings, perfumery, &e. This town has an academy 
of the sciences, re-established in isoi.- Its collections 
and cabinets are, the musenm and gallery of pictures 
in the ci-devant palace of the kuig, the gallery of the 
archives, &c. Its promenades are, on the ramparts, 
in the public garden, on the glacis of the citadel, and 
the Corsa, where numbers of people in carriages are col- 
lected between five and seven o'clock in the evening. 
Turin has four handsome gates, the chief of which is 
that of the P6. It has no churches and chi^pels, 
and 10 squares. The streets are regularly laid out; la 
rue du Po, and la rue Neuve, are the most remarkable : 
la rue Dora Grossa is more than 500 toises.^ The streets, 
crossing at right angles, divide the town into 145 parts 
or squares. In the middle is a large stone, from which 
may be seen, at one view, the whole of these streets, 
which, like the rays of the sun, extend in every direc- 
tion from one common centre, each commanding some 
agreeable prospect. They make here excellent bread in 
the form of a rolled wafer. The environs of this place 
are, the former Vignede la Reine,' now the palace of the 
Senate 3 the mountain of the Capuchins, from which is 
a fine view of the town, including the rivers Pd and the 
Doire j the hermitage of the Camaldnles, the road to 
which is quite romantic ; the Superga, a lai^e and beau- 
tiful church, built as a memorial of the de^t sustained 
by the French in 1706 : from the top of its cupola 
may be seen the surrounding mountains of Piedmont, 
and in fine weather the whole country as far as Milan, 
The ashes of the kings of Sardinia, which escaped the 
revolutionary vandalism, are deposited in the vaults of 
thb church, its ornaments have been mutilated and 
defaced; the library has been removed to Turin; the 
ch&teau of Stapinis, the church of St. Saviour, and fa 
Venerie. 'formerly the principal country-house of the 
king* About half way on the road from Turin to la 
V6nere, is an old oak, under whose branches was heTd 
the council of war, which determined on th^ attack 6t' 
the French lines, when it was besieged by them iu 
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jyOG. Monealderi, plea&luatly sitnated btt tti4 Pd; ibd 
iit ruins of tbift aAdent town of Indostria. sik I«ag;iM 
tromTtffihbA the side of Verceil, arei^orthy ofoMe^- 
Vation.

(h) AtzHAttD^iB, chief town of Marengo, has a 
tycemn, a bishoprick, and carriei on a considerable 
trade. At this place is a building in wbidi (kin are held 
In April and October, and here luso is the palace of the 
toontde Gnilin. Between diis tOwn and Nov! is the 
Abbey del Bosco, and not fkr from thence is the nie- 
taioni[bie field of battle of Mareiigo, ivhich Hvas iboMit tt 
isoo, and which decided the late of Italy. Aeohmm 
is erected at the spot oh Which Geneval t^euaia ivs* 
lulled. Marengo is situated on the road from Tortona 
to Alexandria. There is a ferry ovei* the Tanaro tiak 
iiuM place. Its fortifications have been considerably 
augmented, and it is no# one of the Strongest towns in 
Europe.

Hie palace 
Brignoli, near the chareh of St. ^eter, Is one of the 
finest in the town. 

(d) VoLtAGGio, near to which is the Bochetta, thU 
b, the summit of the Apennines, which is difficult of ac- 
cess, and from Vhich may be seen G6nes, and the taOey 
of Polceverra. The fortress of Gavi is rOmatluible for its 
situation. 

(«) CAMPOMAkONt, situated in the valley of l^Olce- 
Terra, along which is a magnificent road, bordered %ith 
frees on each side resembling the walks of a garden, alid 
enrivened by the beauty of the country, and the ftitiltl- 
tude of the palaces by which it is adorned. Ite tHh 
Indttde leads to the suburb of 5ah l>le(»d d'Ateno, siMi- 
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«ted on the sea-shore* The homes are painted in i^ita- 
tion of patacee. 

(/) i^EMB^y a considerable town, with an university. 
Its remarkable bnildtngs and principal curiosities are, 
the church of St. Lanrent, the ton of which commands 
a view of the dty, the chnrch of the Annonciade, the 
efanrch of Carignano, the chnrch of Pliilippini of St. 
Mathien, the chapel of the family Doria, the palace 
fbrmeriy belonging to the Doge, the pahice of Doria, the 
hospital of Incurables, I'Albergo, a magnificent hospital, 
ftke former bank of St. George, the archives, the light- 
home, tiie prison, the gate and piazza of Banchi ; tlie 
streets of Balbi and the Penple, many of the houses of 
which are of polished marble, The palaces of Brignolc, 
of Pallavicinif Spinola, Balbi, Durazzo, &c., which all 
bear marks of the fiiry and horrors of war ; the chef- 
d'oniyres of the arts have nearly all disappeared. A lady 
will do well to ride, tltat she may avoid thlR insolence 
of the beggars, with which this place abounds. This 
town has a harbour capable of contHioing many vessels, 
a dock yard, a cannon foundry, powder-mills, and a large 
military hospital. 

The pnncipal promenades are, les MoUes, the terrace 
of the church of St. Laurent, the ramparts which eiiteml 
Irom the convent of the monks of St. Antoine as far 
M the light-house, the garden of Lomellino, and the 
promenade of the bridge of Carignan : these are crowded 
every evening. The chief prospects are, on the sea 
about a mile from the harbour, from the top of the tower 
of the hght-home, and from the mountain which com- 
mands Genes. 

The commerce and manufactures of this place 
- consist of velvets, particularly black, danfaskik, stnlis, 
ribands, silk stockings, wool, linen, soap, paper which 
is impenetrable to worms, and which has a pleasant scent 
when bnmt, works in ebony, pies considered the best 
in Italy, dried mushrooms, werk boxes, and artificial 
flowers. The convents of la N^ve, Rozina, St. Nicohis, 
St. Bardielemy, and Sr. Esprit, are famous for thetr 
flowers. 
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The pnbUc amusemeBls are, the opera i^ tlie two 
theatres Saint Agostino aud di Falcoue; comedy at 
the little theatre Teatrino ; parties at Villaji, particu- 
larly in the environs of Polceverra, and balls at 
Casinos. 

The roezzaro, which the ladies of G^oes wear when 
they walk out, is a veil two or three yards long. Voi- 
tures, &c., are to be procured in abluidaiice at this 
place. ThH ducats of Holland and of Cremnitz, and the 
^cn of six francs, arc the only foreign coins which pass 
here. Population, 80,000. 

The best inns are, la Croix de Malte, near the p<Mt, 
and the Hotel des Qnartres Nations. 

(g) ToRTONA, a town, at the bdttom of a small hill, 
on which was the citadel. The ebnrch of Sahit Fran-

From this town there is not only a beautiful view of the 
guff, but of the coast of Livomia, so leagues (Hstant. 

(0 Savon E, a large and fine town, with two strong 
castles. It has many fine buildmgs, bnt its liarboar is 
^most entirely choked up. It has manufiietories for 
silk and for confectionary. The environs arc well col- 
tivated, and produce lemons, bergamot, pcat^, &€.. k 
great perfection.

(o) San Rbmo, a small, neat, and pleasant town, with 
a good port. Its environs are very fertile, and prodoce 
large qaantities of oranges and citrons , and here, also, 
are plantations of palm-trees, which do not grow in any 
other part of Italy.

Its manufactures are good 
table-cloths, printed calicoes, cotton and linen handker- 
chiefs, various patterns and colours ; striped and cross- 
barred linens, coarse cotton cloths, &c. These articles 
are principally sold at Rouen, Lyons, Bordeaux, Paris, 
and Havre, for the colonies.

(/) Le Havre, a seaport town, situated at the mouth 
of the Seine. The foundation of it was begun by Louis 
Xll. io 1509; it was forti^ed by order of Francis i., 
and a citadel was built by Cardinal Richelieu at bis ex- 
pense. The safety of the harbour, its proximity to tli6 
capital, and the coramimication which the Seine affords 
with t|ie interior departments, render it one of the most 
commercial towns in France. There are few harbours 
so easy of access ; vessels can enter with almost any 
wind. This place has a manufactory of tobacco, which 
occupies 400 people in time of peace ; also manufactories 
for china, starch, vitriol, paper, cards, and kices, as 
well as sugar-houses. This town carries on a great im- 
port as well as export trade with the maritime countries 
of Eiurope, the French colonies, and the United States. 
The principal objects worthy of notice are, the docks, 
and flood-gates constructed by order of Napoleon -, the 
light-house of la Heve, the arsenals, and the library. 

The fair of St. Michael, which conunences oh the igth 
September, is held outiide the town in a field belonging 
to the military hospital. 

Jims. Le Bienvenu, Hotel de S. Francois, Hotel 
d*Angleterre, 1' Aigle d'Or, la ViHe de Havre, and I'Hotel 
delaPaix. Population, 197600. 
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The traveller might proceed from Rouen to Havre by 
the ancient road through Caudebec and Lillebonne, 
which is five leagaes shorter than the new road, bnt the 
posting is not always so well attended to. Persons who 
prefer travelling by water may go from Paris to this place 
in passage boats along the Seine. 

(g) GouRNAY, a small town at the confluence of tiie 
rivers Epte and Saint Aiibin. Every Tuesday a market 
is held here, which is the most considerable in the de- 
partment, on account of the number of tradesmen who 
come from Paris, Pontoise, St. Germain, and other 
places, to supply themselves. The receipts of this mar- 
ket are estimated at 300,000 francs eveiy week. This 
place is famous for the excellence of its butter, em, 
veal, pork, and fowls. It has a manufactory for porcenun 
and serges, and one for white soap. 

(h) Forges, a small town, celebrated for its mineral 
VTaters. It has a manufactory for cotton velvet, one 
for ribands, and two for hats. Its environs produce 
earth of a lead colour, much used in manamcturing 
crucibles, china, and earthenware. 

(i) Neufchatel, a town on the Arques, trades in 
excellent butter and cheese. Its manufactories are 
cloths, serges, and other woollen stuffs, coarse cotton 
cloths, laces, and paper. In its vicinity are several 
glass-houses, and on tlie mountains near it alum is found. 

(j) Fecamp, a small town, carries on a large trade in 
common oil, brandy, drugs, and hemp. The herring 
and cod fishery is considerable. Its manufactures are 
cloths, serges, Imens, and laces.

Cerf. Population, 7,000. 

(k) Pont Audemer, a small town on the Rflle, has 
manufa^ctories for cotton, velvet, linens, artificial flowers, 
and printed calicoes; also cotton and paper-mflls, 
and an establishment for dressing leather like that of 
England.

The sources of the river SeUlCj which spring from a 
calcareous rock surroanded by hills. 

The grottos of Loizia, in the environs of the village of 
Loizia. Tliere are four, all of which abound with sta- 
lactites, and have often afforded a retreat to unfortunate 
fugitives during civil wars. In the part of the valley 
opposite to the grottos of Loizia, are several cavities, 
some of which are ten feet deep. In the rock of Gri- 
niont, which overlooks Poligny, is an excavation of con- 
siderable extent, called Trou de la Lune, 

A natural fountain^ in the commune of Chatagna, 
canton of Orgelet, at the foot of a steep hill. 

Strdght of Tour du MHix, a anarter of a league from 
the vil^e of Tour du M^tix, formed by the road of 
St. Claude, passmg between two perpendicnlar rocks. 

The course <f the Ain ; remarkable for its numerous 
falls, and the picturesque views which ornament its 
banks. It rises at a short distance from tlit; village of 
Sirod, and becomes navigable at the Port de la Sez. In 
its course it receives the waters of the fountain of Siros, 
and those of the Soulaine, which spring- about a hundred 
feet from the Ain. 

The Langonette; remarkable for the falls of the Sene, 
particularly that near the village of Planches. 

7%e Rocks of Sirod, on the road to the village of Sirod, 
They are colossal statues, 50 or 60 fbet high, which, at* 
a distance, appear like a company of giants. 

7TI« Perpetital Torrent ; a remarkable fountain at the 
source of the Aib, whicfa aboimds with excellent trout. 
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Tki SourceM tf the JJnm and Swrrazm^ tome leagaet 
S.£. of the town of Salins. 

The ls*dko. In a forest of pines, in one of the inoaii- 
tains of Sept Moncel* tliere is a singular echo, which it 
is said fills the air with nnnierous sounds, fomiiiig a con- 
cert, when a honi is sounded.

(c) Kayserslautern, a town on the Lauter; has 
manufactories for fustians and coarse cotton cloths ; and 
here are the iron-works of Fitzcherzet. 

(d) DuRKiiBT, a neat town on the Isenach, near the 
salt-pit of Philipshalle. 

(e) Manheim, a neat town at the confluence of the 
Necker and the Rhine. The most remarkable buildings 
are, the castle, partly destroyed by the bombardment in 
1795 ; the church of la Cour, a superb building -, the 
theatre, the arsenal, the cannon-foundry, the mint, and 
the observatory, which deserves the attention of the 
cnrioos, on account of its staircase of los steps, erected 
with a great deal of skill. This town has a botanic gar- 
den, an academy of sciences, a society of German lite- 
rature, and a meteorological society. The promenades 
are, the garden of the castle, the walks on the bridges 
over the Necker and the Rhine, the parade, the ram- 
parts, and the Planken. It manufactures snuff, ribands, 
hats, linen, and cards.

(a) Marseille, pn the Mediterranean, is an ancient, 
large, and strong town, whidi owes its origin to a 
colony of Phoceains. It ift divided into Old and New 
Town. The 6r8t is constructed on tiie brow of a hieh 
lull ; the second has regular streets, and very beautind 
buildings. Marseilles, which is situated at the end of 
a gulf^ covered and defended by islands, has one of the 
largest and best harbours in the Mediterranean. Th^ 
exehancc opem* at two o'clock, and closes at half-past 
four, which is announced by the ringing of a bell and 
the baatin^ #>f a drum. The princij^ objects worthy 
♦t observation are, tiie town-house, tiie cathedral chwdi, 
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containing some paintings by Puget, the ci-devant Grands 
Cannes, the arseoal, the theatre, one of the finest in 
France ; the concert-hall, the hospital, the rope-walk. 
Saint Victor, the inferior church, the antique tombs, the 
cl<^tery the monastery, formerly belonging to the Cbar- 
treusian monks, half a league from the town ; the inscrip- 
tions and colnmn, raised in 1802, in memory of tlie as* 
sistance obtained by tlie pope daring the plague of 1720 ; 
the lazaretto, one of the finest in Europe, where the ves- 
sels perform quarantine ; ch&teau d'lf, on an island, from 
which is a fine view of the town and harbour. The streets 
of the New Town are broad and well laid out, with foot- 
pavements. The promenades are, the allies du MeiUan ; 
the course, particularly crowded with company on Sun- 
day and Friday evenings; it is a beautiful street, in 
the middle of which are two rows of trees, with stone 
seats, and on each side are uniform buildings of an 
imposing architecture ; the garden of the ci-detmnt in- 
tendance; the promenade on the quays of the harbour, 
particularly frequented at change hours. This town 
has a lycenm, a board of trade, a museum, and a mint, 
in which are made coins, wiUi the cipher M. and A. 
Marseilles has given birth to Honor^ Durf(§, author of 
A^r^e; Father Plumier, a celebrated botanist; the 
famous Puget, an architect, scnlptor, and painter; 
Massillon, Father Croiset, Dumursais, and Dulart, 
autiior of the wonders of nature. It has manufactories 
for gold and silver tissiies, silkff, printed calicoes, hats, 
caps^ glass, china, morocco, vitriol, nitre, alum, corks, 
Aoap, sulphur, and for sugar-refining in large quantities : 
coral necklaces and bracelets are made here. There 
are 54 offices for the short post. The coup-d^aU, from 
fll^ gate of Aix to the gate of Rome, is perfectly 
unique, particularly on Sundays, when the court ap- 

Eears in all its splendour. The flower and fruit mar- 
ets present, abo, every day a pleasing appearance. 
The length of the harbour of Marseilles is 580 toises, 
and its breadth 160. The appearance of the harbour is 
very sttikii^g: in tune of peace may be seen the vesseb 
and- productions of the four quarters of the globe, as 
s 3 
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well M their hriMbitantt, In difierent coMmnes. Mar- 
wUlet may be viewed from the top of Notre Dame de 
la Garde, and from the roof of the Obsenratory, where 
the harbonr, the town, the sarroonding country, and 
the sea, may be wen at a single glance. The beauty 
and purity of the climate of Marseilles is sometimes id* 
terrupted by a cold «md strong nortHrwest wind, called 
the Mwiro/ ; but, when this does not blow, the winter- 
days are like our spring. Gnats are likewise the scourge 
of thb coimtry, and can only be guarded against by 
having a curtain of gauze, called cuusiniere, made use 
of at this place. The scorpion also infests the en- 
virons, and evcin the town. The environs have a pro- 
digious number of small pleasnre^iouses, called batHdes, 
which were calculated to be 6,oop in numlier a short 
tune ago. The soil is not fertile, but it produces' wine, 
oil of olives, and fruits. During peace, Marseilles trades 
in the productions of the soutliem departments of 
France, Levant, Africa, Italy, Spain, ports of the At- 
lantic, Mediterranean, and Baltic; principal states of 
Europe, French islands in America^ and India.

' (a) AuBAONB, a town sitoated on the Veaone, in the 
environs of which some remains of antiquity are to be 
leen. It trades in wine and earthenware. 

(6^) Lb Bbauibet, a market-town^ in the environs of 
wnidi large quantities of olives are gathered. It has 
dye-houses, glass-houses, and manuiactoriesfor cloths and 
Unens. 

(c) Toulon, m the Mediterranean, an ancient, rich, 
and considerable town. Its barbour is one of the largest 
and best in Europe. It is divided into two, the Old and 
the New Harbour, connected by a canal ^. both open 
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iDto a road ibr Mp^y which is eovered and defended 
by cashes and batteries. The New Harboor, con- 
structed by Louis XIV., has a magnificent arsens^ 
where there is every thing necessary for the building 
and fitting out vessels. The principal objects worthy 
of notice afe, the marine arsenal, the tiipber-yards, iron- 
works, rope-walks, mast-houses, sail-manofactory, the 
grand majsazine of arms, which was partly destroyed 
when the English evacuated it, but it has been rebuilt 
since ; tiiedock of M. Orognard, 300 feet long, and 106 
broad, particularly adapted for building and refitting 
ships; U champ de bataUle, a large and superb place, 
surrounded by a double -row of poplars and aspin trees; 
the town-house, on the beautiral quay Marchand; the 
arsenal for the land troops, the lazaretto, the H-dt^Nmi 
cathedra], from the steeple of which is a fine prospect. 
The balcony of the towQ-house is supported by two 
colossal caricature figures, by the celebrated Puget,* 
who, it is said, having been injured by tlie two consuls, 
represented them with so much fidelity on the stone, 
that the whole towu recognised them. Toulon has a 
maritime prefect, a school of navigation, and a board 
of trade. The trade in this place consists of Muscadel 
and Malaga wine, brand}?, oil, capers, figs, raisms, 
almonds, and other excellent fruit Its manufiictoiei 
are, soap, fine cloths, silk stufis, caps, and glass. Popa- 
lation, 35,500. ^

In the environs Of Toulon is Hyeres, a small town 
a league from tlie -sea, opposite to the islands of that 
name, celebrated for the beauty and mildness of ifi 
cRmate, which is mucii recommended to yaletudifui- 
rians; at this place are woods of orange-trees, lemdh- 
trees, citrim-trees, and pomegranates, growing in die 
dpen air ; and the salt^rocks have a spark^g appeai^ince 
on the sea-shore. Notwithstandhig all these advantages, 
this place is uninhabitable during the hot season, on aci 
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count of the luanhef in its environs, which render the 
air unwholesome. Near to the chapel of Notre Danic 
de Consolation, on a hill, is a .fine prospect of tiie sea, 
and of a country wortliy the pencil of a great master. 
Popnlation, 7,000.

(a) Worms, an ancient town, whose Gothic towers 
liaTe an elegant appearance at a distance* At this pbce 
is the room in which Lother made his profession of faith, 
and here are several Uoman antiquities. The cathedral 
was built in tlie twelfth century. The road from Oppen- 
heim to Worms is very aitreeable, and bordered by the 
celebrated vineyards if Niercnstem and of Under-lieben- 
franen-Milch. 

(6) Oppenbeim, a town on the Rhine, noted tor the 
excellence of its wines. The devastations of Melac, 
under Lonis XIV., may still be traced at this place ; 
aiid near here Gustavus Adelphiis, of Sweden, passed 
the Rhine, and conquered the Spaniard*. In a wood. 
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OH tbe other side of the Rhine^ is an obelisk erected to 
eonuDemorate it. 
(c) Maykmcb, at tbe confluence of the Rhine and 
, Mayn. The remarkable buildings and tbe principal 
cariosities fare, the street Grand Grosse Blecbe, tbe 
palace of tiie prefect, formerly that of Stadion ; la place 
Verte, la Place da March^, ^here is to be seen the 
celebrated cathedral, with its ruined towers ; the 
church of the Aagastins, the church of St. Pierre, 
the square of la Libert^, formerly of the Cbateao. 
Mayence has an episcopal see, a board of trade, an 
academy, and a lyceum. After passing the Rhine, over < 
the bridge of boats at Mayence, one is surprised by the 
most magnificent sight that can be imagined. This 
rapid river, which receives the waters of the Mayn, and 
which is at this place i,400 feet wide, crosses a plain, 
bounded by the horizon, and appears to blend itself 
with the azure sky.. Lower down, high monntains 
oppose its course, and it turns to the west, after having 
watered Bale ; towards the north it forms some pleasant 
islands. These hills are covered with villages, and the 
environs form an amphitheatre, named the Rhintgan, 
which may be considered as the throne of the German 
Bacchus. The Rhine always preserves, through its long 
course, the beautiful green, for which its waters are 
remarkable in Swisserland, and which visibly distin- 
guishes them from those of the Mayn. Hocheim is a 
email town on the German bank, opposite Mayence, and 
not far from Cassel ; has a good inn, TOurs Noir. The 
wine called Hock comes from this place. In a prodac" 
tive season, a butt, containing 600 pints, sells from 900 
to 1,000 florins. Its trade consists in snuff, vdne from 
the Rhine and Moselle, and hams, called Mayence bams, 
which are excellent. Persons travelling from here to 
Paris, should go by the route of Coblentz and Treves, 
that they may avoid the bad roads, &c., of Durckhdm, 
and liantem. They may go to Coblentz either by 
water, on the Rhine, or by the new road made along its 
bank. Fi:om Coblentz to Treves is only aboift twelve 
German miles; bntthey must sle^ between theie two 
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toikritt at the baths of Bertliebj not fiir from the tillage 
of Lazerath. Populationi 23,ooo.

(e) Beccarach, atowii on the banks of the Rhine.

(a) Pont Saint Esprit, a town on the right bank of 
the Rh6De, over which there is a bridge, remarkable as 
the only one of stone between this place and the mouth, 
the o^ers being of boats. This bridge, the passage of 
which is denied to loaded carriages, was commenced in 
1905, and built from the produce oi offerings which 
were made then at a small oratory dedicated to Saint 
Esprit* It is 420 toises in length, and is composed of 
96 arches. This place trades in wine, oil, and silk.

river gold-dust is found. It has silk-mills, manufac- 
tories of serges, ferrets, and artificial flowers, a very 
beautiful square, and a dock.

(c) NiMEs, chief place of Gard, an ancient, large, 
and flourishing town, situated in a deUgbtfiil and fertile

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pliiik It is probable that it was ftmnded, as wei a» 
Mareeilley by the Pbocians of loma. ^ Some imeriptwiia, 
fuund among the ruins of ancient bmlding;s, prove, that 
the Romans had sent colonies here, that it had been 
governed by consols and decemvirs, and had, like Rome, 
ediles, a senate, decurions, and a qnestor. There are 
several nionouients of antianity, the principal of which 
is the amphitheatre, one or the finest in the world. It 
is of an elliptical form ; its greatest breadth is 67 toises 
three feet, and its least 58 toises five feet ; tlie whole is 
built of stone. There are remains of the tower of Magne , 
IS toises in height, which was built of free-stone, in the 
Ibrm of a septagon. 

Hie beautiful fonntt^n, which had been destroyed in 
the barbarous ages, has been re-established, and mag- 
nificently decorated. The building, called la Maison 
C«T^, on account ot its form, is a superb Roman anti- 
<|uity, supposed to have been a Corinthian temple, erected 
in honour of Cains and Lucins, the sons of Airrippa. 
Nimes has also some fine modern buildingf, a lyceum, 
called tlie hfe^ du Gard, a cabinet of natural history 
and of antiques, a public library, a royal court, an 
exchange, an academy, beautiful promenades, and a 
theatre. Tlie manufactures of this place are, silks of 
various kinds, silk and cotton-coloured handkerchiefs, 
in imitation of those of Madras, woollen stufis and sflk 
stockings, particularly clieap. It has dye-houses knd ma- 
nufactories for coarse cottons, and trades in muslins, 
wines, brandies, drugs, and spices. 

The FmuUain qf Nimis. This fountain has always been 
celebrated. The Romans bemg struck with its beauty, 
bailt a magnificent temple on its borders ; the remains 
of which may still be seen in its environs. Its source is 
situated in one of the calcareous hills which mirronnd 
Nimes. Its diameter is 19 toises, and its depth nearlv 
tour. The water issues from its centre, and often with' 
considerable ebullition ; a calcareous gravel covets tlie 
bottom of it, and its banks are adorned with nnmet ons 
pl^ts. The chain of hills in vrhich it is situated abotmds 
with grouos and cavities^ which extend more than sU 
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milety and comimmiaite witii each other. Afitt liMg 
rains the fountain increafles, and in a few hours becomes 
a riyer of ^considerable size. 

About four leagues north of Nimes is the Pont du 
Gardf whicth was built by a Roman colony, to convey 
water from one mountain to anotlier. ThM aqueduct is 
174 feet hi|>h, and 7^8 long, and is composed of three 
rows of arches, one above another; the lower row is 
three arches, the middle row eleven arches, and the 
upper row thirty-tive.

The canal of this town, which is 
connected with the Rhone, the Mediterranean, and the 
canal of tlie two seas, renders the town very conmiercia]. 
The mercliandise of Upper Langnedoc and Bordeaux 
are brought herein exchange for tUat of the northern pai t 
of France.

(e) MoNTPELLiKR, a city near the river Lez, on the 
Merdanson, which crosses it by several subterranean 
canals. This place is not very ancient; in the tenth 
century it was only a small village ; it wa» increased 
from the niius of Maguelone, the bishopriek of which 
was transferred here. Its remarkable buildings i^nd ca- 
riosities are, tlie church of St. Pierre, the exchange, the 
citadel, the scJiool of medicine, the palace, formerly 
belonging to the archbishop, the hall of anatomy, and 
the anatomical figures, in wax, of the celebrated Fontana, 
the govemmen^hou8e, the theatre, the concert hall, the 
place de Peyroo, , the aqueduct, and the 6ne harbour, 
wboice may be seen, in a clear day, on the left, tht 
Mer'terranean sea, and on the right, the monntaiat 
of Roiissillou, as well as the Pyrenees. Amongst the 
literary and useful establishments are, the college of 
pby»icians» iu considerable repute,' the French lyceunt, 
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the obwrratory, the itistitnte, or aAenfleam^ the ma* 
semn, and the botaoic garden, in which is interrod 
Narcissa, the danghter of the celebrated Dr. Yooog, 
to whom a monument has been erected. The ^rden 
of pkmts was the first of the kind estabhshed in Europe. 
The articles of trade and mannfactnres are wines, the 
prmcipal produce of the country, brandy, oil of yitriol, 
wool, blankets, linen and cotton handkerchiefs, coarse 
oottons. flannels, liqnenrs, which is the most important 
part of their trade, scents, and perfumes. The best 
pomatum in France is to be procured at this place, and 
' at Grasse, in Provence. Great quantities of verdigris 
are made here, about 9,000 quintals per year. 

A variety of cypress trees, known under the appel- 
lation of arbre de mtntpeUier, gave flailie to this place. 
There is still to be se^ a very fine tree of this kind at 
the mas de Limafon, In the language -o^ the country, 
mas signifies a country house. The mas de Montserrier, 
Laverune, la Piscine, 9nd le Clos, are very agreeably 
' situated, though verdure is rarely seen, and soon loses 
its freshness ; but the roads are bordered with jessa-' 
mines and pomegraliates. At Montpellier, 'tiie almood 
tree is called Uie tree qf folly because it blossoms 
too soon ; and the jujub tree, the tr^ebf 'itisSom, because 
it only blossoms when the weather is wUrm.^ The climate 
of this place is extremely- mild and' tetnperate. The 
autumn is paiticularly beautiful^ but the variation of 
tlie weather occasions mailiy 'rheumatic disorders, and 
strangers should not change their dress too hastily. 
La bise and U marin, "or the winds from the north-east, 
and from the sea, affect the nerves very much. The 
marin spreads a dampness, which extends even to the 
beds, in such a degree, that it is necessary to warm 
them. Near Montpellier is found that singuLir insect 
called the Mason spider, which it is said is to be seen at 
no other place. Invalids who have visited this place, 
give rather an unfavourable description of its boasted 
advantages, indeed the variation of the weather is too 
ftequent to ensure a speedy restoraticm to health. The 
necessanes of life m^y be procured on very moderate 
terms here, and fruit is cheap and plentiful, the wine of 
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Provence k mbo veiy cheap, bat all other wines are 
quite as dear^as hi Paris. The town itself is not fii?oor- 
able for pedestrians, the streets l»eing narrow and badly 
paved. The rioeyards present a very pleasing and novel 
appearance to strangers, the grape vines grow in the 
style of onr gooseberry trees, and not much higher, the 
stem is sufficiently strong to bear the weiglit of the firait 
without any other support. They are carefiilW dressed 
at stated periods, and prodace great abundance for all the 
purposes required by the inhabitants. Pop. 33,000.

The following places in the environs, are wortiiy~of 
observation: the mineral waters of Balamc, to the 
south of Montpellier; the island of Maguelone, in 
the deserted and ruined cathedral of which, is shown 
the tomb of Pierre de Provence, of the beautiAil 
Maguelone, and of their child ; the port of Cette, five 
leagues from Montpellier, the road to which leads 
^ through a delightful country ; and Frontignan, renowned 
' for its muscadel wines ; near it is the hermitage, ft'om 
which is a fine view. The situation of Cette presents a 
coup d'oeil extremely picturesque. France is indebted 
to the celebrated Vemet for a picture of it, engravings 
of which are to be found every yvhere. In the months 
of January and February the harbour is crowded with 
vessels. The tower of the pilots, from which there is a 
fine view of the sea, the great bridge, and the citadel, 
are worthy the attention of the stranger. Price of a 
voitore to Cette, including the return, is twenty*four 
livres, and six to the coachman. 

Diligences pass every day from Montpellier to Cette, 
three livres each place. At Cette begins the canal of th« 
South, or Qf Laiiguedoc. By this canal, and the 
Garoni^e, merchandise is cAnveyed as for as Bordeaux ; 
and by the Rhone, the Saone, and the canal of Briare, 
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to Pm. Set No. ii. Cette has rait works prodBcoig 
exceUent rait.

Oangesy ten leagoes N. N. W. of Montpellier, teerits 
the traveUer's attentioiiy on accoont of its mannfiMtd^ 
for silk stockings. The Banme des DeaioiseUcs is a ca- 
rtoas grotto, tlu«e-ibarths of a league from Ganges, nea- 
St Baosile, in a wood, which surmounts the rock of 
Thaurac. It is twenty feet in diameter, and thirty 
deep. The entrance is corered with trees, plants^ and 
vines. The descent is difficult and dangerous.

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year from thin place to the Freoch coloiiiei. It km 
many institotioiii for the encoDragement of the arts and 
sciences, inch as the public library, the royal college, 
a mCkieaoi, a cabinet of natnral history, tlie school of 
anatomy and surgery, the society of agriculture, of com- 
merce, and of arts, the garden of plants, the school of 
hydrography, &c. There is a rope manufactory, which, 
employs about ],900 persons. The principal objects 
worthy of notice are, the cathedral, the townhouse, the 
pahce of the prefect, the theatre, the ^exchange, the 
hall, the column 70 feet high, and the promenades.. 
The castle is large : the diflferent (juarters of the town 
are connected together by twelve bndges, most of which 
are liandsome. 

This place has fonr considerable faubourgs, as wdl 
peopled as tlie town; that of la Fosse, which is the 
richest and largest, is inhabited by the most opnlent 
merchants. From the quay is a magnificent view of 
the Loire, which is covered with vesseb of every descrip- 
tion, and interspersed with numerous small islands. On 
its banks are several public promenades ; amongst which, 
the Cour d^ Etats is particnUrly distinguished. ' The 
scenery around is very extensive, and high^ picturesque. 
It was at Nantes that Henry IV. promulgated the 
famous edict in favour of the Protestants, the repeal of 
which, by Louis XIV., was so detrhnental to the com- 
merce and popnhition of Prance. It has manofactories 
of printe^d calicoes, cottons^ dimities, ticking, serges, 
blankets, linens, leather, iron instruments, liqueurs, 
china, white wax, and glass bottles ; it has also a cotton- 
mill and sngar^ouses. Nantes produces coals and wood, 
and exports to different foreign countries the prodoc* 
tiona of^France. It trades with India, Africa, and the 
American colonies, and carries on the cod fisiieiy at 
Newfoundland and Cape Breton. Merchant vessels of 
l/HK) tons, corvettes, and other ships of war, are built at 
tms phice. Population, 75,060.

Indret, two leagues W. of Nantes, is the timber ma- 
gazine of the government. In the island of Indret it 
one of the most beautiful cannon foundries in Europe ; 
and opposite the island, on the coasts of Basse ludre, 
frigates and vessels of an inferior descriptioB are built 
for government. 

In the environs of Nantes, the traveller should visit 
tlie Plauteau de la Salle Verte^ a name given to a block of 
granite, which contauis. the foetid quartz. This stone 
is grey, and almost transparent, and when rubbed, emi^ 
a disagreeable smell ; if warmed in the fire, it loses its 
teent, becohoes white, and increases in weight.

(a) Narbonnb, a town situated on a cana1» which the 
Romans made from the river Aude to the sea, near to 
fbe lake of la Konbine, which once formed a harboar, 
bat which has been a long time useless, iu consequence 
of the withdrawing of tlie sea. In this town may be 
seen Uie remains of several Roman boildings, and in the 
cathedral is the decayed tomb of Philippe le Hardi. 
Narbonue contains more antique inscriptions than any 
other town of the Ganls. The nave or organ of the 
cathedral, and the promenade, are worthy of notice, 
[t trades in corn, and in its environs are procnred large 
quantities of olives, and excellent honey, known under 
the name of > mile de Narhomne. It has manufactories for 
cloths, strong leather, and hosiery. Between Narbonne 
and Beziers, on the road to MontpelUer, the road is 
cut through to the extent of iso toises, to give a pas«' 
sage to the canal of Languedoc* The effect produced 
by such an extraordinary work is sublime. Numerons 
steps at each end, enable the traveller to examine it widi 
great attention. This town has a board of tn^e, and 
produces wine, oil, brandy, spirits of- wine, yercUgris, 
and silk. Population, 9,086.

(«) Frejds, a small town on the Reyran. Remtuns' 
of its ancient spleodonr are still to be seen ; an arch of 
a Roman gate, bnilt bjr Julias Ctesar, and the rntns of 
an aqneduct, of an antique temple, of an amphitheatre, 
and of a pharos, &c. It trades in leather and soap, and 
was the birtb-pfaice of Agricola, father-in-law of the Em- 
peror Tacitus. It was at Fr^jns that Rnonaparte^ 
landed on his return from Egypt, and at Cannes, near 
this place, when he returaed from Elba. Amethysts 
ciystals, and red and white jaspers, are found in its 
vicinity. 

{b) Antibes, a town with a small harbour on the Me- 
diterranean. From the western bulwark is a very pretty 
Tiew of tlie town, the sea, £cc. At this place are the 
remains of a Roman theatre, and a great number of 
orange trees are grown here. The history of the man in 
an iron mask, has given celebrity to the chateau de 
Sainte Marguerite, a small island in the neighbourhood of 
Antibes. Along the sea-coast are charming promenades. 
This town distinguished itself in 1815, by shutting its 
gates against Buonaparte. It trades in salt fish, excellent 
fruit, and oil of olives. 

(c) Nice, on the Mediterranean, has an harbour de- 
fended by a castle, which is built on a steep rock. The 
principal objects of curiosity are, the church of Santa 
Reparata, the ascent to the rampart, the ruins and anti- 
quities of Cimier, Cemenalium, at the distance of three- ^ 
fourths of a league on a fine liill ; the ruins of a temple, 
not for from the hastide of Ferreri, and of ttie 
abbey of Saint Pont; the harbour of Villefranche, 
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Mf a kairtte from Nice, tbe road for sliips is one of tHe 
tioett in Europe, soo vessels ran anchor in it ; the light- 
boose, anci the fort of Montalben. lu tlie environs of 
Kice, are three soap manufactories, one silk-oaill, ten 
cotton mills, one manufactory of tobacco, two of paper, 
and 100 oil-mills. 

The promenades of this town are, the terrace on the 
saa-shore, whence in a clear day the mountains of Corsica 
may be seen ; the promenade of plive trees, the baUidet 
or small country-honses, painted different colours, which 
cover the hills ; the road to Var is also a favonrite walk, 
either on account of the prospects which it commands, 
or the pleasure of walking through a delightful fbreMt, 
which extends from Var to within a league of Nice. The 
climate of Nice is considered preferable to that of Mont- 
pelher, for the restoration of health, notwithstanding the 
Doasted qualities of the latter. Popnlation, 18,475.

Rochelle has an epis- 
copal see, a board of trade, a mint, a theatre, an ex- 
chaage^ and an agricnltoral society. The islands of

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OleroD* R^, Aix, Bronaiites, and Marenne, may be s^ 
from the promenade da Mail at a singrle view. At Ro- 
efaelle may be seen the remains of the fiimon* mole made 
under the direction of Richelieu. The taking of Ro- 
cfaelle, in 1698, cost upwards of thirty mitlions. The 
mall is advantazeonsly sitoated. The inhabitants <^ 
tiie Isle of R4, three leajnies from Roehelle, are famous 
for making a very pleasant liqnor, caW^.anisette. From 
the top of the tower of Baleiue is a prospect which ex- 
tends eight or ten leagne^. A number of lights reflected 
in a glau dome, form, during the nierht, a globe of fire, 
which serves as a lighthouse. This town has glass- 
bouses and maDufactories for refining sugar, and for 
making china. The Place d'Amie^ is used as a pro- 
menade.

The inhabitants trade in ex- 
cellent bntter and cheese, which takes its name from 
Oerardmer, a village three leagues distant, where it is 
made.

Curiosities in the department qf Jrdiche. These are na- 
merons, and' deserve the traveller's attention ; the follow- 
ing are the principal. 

The rocks qf Rooms', Ruoms is a market-town, four 
and a half leagues from Barjac, on the left bank of the 
Ard^che, in tlie Vivarais. In its environs is an enormouft 
mass of rocks, of all sizes and all shapes, heaped together 
in the greatest disorder ; whilst at a short distance may' 
be seen nomeroos other rocks, remarkable for their re- 
gular form and disposition. , 

The fall qf the Ardiche. The Arddche is the principal 
river which falls into the Rhone. It is formed by thirty- 
tix. rivulejts, which unite in. the Vivarais. Most of 
them form cascades in falling from the mountains ; but 
they are all surpassed in beauty by the fall of the Ard^che, 
which descends perpendicularly a height of twenty 
toises from a lofty rock. The traveller may proceed 
without danger between the rock and the column of 
water. 

T?ie bridge of Arc, In order to form an idea of this 
wonder of nature, one must conceive two lofty moun- 
tains, one on the right, the other on the left bank of the 
Ardeche ; ihe&e constitute the foundation for a natural 
bridge, formed of a single rock which is ninety feet 
^bove t)ie level of the river. Its breadth is one hundred 
and sixty-three feet* . ' ; 
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Tkt grMH qfV^hny abounding with stalactites of vatioBS 



The fuff^the Gouky situated in a valley of the i 
tains of Us^ge. The surrounding mountains^ which form 
the basin of the Goule, are seven or eight leagues in cir- 
cnmference : the most elevated is fifty toises above the 
giiir into which the waters fall, and abont one hundred 
and seventeen above the level of the Ard^che. After 
formin^r nnmeroas cataracts, the waters of the Gonle 
issue through several subterranean canals near the bric^ 
of Arc, and fall into the Arddche. . 

Tke crater of St. Leger. The mountain of St. Leger 
forms part Of a chain which was formerly volcanic. The 
crater of St. Leger is a circular enclosure, formed by 
granitic rocks, disposed in the shape of an amphitheatre: 
the interior consists of cultivated plains, and sheets of 
warm and cold mineral waters. 

The mountain Tunurgues, which is separated from the 

Mediterranean by large valleys. The Loire and the 

Borne flow through these valleys, forming nnmerons 

.frightful precipices, one of which is called. Precipice <fti 

hout du Monde.

mandy, embarked for England. This town was often 
taken and retaken, in the wars between the English and 
French, from the reign of Philip till 1195. In 1^4. it 
was entirely destroyed by the bombardment Or the 
English and Dutth : but was afterwards rebuilt by 
Louis XIV. It was the bhih-place of the celebrated 
admiral Doque^ne, of Martini^e, a geographer, and of 
Pacqnet, a physician.

(*) Sarrebourg, a town on the Sarre, which be- 
comes naviy^able for boats at this place. This town 
carries on a. large trade in wool, and has manufactories 
for linen, for china qf every description , particularly 
that known under the name of mdntffacture de NidervU- 
Un, and it has also several glasshouses. The paper made 
at the manufactory of Abervilters is considered to be very 
good. 

(c) Stkasboubg, an ancient, large, handsome, «i4 
strong town, agreeably situated on the river W, -wldek 
runs through it, half a leaj^e before it falls into the 
Rhine. Its remarkable buildings and principal cnfioii* 
ties are, the cathedral, or the Mnnster, whose Gothitt 
architectnre is admired by connoisseurs ; its tower is 
549 feet high, and is ascended by 635 steps ; it is only 
surpassed in height by the large pyramid of Egypt; 
from the top of it is a ^e prospect ; the cirarcli odled 
the Mitre, on one of the towers of which is a tel^ri^ 
which communicates with Paris ; the chnrch of Sahit 
Thomas, where is to be seen the mausoleom of raanhal 
Saxe, the chif-d^eeuvre of Pigale, ^nd the tombstone of 
Schcepflin ; the arsenal and cannon foundry, the imperial 
palace, the public magazine, the foundling hospital, the 
citizensC hospital, tlie observatory, the ancient town , 
bouse, the citadel, built in the form of a pentagon, by 
marshal Vauban, in* j682 ; the monuments of generals 
Desraix and Kleber, the great and little bridge, and 
the imperial bridge of the Rhine. Strasbourg has two 
telegraphs, one communicating with Paris, the other 
with B4le. Its manufactures consist of gold articles, 
excelleot liqaeui-s, masical instruments, cloflis, blankets, 
fustians, cottons, linens, table-cloths, tapestry de Ber- 
game, knit stockings, works in imitation of enamel, pa- 
per, caifds, fur skins, saffron, bayonets, sack and sail- 
cioui, chma, brazienr, cordage, chamois leather, and 
ironmongery. Two fain are liold at Strasbourg, and it 
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w ffunonsibr seedS) tobaccto*, potherbs, and onions. Tb» 
public amnscments are, the Frencb comedy, the German 
comedy, aud the concert hall. The collections and cabi- 
nets are, the library of the protestant academy, held at 
the mew temple^ ^which is opened' on Tnesdayir, llnirs- 
days, and Saturdays, the nmseum of antiquities of ScboBpii 
flin ; two others of physic and natural history, being the ' 
collections of the professors Ehrmann and Herman ; and 
0ne of mechanism. The literary and useful institutions 
are, the protestant academy, the lycenm of the d^art- 
men^ the school of medicme, the former school of sur- 
gery, Uie free school, the school in the grand military 
hospital, the board of trade, the society of arts and 
sciences, the anatomical amphitheatre, the botanical 
garden, which is. enriched by many plants from' the gar* 
dtnsof ObeibrooB and Bouxweiler, formerly belonging 
to the princes v of Hohenlohe ami Darmstadt; and the 
observatory. The promenades are, le Broglie in the 
town, the island of Robert or Ruprechtsan, at a little 
distance from the town, the plain of Hohenliuden, for- 
merly Contades^andthe environ« of the csnal of Brusche. 
This place, formerly an imperial town, surrendered by 
capitulation to Louis XIY. in 168 1 : it has seven ^ate»» 
Its streeta are handsome) and most of its houses well 
bniltL There are several wooden bridges over the 111. 
The ffreat street, that of the fisbdnarket, and that of the 
shambles, are broad and well laid out. The fish caught 
in the Rhine, the 111, and the Brusche, are, sturgeon, 
sometimes weigiang 30e pounds, salmon, shadfish of a 
^e flavour,. Ia«ipl>ey8, the beautiful, crawfish of the lU, 
and'tiie- troats and graylings of the Bmsche. TTiis town 
is a. bishop's see. In its environs is K'ehl, which was 
fonnaf ly fortified, and which had a bridge, but was rased 
to the ground in I601.

— Many 
inscriptions have been discovered here, the greater part 
made under the reign of Gordien III. It has tan-yards, and 
manufactories for coarse cottons, shalloons, serges, and 
cloth. From the bastion (one of its squares) there is a 
delightful prospect; in tlie foreground are rich pas- 
turages, through which winds the river Gers ; their ex« 
tent is limited by a beantifiil forest, above which rise 
nnmerous charming hills covered with vineyards, bouses, 
towns, and villages ; ui tlie distance, the view is bounded 
by the tops of the Pyrenees, whose majestic appearance 
seems to unite heaven and earth.

(a) S41KT Remy. This small town is well sitoated, 
and has a promenade, in tfte form of a hoahr9rd, wbicb 
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aurroiiiids it. It Is the birth-place of the celebrated 
astrologer NostracUmus, and of the abb^ Expilly, a 
geographer. 

Near St. Remy may be seen a Roman monnment. 
This carioos vestige of antiquity consists of a triumphal 
arch, and a maosoleniB, situated on a ridge a quarter of 
a league south of the town ; there is a good road to 
them. 

The first is a single arch, on each side of. which 
are two fluted columns, with groups of figures represent- 
ing captives. This monument has been covered witli 
stonewofk, in order to preserve it. 

The mausoleum, placed in the middle of the triumpha^ 
arch, is the best preserved antiquity, and is likewise one' 
of the finejst specimens of the kind either in France or 
Italy. Three parts, placed one above another, compose 
ity and it is fifty feet high above the square base, com- 
posed of large freestones, on which it is erected. 

The first part is square, like the base on which it 
rests, but rather smaller, and ornamented on each side 
with a relievo, the figures of which are as large as life ; 
on the nortli side is a combat of cavalry ; on the west, 
a combat of infantry, on the south, a field of battle 
after an action j and on the east^ the triumph of the con- 
querors. 

The second part is composed of a square building, a 
little smaller than the first, on each side of which are 
arches. Four fluted columns, with Corinthian chapiters, 
occnpy the four comers of it. 

The third part is a rotunda, composed of ten fluted 
Corinthian columns, resting on a round base, |md sup- 
porting a circular entablature, on which is a small cu- 
pola of a parabolic form. . 

It is supposed that a town once stood near this monu- 
ment, as coins, urns, medals, and engraved stones, are 
often dug up in the vicinity. 

The cabinet of M. Lagoy, one of the most respectable 
inhabitants of St. Remy, is worthy of observation, on 
account of its rich collection nf drawinp, some of which 
»» driginalf by Raphael and Michael Angelo. 
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(k) Tar A ICON, a town, remadcable for its tataatiw 
on the left bank of the Rlione, ^posite to the town of 
Beaticaire, and for its ancient chateau, formerly the re* 
sideoce of the Coants de Provence: it b commoaiy 
caUed the CMteau da Roi Ren^. This cbitean is m 
very i^ood preservation ; and althongh transformed into 
a prison, is one of the principal ornaments of the town. 
It is built of freestone, fortified in the Gothic style, and 
8«rmounted by a platform, form which diere is a beaoti- 
ful view of the Rhone. In the church of Sainte Bfartjhe 
is the beautiful qiarble tomb of this saint, who is repre- 
sented sleeping. In this church, Ukewise, is a grotesque 
&^e of a drai^on, called la I'arasqne. In its enviroos are 
jnroduced wioes, com, brandy, silk, &c. ; and it has ma- 
nufactories for starch, woollen stofl^, which have a food 
sale, caps, and serges. At this place is a house caUed 
hf Reclouhs, in which more tluui two hundred people 
reside, who are employed in constructing boats for the 
conveyance of salt from Provence to Lyonnais. Po- 
pulation, 12,000. 

Three leagues from Tarascon, on the lefl bank of 
t^ie Rhone, is the town of Arlbs, which well deserves a 
visit from tlie traveller who is fond of antiquities, al- 
though its narrow deserted streets, and old iU-boilt 
houses, are far from denoting its ancient splendour. It 
\va8 the residence of a Roman prefect, and the metro- 
poIiB of the Gauls. The church of St. Honordt, the 
tpwn-hoose, the archbishop's house, the convent of 
Mis^ricorde, and several private houses, have a great 
number of inscriptions, relievos, fragmenti, columns, 3cc. 

The best preserved monuments of antihquity are, ist. 
an amphitheatre, the steps of which arc destroyed, and 
the arena filled with rubbish.~2d. In the garden of Mi- 
s^ricorde, the remains of a theatre, consisting of two 
columns of veined marble, and five arches, two of which 
only are entire ; the other three have been formed into 
what is called tlie Tour de JSo^knd.— 3d. In the abbey 
of St Suaire, the remains of a considerable bnildhif, 
oomisting of fragments of cohimns and comkes, and a 
heautifiil Mosaic pavement.<^4th. In private honsot «■ 
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VB4 tMmks of the Rhone, iiear Si Jean, are columns of 
^mifrte and -white marble, large stones, and leaden pipes, 
sopposed t© be the ruins of tbe palace of Constantine. — 
Stfa. An obelisk df ancient granite, which ornaments the 
sanare of the to??n-honse, the only monument of the 
kmd in France. It was a single piece, but was broken 
Into two by a faH ; it is about 50 f^et high, and 5 in dia- 
meter at the base. 

Tike town-hous^ is a beautiful modern building, con- 
structed from the designs of Mansard: the porch is 
grand, and its roof \s much admired. Under the por- 
ticos of this porch, and on the landing-places of the stair- 
case, are the different specimens of antiquity preserved 
in tliis honse. There is a mile-stone with a trunk oh it, 
which fbrmerly marked the first mile from Aries to 
Marseille, and a copy in plaster of the Venus found iii 
tills tOwn in i684, and Which was given by the inlia- 
Wtants to Louis XI V. The original was restored by Gi- 
rardon, placed in the gallery of Versailles, and after- 
wards removed to the museum of the Louvre, under the 
name of Venus d* Aries, 

In a' field near the town, called the Champs Elys^es, 
may be seen a great number of tombs, sarcophagusesy 
and- inscriptions. The cathedral is a Gothic edifice, 
<he portal of which is crowded with statues and sculp- 
tures. 

Aries is fahions for its sausages, and it trades in comj 
wftie, oil, and all sorts of fruit. It was the iiirth-plac^ 
of Morandj and Patrat, dramatic autiiors ; of Balef- 
chou, ai^ ^graVer ; a^d of Saverien, au engineer. Po-. 
ptilatioii^ 18,000. ' 

Oh tfie right bank of the Rhone, opposite Tara'scon. iS 
B^AuciWiRE, celebrated for its fair, the largest in; Eut 
rope, wliich ^ohlniences on the 22d July, and finishes jffi^

Three leagues and a half from Pezenas, is the village 
of Gabian, near which is a spring producing abundance 
of rock oil. This oil is thick, and of a red brown colour;

comes out of the rock, and has a strong and disagree- 
able smell like bitumen : when some of it is thrown into 
Irommou water, it displays the most beautiful colours 
that can be imagined ; or when liffhted, the smoke from 
it will inflame at five feet high. . The water of this spring 
is clear and transparent, and smells of the rock oil, which 
renders it an exc^ent mineral water, which is fire-- 
quently employed with success in curing boms and 
wounds. 

(d) Bbziehs. This town is surrounded by beautiful 
meadows, and is pleasantly situated on a hill, which is 
on the Canal do Midi, near the Orbe, three leagues from 
the sea. The principal objects worth^f of notice are, 
the remains of an amphitheatre, the nine locks at the 
hdrbonr of the canal, the promenades, and the mountain 
through which the canal passes, a league from Beziers. 
Its productions consist of corn, wine, alnionds, wool, 
silk, iron, oil of dives, and dried and preserved fruits. 
It has a board of trade, and manufiuitories of brandy, 
spirits ot wine, cloths, and sUk stockings. It is the

It is by the harbour of Agde that the departments of 
Ande, Haute Garonne, Gers, Lot, Lot et Garonne, Tarn 
et Garonne, &c., supply tlie Catalogoe, and the depart^ 
ments on the shores of Uie Mediterranean, with com aod 
flour. If is by this harbour, also, that the states of G». 
noa and Tuscany provide themselves with wine, and are 
enabled to send oil of olives, fniits, and rice to the 
western departments of France. The commerce is so 
extensive, that about 1,200 vessels leave the harbour of 
A^de every year. Agde supplies the whole of the de- 

Sartment of Heranlt, and part of that of Garf, with 
esli fish. It has docks, and manufactories for soap, 
verdigris, and brandy. Population, 7,500*

* (6) Vercbil, a well built town, pleasairtly situated 
on a rifing ground at the confluence of the Cerva and the 
Scsia. The cathedral is a modem building, m which are 
two chapels, containing the bodies of St. Eusebius, pro- 
tector oY the town, and B^ Am^d^e, ot the family of 
Savoy. The principal objects worthy of notice are, 
the church of St. Andre, a Gothic edifice ^ the church ot 
St. Christophe, ornamented with paintings, some ot 
•which are by the famous Gaudens ; St. Mane Majeure, 
where there is a superb marble pavement, representing 
tlie history of Judith; the hospiUl, a large and well bmlt 
edifice, with a museum and several gardens, and the 
public palace, the residence of the governor. 

(c) Trino, a village which trades in cattle and hams. 
It is a strong place near the Pd- 

(d) Casal, a town on the right bank of the Pd, has a 
lyceum, and traffics in wine. It was formerly a very 
strong town, and has sustained several sieges. In a very 
rich marble chapel of the cathedral is the body ot 
Evasius. The other churches are St. Catherine, St. Fani 
of the ci-devant Bamabites, the ancient church of the 
Dominican and Notre Dame des Douleurs^ The col- 
lege, the com granary outside the Porte du Po, and the 
theatre, are the most conspicuous public buildmgs. Po- 
pulation, 15,000. . . .^^.. 

(e) Valence, a town contaimng 7,000 mhapitants, 
carries on a considerable trade in vrines and brandy.

it ^vnB' fovvierly more incoiiTenieDt than that of Mont 
Cenis When the mountain is covered with ice, it may be 
descended on a sledge. At a little distance from Tende, 
is a cross road, which leads to OneiUe, and from thence

(d^ Ctai Ae »tad from Boi^ l4i|ioiie to Com, may be 
seen at the distance of 40 miles, Mont Viso, whence the 
P5 derives its source, as well as the Poggio Melonc and, 
Mont Cenis, at the distance of 7o miles. The valley 
between Borgo limone and Coni is partly watered by 
tte Gesso, which fortiliaes all this part of Piedmont, and 
partly by the- VarmeniMpia, to which may be attributed 
ihe abundant harvests of com and hay . ; 

(e) On the road from Racconis to Poirmo may be seen 
the magnificent church of Superga. At Racconis is a 
post road which leads to Carignan, and from thence to 
?Kirin • and at Poiriuo is the great road from Tuna to 
G^es' Th? beauty of the country, and of the road, 
wbichherc begins to improve, renders the joomey very

After quitting Asti^ the traveller passw the Stiwne 
and crosses an agreeable plam, wbuA produces com and 
rice, and aboubds vv-ith vineyards, good pasturages, &c. ;

%) Novi is situated on a beautiful phun, at the foot 
of the Apennines. It has a citadel ^f considerable 
sLnirth. This town is t^ie mart for itoe iiiercliand«e 
which comes from the Levafnt, and which is conveyed 
mto Germany, or Lombardy. Here are »«Pf «> howe. 
which the Itch Genoese itohabit during the autumn. 
Between Novi and Voltaggiais the castle of Gavi, On a 
M^kTadvantageously situated for defending the passage 
' rfAemonntX. The road i^, unevim, but ,ts «iv^^^ 
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eztiadty iseMvenie&t, kept in good repair, and praeiU 
an agreeable Tariety of hUU and vaUeya. Popnlatioa,

(a) On approaching Montmelian, the citadel appean 
on an eminence. It was formerly a place of great im- 
portance, bat is DOW Tery inconsiderable. Beneath it is 
the town, bailt on uneqnal jcronnd on the banks of the 
river Isere. On the east of the town are many coonti^ 
houses, which forma pliant snbnrb. In its environs b 
produced the famous wine of Montm^lian, which is the 
principal trade of the country. 

(h) Below Aiguebelle, the Arc falls' into the Isere; 
the nouBtains are high, uncultivated, and almost 
inaeeessible. On a liill near the Arc, about three 
miles from Aiguebelle, is a fine conntry^house. Tins 
place, Is ^ key of la Maurienne, and its sitnation 
renders it capable, of a good defence* It is fiunoiB 
for the action which took place in 1742. when the 
Duke Don Philip of Parma, at the head of the French 
and Spaniards, compelled the troops of the King of 
Sardinia to retire on Aiguebelle. 

From Aignebelle to la Chambre, the road leads through 
* V^ »M*»ow umlley, which is as well cultivated as the 
nature of the groand allows, and ik watered by the Arc, 
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iny mtnheA m it, ai 
as &r as LAm-l^Bourg. 

(c) St. Jban OB Maukiennk, a small town, i itaated 
amongst the highest of the Alps. Its streets are uarrow, 
and the booses iU-built ; bat, at a distance, it presents a 
fine e&up d^teil, owing to the mountains being less elevated 
<ni this side. From Hm pixnce to Lans-ie-Bourg, the gromkl 
continncs to rise, and the climate becomes colder. The 
roady as far as Mount Cenis, >ivhich is forty milts do- 
taot, is bordered on one side by a mountain^ and on the , 
other hj the stream. 

(d) 'the singularity of the mountains attracts the 
attention of the traveller. Near Modane, aboat a mile 
from the great wood, is a considerable cascade. Cha* 
mois and pheasants are found in abundance on these 
Boantains. Modane is a market-town with an inn, a 
post-office, and about looo inhabitants, most of whom 
are muleteers, chariot- drivers, and tavern-keepers. 

(e) Lanslbbodrg is situated at the foot of Monnt 
Cenis. Most of the yolmg men at this place eccopy 
themselves during eight or nine months of the year in 
removing the snow from the road, and in rendering tie- 
Tellers every possible assistance. 

Before the new road vras made, which allows voitares 
to pass over Mount Cenis, travellers were obliged tt» 
alifpit i soBse were conveyed over on the back of mules 
together with tlieir baggage, whilst others wero tran- 
ported in a kind of sedui-chair, and glided from the 
top te the bottom of the mountain. 

Now the travellers never get out of their voitures, 
bat the men accompany them, to prevent the carriages 
overturning or being lost in the snow, some supporting 
them on the right, some on th&lefV,ofteB at imminent rbk. 
1^ LaB8-le*Bourg has a post-office, and some tolerable 
inns. This place is 712 toises above the level of the sea. 

The new road opened for tlie space ot* nine leagues in 

the mountains joins the valley of the Arc in Savoy, to 

that of the Doire Repaire, or Dona Riparia, in Piedmont. 

, It commences kt Lans-le-Bourg on the right bank of the 

Arc, over which is a beautiful wooden bridge of a siBgle 

s D3 
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arch, wkh itoae abstmeiiti. Intlas ptecetheroailtt- 
hibits itself on the flank of the moaataia in six steeps, *• 
BMMigit JMadows mad woods of fir and larcfa tree^, as hi 
as the most elevated part of the ridge. 

In front of the briclge, onthelefCisacire<ia>tersiinat0d 
by a doobte wall, from the middle of' wldabisiiaci^ a;8piim; 
or water, wfaidi rans below ttw tircm^ Tfce.8lQ|)e df tkt 
road from Lans-le-Bourg to the Tertioal point is mn isKfais 
each toise. 

Some parts of ^e stee^is iare bordered dn the side of 
lAns-le-villars, on reasceoding the iraHeyof tbe An^ by 
• deep ravine, in which nrns the rivolet linnet. 

La Ramassb. This place was eelebsiitedi dmtkiglhe 
winter, befiwe the opdnng of tiw n6 w road. Set^btd oo a 
slender chair, and placed on a sledge, eoadotttBd kf m 
sinf^ man, the traveller formerly arrived at Tjans'ti 
Bourgin seven niimites, that is, went a djstance of imi 
leagues in, this aliort space of time. Now tUs pmajni 
taaybeaccontplished oa a^sledge hf tlie' new road witib- 
ont aay dMger^ Uri rapidity is SHick less, but oMute 
tuiifbrm and pleasant; To travel tfaos iscallbd BmmmBam, 
The wind, whielt blo^ from Piedmont is moie'violetft 
at Ramasse tlian any where dse. 

'Vtma the verticaftpoittt, •r the h%faeiit partof liie load 
isomroanded by high noatitainS) ^ traveller proeeeds 
across J the plaint Momit Cenis, wfaidi extends as 'far as 
La Grand Croix. The traveller soon discovers tbe la^ of 
Mont Ceuis, in the limpid waters of wiwch tbesu fr o tt a ^ 
ing mountains are reAected^ It is situated in a piece of 
gronnd of a singular form : over an extent of more Aan 
800 toises ia lengtli, tbe asfmce between the ^Dot of tbe 
monntain on the left and tbe bank of tiie lake are co- 
vered with natural wells, several of a great de^th ; tliess 
weiis are in general filled with snow, whicii remaais there 
daring the wintar, but is partly melted in annnuer. 

In mmt of the lake U tbe hamlet of Taveniettet, situ- 
ated at the foot of one of the heights which overlook tbe 
plain. It is composed of five or she bouses, which are 
wthfer inns or taverns, whence it derives tbe lumie of 
Jwermauet. After pas^ this place, it is catted 
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MmntCeais. The keiglitof the mcNiDtain of ttie same 
name tBkea firom the lake is 983 toises above the level of 
the sea. B^ore tlie traveller reaches this ^lace, he is 
•blij^ to make a gende descent, in order to avoid on 
the left the foot of the mountain, and, on the rij^ht, the 
wells jnst ^oken of. Beyond Tavemettes, the road 
presents two beautiful right lines, with the exception 
of two bends. At the extremity of a lake on the side of 
Piedmont, and parallel with the road, on the left are 
the buildings of the Hospice, of which We shall speak 
more particularly. In front of the other side of the l&he 
is the streight of the little Monnt Cenis, fertile in good 
pasturages. It is from this valley that the most violent 
vdnds MOW on the ridge of Monnt Cenis. 

The bridge of Ronche is ten metres. This torrent nins 
nearly in the direction of the new road, and joins itself 
to the Cenise before the hamlet of La Grande Croix. 

The present small bridge of I^a Grande Croix over the 
Cenise now serves for the road, although in an oblique 
direction from it. 

Here the plain of Mount Cenis finishes, and the de 
scent on the side of Piedmont commences. 

Above the plain of St Nicolas, the road has been 
opened, or cut, for a distance of S40 metres, out of a 
fock of granite So steep, that even the chamois cannot 
ascend it. In order to preserve travellers from the fre- 
quent fisdling of the stone-s which hang above their heads 
in the upper part of the rocks, stone ardies were pro- 
jected ; they were commenced in 18 10, and finished in 
18 1 1 • In a mass of rock which projected from one side, 
a nllery has been cut out, fbr^-four metres long. 

From the gallery at the hamlet of Bart, the road pre- 
sents beaut&l views and declivities. Opposite the vil- 
lage of Ferriere, which it overlooks, it is cut out of 'a 
bard and perpendicular rock of granite, for the space of 
seventy-two metres. At the hamlet of Barton, it crosses 
a rivulet by means of a small wooden bridge, and after- 
wards opens intogroimd scattered with rocks. In some 
places the highea grounds frequently sink in, in »pite of 
Ae slope, oil account of the great height of the muench- 
2 D3 
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Menty Mid of tlie«pf«igft which Memilfie 11 
with theif waters ; a wall raised three metvea, alMire the 
aoU of the chauude, ancl 200 metres in ieogtb, iritrsiM 
the nuDs, which are cootinually fomtn^ io a place oAdl 
Clanet, and renders a part of Ihe road handsome, which 
bdR»ra this ereetioo was searoely passable in winteE. 

The traveller enters Piedmrntt. 3efere he reaches Mel- 
iaret, he discofersia front the hiHs of Ch ana s ani, at the 
foot of which runs the Doria Bipana^ Which descends 
fiom MnntGenevre ; and, on the left, <the irall^ of Conac, 
■i far as Sxice. From the post of Mollatet to'lhe dcnai 
tare from GiagUone, with the eitception of the part voM 
8t. Martin, the road is oot out of the rocks on the baaden 
of a frightful predpice •, steoe parapets «naHre the mfetf 
of the traveller. 

From MoUaret may he seen all the vaUey of CeaiBe, 
and the Tillafes of Noralaise and of Venaos. 

Beyond St. Martin the toad passes nnder the mmkmeke 
of Venans, which commences at a if^iy great height, 'and 
forms an immense basin, the outlet for whiefa is a narvaur 
and crooked cajnal ; it is partly stopped l)y the voad, 
which opposes a -ramptft to it; and the. surplus extends 
itself to a eonsidereble dia^tance, sontetimes even ms far 
as 'the hamlet in the phiinof Ceniae. 

This avalanche, which ^Useveiy year, and often eren 
twice a year, occupies ahont seventy metres in breadth 
on the ^hansiiei or high road ; and as its oonuBenceaieBt 
18 at a considerable distance from the road, its -fill makes 
anoise resembling that of distant thunder, for a quarter 
of an hour before it Arrives ; this thne is«mufa more than 
sufficient to walk over the space wvhtch it ^occaptes, and to 
pnt one's self entirely out of its reach. Afterwiu^ the 
traveller avoids this widancke by means of a ^galleiy cat 
in the rock. 

Leaving this place, the foad has four ascents as fir at 
the fountain at the village of Giaglione. It passes aver 
a charming htll, covered with the 4nost beauttfbl vegeta- 
tion ; the picturesque view of the valley of the Doire and 
the bill of Turin, which terminate the hotiion, tend to 
embelhsh the road. 
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TIm rMd «oiitiin6» Arom the bridge of St it»tb M Ar 
•• tfie ewtm B fn into tlie suburb of Suse ; it pastes aloug 
•tfiek€t<bankof<theDotre. Already it may besuklywith 
tMUby'that there are no longer any Aim from LmiMt- 
Honpg^ a^lar at Suce, since tiiis passage is converted into 
a spacious and commodlbos road, where ¥oit«refi m^ paw 
■in aril «eti8ons. Napoleon caneed houses of refage to be 
^recte^'Ott tin moat elevaied part of Mont^Cenis, wMeh 
serve as a «helter to the travellers, and -as a lodging to the 
•eantemHtrs, <or persons indio keep the road in repair. The 
-Boniber already established is twenty-five. They afe 
-Bot art equal distances: iheir situation bas^een regnatod 
according to the difTienltieB of the diflfereiit<part8 of Hie 
romA, which 'has sign-posts snffieiently near to be visible 
even in fogs, mid to direct the traveller to some of ^hese 
faooses. 

Napoleon likewise re-established, on the top of Mont- 
Cenis, tbe 4iospioe establiidied by Charlemagne* It has 
commodious lodgings, for an immense number of men, 
and magnificent stables for sou horses, as well as bairacks 
for infantry, and a church. 

The monks belonging to t^is place at present exercise 
tbe most noble and praiseworthy hospitality. They have 
established, under the aiitbority of the king of Sardinia, 
a tax for the benefit of the establishment, and for tbe 
-maintenance of the road, namely:— 

For a horse or mule 9 francs. 

For a chariot, or voiture,noton springs, 3 francs. 

For a voitnre on springs 6 francs. 

(/) SvzE. This small town is situated in the bottom 
of a valley, at the foot of several rocks of variegated 
scenery, near tbe confluence of the Genise and Doire, at 
the point where tlie two roads of Mont-Cenis and of 
Mont-Oen^vre branch ofiT, and run along those rivers. 
The Pas de Suae, considered as the gate of Italy, was 
defended by the fort of Brunitte, which was demolished 
at the treaty of 1796, and the house of the commandant 
is the only part remaining. This is the first town in 
Piedmont, and is about 2\ leagues from the frontiers of 
Dauphiny. The common tradition is, that Hercules 
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ptMed kcre to enter Gaul, and Hannibal in fak. wav to 
Itafy. Tbe traveller should aee tbe triamphal arck Ml ' 
in kononr of Anguttui, fitaated wittain tbe ancient castle 
Popalation, 9,000 iohabitantB. The vicinitT of tins town 
•npplies a fiimoiis marble, called vert du Stae, It pro-

(i) Atiouano is a more considerable place than the 
preceding ones. It has a letter-office, an ion, and 
several silk-mills. Population, 1,000. 

(j^ Rivou, the second town between Mont-Cenis and 
Turin, has 5,000 inhabitants, and a royal castle situated 
on an eminence which commands the town and the plain. 
The edifice is very large, althoo^ not finished. It has 
aarved as a retreat, or rather as a prison, to Victor 
AmadensII. 

. The road from Rivoli to Turin is about ten miles long, 
s(raight, and bordered with elms on both sides. It runs 
through a beintilul and fertile plain, watered by nnmer* 
ous canals, which were cut on purpose to spread the 
waters of the Doire. There commences the rich plain of 
Lombardy, which extends as far as Venice.

Fishing constitntes 
the principal employment of the inhabitants. 

(b) F'rom Finale, the trafcUer passes to Albenga* * 
small episcopal town, on the coast, in the envinms of 
which large quantities of hemp are pro^hiced. FVom 
thence to Alassio, a small village, some distance from 
the coast. 

(e) Onbillb is a small town, with a harboor. Its 
inhabitants are coon^ieons, and employed in aavigation 
and trade.

It wastbrmai^r 
called Templum Herculis MonacL' Between Nice add 
Antibes is a passage over the Var, by a long wooden 
bridge : it may aUo be forded, but tiie current is soaM- 
times so rapid that there is danger of the carriage over- 
tnming.

(6) Pmisamcb is built almost on the banks of the Pb, 
in a delightful plain. Its situation, its squares, its streets, 
and its builidings, fully justify the name it bears. It is 
celebrated for its antiquity, though its monuments have 
all been destroyed during the sieges it had sustained, 
and the battles which have taken place, from the time 
of the Punic wars until now. The churches contain 
frescos and paintings from the best masters. The ca- 
thedral is an elegant building, and the church of the 
canons of St. Aogustin has been bnilt fVom the design 
of Vignola.
